Did we doom it necessary, at this time of day, to offer an 
apolo^ry for admiration of the great and gifted in song, we should 
voter ourselves at once to the tribute that has been paid to 
jKX'tic gtaiius from the earliest times to our own. The high 
rank hold by poets, in almo.st every country, during the infancy 
of it.s civilization, or of it.s letters, ha.s been retained, with those 
modifications, to be sure, which might be expected in the progress 
of society, so that wc find it essentially unchanged and undisputed 
even among ourselves. The ancient superstition that invested 
the bard with a character of divinity, and his song with all the 
authority and sacredness of the oracles, was the natural result 
of the frequent exhibition of lofty and enthusiastic spirits, in 
powerful struggle with their strong conceptions, before a people 
comparatively simple and uncultivated. It is not astonishing 
that the flight of birds, the responses of the Sybil, or even the 
propitiatory thunders of Jove — the intonuit Icevum — should be 
deemed less infallible tokens of a present inspiration, than the 
kindling strains of the poet, when he appealed, in glowing num- 
bers, to the feelings or the patriotism of his auditory ; or when 
he sang of deeds that touched their memories with an electric 
interest ; or, more than all, when he bore them with him into 
the shadowy future, and there unveiled to his followers visions 
of glory and greatness, v-hi- by the contrivance of his wizard 
power, were transformed frcin the mere pageantry of imagina- 
tion into splendid realities. It te matter familiar with our classic 
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associations, that bJib, Jk weir^Hi^onquerors, wore followed, 
and courted, and cr(^nl|P It is not an easy lliin^' to decide, 
whether /lOschylus was less honoured than JViilliades, or whe- 
ther he not have borne additional naiown Ironi Marathon, 

while he was oazed at as the fatlif'r of trat>f‘(ly. 

Indeed the triumphs of Iviucrs and consuls sink to tlic knxdof 
common spectacles beside the classical ovations that were award- 
ed to successful poets. There was every intellectual 

in those early tributes to mental jxnver n'lurned from nienla 
victory. There is an ever-during recolleclion that attaches it- 
self to honours so won and so rendered. ( kinsidenKl as ollcrings 
to genius, they rctlect glory alike on those who brought and 
those who received them. A dawn of moral liglit seems to be 
coincident with the morning of social life whicli such homage 
serves to indicate ; and, though the tri])Ute is purely mental, 
there comes with it a hope that the heart may aw;dvcn to truth, 
Avhere there is such a stirring and pressing towaids the shrine 
of mind. Certain it is that such exertions oi’ powerful men, de- 
manding such honours as they proceeded, were the first causes 
as well as the first proofs of irnprovcmeiil among llio pcoj)le from 
Avhom they stood distinguished : and it is to the poets of Creecc 
and Italy, triumphing in laurel-wreath, or plaudits oi‘ tlieir 
countrymen, that we arc to look, we had almost said, as the so- 
litary men who first kindled that spark, whi(*h eventually caused 
an illumination of their age, and has coutiiuied to transmit its 
light to the world. 


The inlluonco of poetry, in the hands of the masters of anti- 
quity, was carried to an extent that may scein almost merodiblc. 
They may be said to have formed and trained the virtues of 
those who heard them. They shaped the national sentiment, 
and moulded the opinions and wielded the sympathies of their 
listeners, to a degree that cannot be surpassed. They inter- 
wove public events with the drama. They excited an ambition 
to excel in wisdom and valour ; and, by force of genius and skill, 
they generated among the aspiring and yomig tlio sentiments of 
glory that fell from the lips of their heroes. Enripidcs was the 
idol of his time. By promoting a more eUcclual union than had 
yet subsisted between moral philosophy and tragic representa- 
tion, he became an object of praise and admiration with his con- 
temporaries. His verses were on the lips of all who answered 
to the name of Greek. History relates, with an air of romance, 
that the appropriate introduction of some of his stanzas 
released the soldiers of Nicias from the slavery which they 
incurred in the expedition of that general to Syracuse ; and, as 
if to carry the magic of his name beyond all rivalry, it has been 
pleasantly said, that, of old, the prisoner always found freedom 
by drafting his plea in the language of Eurijiides. 
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Surpassing, as these instances '\^ould S|em almost to do, the 
fabled enchantment of Orpheus, we are not left to them, and 
like aiickait sources, alone, for proof of the high distinction ever 
held by the f)oct and his art. Tlie golden age of every country, 
since the revival oj* letters, has been signalized by the light that 
])oetry has shed upon it, and byllie honours rendered to the in- 
spired men wlio may he regarded as its stars. Italy. Spain, 
France, Fiigland, as the new morning of mind dawned upon 
hem, snccessivcly beheld their mighty geniuses springing upon 
their ])aths, with a ]>()wcr which tliey delighted to reverence, and 
a brilliancy that could not fail to captivate. The liistory of 
literature, in all these lands, proves, to satisfaction, the talent 
which this class ofuKJn possessed of infusing their own into the 
publi('. sentim(Mit, as well as of fixing the public eye on them- 
selves : it is rnough, also, to convince us of the fact, that such 
men h(;ld inj])ortcint place on the scale of society, and that they 
are calculated to exert an inlluence on the growing character of 
th{3ir country. 

But, wliilc we perceive a singular power to have been sus- 
tained by tlie poets of liigh accomplislmient in all ages, it is evi- 
dent that, in modern limes, the same power is either greatly 
modified, or holds a more quiet sway over the minds of the peo- 
j)le. The principle of the power is the same. It is the power 
of an ardent, Jiold, creative nature, over spirits that cannot fol- 
low its inarch, but still bow to the dominion that has attended 
it. It is the power of a high-reaching, imaginative intellect over 
a passive one, yielded to the beautiful illusion that is thrown 
around it. it is the power of genius — ‘penetrating to that sub- 
tle ])oriiori of the soul, which alone can claim sympathy, how 
rcmoie soever it may be, with the master spirit that spells it — 
brcatliing upon it the breath of a new life, and calling it to the 
love of high deeds and splendid virtues, of which, before, it had 
hut dull concc'ption, or drowsy remembrance. Such is the 
power of poetry. Such is tlie gift of the poet : and to such power 
and such gifts has the world ever paid its admiration, where 
there have been poets to sing, or men to listen. 

In the progress of things, the unity of this power has passed 
away. Its distinctiveness has been lost in the crowding inter- 
ests of life ; but its agency, though more secret and diffused, is 
still felt, witli a vigour, indestructible as ever, and almost as won- 
derful, when we consider the vast sphere in which it is called 
to operate. In the simplicity of the early, and the comparative 
moral inaction of the middle ages, it was a necessary conse- 
quence of the state of the times, that the poet should hold a more 
discernible elevation, and that the exercise of his power should 
be more direct, and consequently more eflbctuah upon the mass 
of mankind. As society advanced, he also, as the depositary of 
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this power, lost hiSj^originai superiority among men. They 
turned from him-, to the Sliblimc and uplifting things which he 
had elo([uently revealed — no longer to dream ov(;r, but to .study, 
and pant after, and pursue them ; until, l)y a gradation, llic ino.st 
natural in the world, the poet descended to diifuse among his 
fellows those beaiitifvil and kindly iutluenccs. that, in olden 
times, he had dispensed as favours from a superior to his follow- 
ers. Then, it may be said, poetry was leagued with supersti- 
tious dread. Now, it goes hand and hand with the charities of 
life. It was then a thing to wonder and tremble at; heard in 
terrible distinctness, as a revelation, amid the forests and sacred 
groves of the gods. Now, it makes a part of the music of the 
world. It enters into our dwellings, and our hearts : it mingles 
with- our social duties, and ennobles — purilies- endears our sj)i- 
rits and our memories. Then, the poet was honoured, as almost 
a deity, and his numbers listened to as the breathings of pro- 
phecy, or with the chastened delight of hearts bowed continually 
to threatening and commanding genius. Now, he is honoured, 
where he .should be, as a man ; and his works come abroad to 
animate us to our duties, or to cheer us in solitude ; to charm 
us by their power, or to woo us by their beauty. Then, he Avas 
like a monarch on his throne, lording it o\'cr the kingdom of un- 
awakened intellect. Now, he is but a gifted brother of the 
great family, bearing indeed the same brow of inspiration, and 
the same wand of genius ; but he mingles with the busy throng, 
and, with his harp ttpon his shoulders, .scatters liis mnsic to his 
fellows, as he passes onward in the common jiilgrimuge. 

As the mode in which the poetic influence was accustomi'd to 
operate has changed with the changes of tinie and things, so 
has the popularity of the poet found now sources in the altered 
inclinations and feelings of his readers. Hence no modern wri- 
ter may be said to bear at once and incontestably the palm of 
superiority, or is, like one of the ancient masters, placed, as 
it were by acclamation, upon the pinnacle of poetic renown. 
Though his genius may entitle him to high rank, yet the 
confliicting struggles of the thousand aspirants round liim, and 
the collisions of as many different tastes and favouritisms, render 
his right for a season questionable, and his fame less brilliant. 
This is a natural consequence where there are so many to share 
in the splendid rivalry. 

It is evident that there are schools of poetry. We have heard 
some of them talked of, till their names have come to be familiar 
words. And these schools have actually engendered a party 
spirit in poetry — so that we find something like danism meet- 
ing us even on the pathway of Parnassus. If Wordsworth, and 
Leigh Hunt, and Coleridge, may be said to constitute the head 
of the Lake school. Pope was as certainly the head of the philo- 
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sophical, or metaphysical. We know not, in short, that Byron 
would be mia])tly icnncd, by llio sentimental, or sickly, the 
lend(5r ol* d(Miioniac order, ( 'ertain it is, that each of these 
wrilers is thstiii<j'ULshcd by soim^i hiiiir poc'ulia r to hiinsc*!!’ and 
each one has Ins partisans. We know not, ajxain, that this can 
bo helped ; nor, on tlio wliole, that it is fair subject of comjdaint. 
As a of(ineral rule, every man has a right to Ins taste, and a con- 
sequent privikie'o of praising him who best suits it. Still tliere 
is somotinng to lx', regrtdted even in this, ^riiero is, after all, 
hardly as much latitude allowable in relation to govan-ning priii- 
cipl(js, in the. rejmblic ol' letters, as in the body politic. It is 
desirable to have such things as style and taste more tixed, and 
amenable to a standard, than it is to have laith in matters of go- 
vernm<‘nt S(juar<Tl by any ])articular creed. Witli regard to the 
poetical srhools^ this evil of partisanship — a partisanship which 
is carru'd to laboured articles, and even to the enlistment of jour- 
nals in favour of tlieir di lie rent leaders — is decidedly destructive. 
It has made, and it still makes, writers, and, as far 

as this goes, it is fatal to the fine spirit of poetry. 

It has been said, as though by way of excuse for its most un- 
pardonable irregularities, that genius always has its character- 
istics. It may Ix^ so : but they are always essentially the same, 
where high and holy entliiisiasui animates the votary. As to 
poetry, we believe ihut the glorious art receives no additional 
dignity, eitlnn’ from the noisy Idazonry of the merits of sonic 
who profess it, and whose claim to genius consists only in their 
jKiCMiliaritics, or from consenting to submit itself to any of the 
working-day methods of gaining* popularity. It strikes us, that 
fai from conforming itself to the demands of a diseased taste, or 
the unhealthy fancies of society, poetry has but one eminent 
obj< ct txjforc it — and that is to make men better by the divine 
spirit which it breathes *around them. We believe ihat mere trick- 
ery of phrase, gilded imagery, and prettinesses of thought, con- 
stitute no vital portion of poetry ; and we are unwilling to think 
that that verse is destined to live, which, at best, is a mere at- 
tempt at originality, or a mass of laboured simplicity, according 
to the worst signification of the word. We wish to see that kind 
of metrical composition alone recognised as poetry, which is 
such in the true sense of the term ; that is constituted such by 
the combination of great thought with harmony of numbers ; 
and whose music derives its greatest attractiveness from the sen- 
timent. This we hold to be the true criterion ; and by this stand- 
ard we should point to him as the true Roscius of his art, who, 
in the best strains, best sings the deathless charms of virtue and 
honour; who stamps, in golden lines, upon his age those sublime 
lessons of moral power, that, of old, sometimes lured the great 
to glory, and the good to heaven ; who comes upon the world in 
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the swift coinage of thonghls that shall die only with time, be 
cause they bear about them, and in tlnajj, tlie vitality of truth. 
High ])lace, it is true, has been attained by intellectual (‘uergy, 
where tlie moral principle had no visible ascendancy in the in- 
dividual. lJut it is false and inconclusive logic, to argue Irom 
the height that has been reached by certain ]) 0 \v(n’s, the impos- 
sibility of gaining one still above, by the lielp of additional ones. 
The true reasoning is the reverse. Shaks[veaic is an exce[)lion 
to the remark that will apply here. 'I'liougli ol a spirit that 
made no pretension, certainly, to unction, still tlie wonderhil 
lessons which his poetry embalms come home to onr syinj>atliies 
and our consciences with tlie eUcct of so many saintly lioniilies. 
His truths search us like sermons pregnant with Jioliiiess. lint 
Shakspeare is an anomaly. Who can speak in this strain of 
Burns or Byron? And yet who does not see what inighly things, 
above all that either has eflected for the world, would have been 
accomplished by Burns and Byron, had tla^ moral take n prece- 
dence of the intellectual principle in their poetry ! No one 
can deny, that, with the same mental energy at woilc, and un- 
der the precedence referred to, there certainly would have been 
nothing to diminish it ; in both cases, the ])oei would huvt*. been 
so mucli greater as the inauliad been belter. ^JMie triumph had 
been contemporaneous and parallel. But we pass to anotluir 
consideration. 

Simplicity, when under the direction of got)d taste, is un- 
doubtedly a virtue of good poetry, lint we hold it not to b(^ llie 
cardinal one to which some would ebivato it. TJienj are oIIkus 
certainly before it. As an ingredient, it has its value; but when 
the higlier properties of the composition anj made subservient 
to it, there is great danger of failure. Manliness and power 
sliould never wait upon simplicity. As it is, indeed, it is a 
fault, and, we conceive, a childish one, among some of die 
poetic brotherhood on this side the water. Cowper, on tlie other, 
may be said to have sot tlie example of the plain, donii^stic 
poetry of modern days. But, since his time, tlic mania, that in 
him was delightful, has spread, gathering sad syniploms, till it 
has passed from the character of simple-hearted, to that of sim- 
ple-headed ; until, indeed, in some instances, it has degenerated 
from pure simplicity, to something worse than weakness — to 
folly, and almost to grosstiess. Now this is the joint effect of a 
proueness to imitate Knglish standards — of a mistaken notion 
in the writers themselves, and of public opinion ; that is, so far 
as criticism may be said to express it. It would lie idle, we 
think, to go gravely to work to prove the inclination, with ten 
out of twelve of our native poets, to conform themselves to some 
British copy, whenever they give themselves to verse. It is, 
and has long been, matter of common knowledge and common 
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complaint. We mean to be imderstuod that the imitation has 
b(M*n ot whnt will one day be, iCthey are not now, decried as the 
very worst 1‘anl(s of the on^^mals. Of hii^li and command in;;^^ 
nio(](ds wr^ cannot have too nineh imitation, if imitation it may 
be called, that is but a sympattictic ex})rcssion of strong' mind ni 
strong language, in tin' great tciaturi'S of power, all groat wri- 
ters will have a resembia nee ; and so far as this is concerned, it 
is no mutation. It is coincidence. 

Our own jioets, m some instance's, have mistaken the spirit of 
simplicity altogeilier; or, if thc'y have not mistaUam it, they have, 
like some of* lluu'r prototypes, suth^red Ihemsiilvcs to commit 
divers poetical felonies, under tfio iiame. We. too frerpieiitly meet 
extremis (juanitne^, or a train of thought t(3eming witli impro- 
bable d(ivi('es, or bad coneliisions ; but the writer tt'lls ns this is 
sim])licity. /\gani, we are struck with the degree of quietness 
fhal marks Ins style- jun'chaiice it may be sleepiiu^ss ; there 
seems to i){^ a (‘ontimial aim at suppression of thought, as 
though it wcvr nnretiiK'd (o giv(3 it play --as some men liold it 
so to he natural and liearty in so(!i(‘ty ; but the author tells us 
again, this is smiplunty. Still again we kill in company with 
a wiitor who tr.jvols perptuually in a mist; who loses Inmself 
and Ins readers in his own metaphysical labyrinth, and who tor- 
UK'iits us with a display of what Mr. Pollock calls merely the 
“ tops of thoughts and liere our only consolation is that every 
thing about ns is simpliiuty. 

thesci causi's need scarcely be added tlie tone of cricitisui, 
to account tor tlie presi'iit character of a great portion of our 
poetry. Writers have boon reviewed into a relinemcnt and 
])olisii iliat lias endcid freciucntly in an absolute frittering of their 
thoughts, and a total loss of tliat hotter energy of which they 
are ^-apable. 'riiey write, as though tliey were writing with 
resiraml, for a drawing-room, and not with freedom, for a world. 
Put we shall recur 1o this consideration directly. Meanwlnle, 
iL is observable that this very condition of our poetry is as much 
a conserpicnce of the increase of readers and intelligence — with 
the variety of taste incident thereto- -as it is of a cliange of times 
and people. These may be added as remoter causes, to those 
already referred to. This change, wo would add, is greater 
than we, who liave gone along witfi it, are apt to perceive. A 
more material one has not accoinpauied human improvement 
than that whicli literature has undergone from one period to 
another; and in no one department of literature has it been 
more effectnal or more striking than in poetry — the poetry of onr 
own day. View writing at large, and instead of the mystical 
and laboured style tliat ran through the best productions ot ear- 
lier times, and wliich, moreover, was so accordant with the com- 
parative seclusion and silence of letters, wc now hear both the 
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philosopher and the elegant scholar delivering themselves with 
that free and graceful expression which so well comports with 
the liberal character of the age; and as to poetry, a popular air 
has been breathed into the best works of the best writers, im- 
parting to them a freshness and meaning that eoinc home with 
the attractiveness of domestic story to all who are capable 
of any intellectual delight. Poetry, wo niny he suliered to re- 
peat it, has become a part of our lives. It has, in a sense, coii- 
ibrined itself to our conditions ; and it speaks to us in tlic direct 
language of an acquaintance, who is accustomed to converse 
with us at all seasons and in all places. Divested of the he- 
roics and the pomp with which it once awed and oversliadowed 
the children of men, it now comes to us lik^a kind, lait supe- 
rior spirit, enlivening, beguiling and instructing us, amidst the 
offices and sympathies of life. ThivS is the true eliaracler of 
poetry. This, too, is the character of the gcauiiiic poetry of the 
present day. Let us not bo misunderstood. We would not 
qualify any of our preceding remarks. They reier to no such 
poetry as wc refer to lierc — the poetry of tiui imcluistcned and 
fearless spirit — the poetry that stirs ns wliili^, it blesses ns — th(^ 
poetry tliat carries all its persuasiveness, without relmciuisliing 
any of Its power. It may be said we lay gr(',at stress upon this 
quality of strength. We do so ; but not more than it deserves ; 
and we do so because there is a disposition to make it a second- 
ary affair in poetic composition. With those who hold tins 
doctrine, we utterly disagree; and wlienever jKJctry departs tVoiii 
its primitive and natural dignity, to become the medium of 
ephemeral fancies, or the minister to a sickly taste : w hen it 
parts with its better properties merely to ilaiml m the eoloiirs of 
sentiment, or effeminacy, or something worse, we hold that it 
has no longer a title to the name of poetry. Genius disowns it 
for ever. 

If it be true that public opinion may sometimes liappily inter- 
fere to correct or modify the works of art, it is equally certain, 
that, under some form or other, its interference may go far to 
injure or destroy them. There are traits of nature too closely 
allied to the most accomplished efforts of mind, ever to yield to 
the requisitions of an artificial state of society. What would we 
think of the sculjitor who should bring us forth a statue robed 
in the fashion of our drawing-rooms, and call it the true Apollo; 
the very Bclviderc ! The truth is, these traits need never be, 
they never must be, surrendered. There exists no necessity 
for their surrender, as, in politics, there docs for the relinquish- 
ment of individual natural rights, for the good of the whole 
body. They arc the holy things of nature ; thrice holy in 
j)oetry; which, if once associated with what is uncongenial 
or irrelevant, lose their virtue and their beauty; and the 
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work they were Ihoiiirht to adorn, is miserably and utterly 
destroyed. 

We think it cannot hav^e escaped even passing* observation, 
that tlun'c is i\ class of ])cople who profess to be gr(\at admirers 
of poetry, and many of whom assume to he its critical high 
priests and diss( 3 et()rs, who would s«jt aside tlie hi'dlowed inspir- 
aljoii oj the jioet in fa\'our ofelaborateness or mere stratagems of 
stylt\ >Vith them, fniish, polish, is ev(‘ry thing : and the greater 
(lie d(‘gree of* atleiination, tlie better. Now, did we believe 
lluit ])ublic seninnent on this snl)jeet was to ho met liy such 
a prol.Mialion of the higli olliees oi pcxjtry, we slieuld say indeed 
that the snhmlit' ail was ap|>roachiiig a fearful (uasis. lint 
die halli'lii jabs of pailisans do not eonstitnt(3 ])nhlic sentiiiKmt. 
Till' reading public d'*maiids no sncli relmijnishmeiit ; and the 
di x'l nnes ol (hose enlics wlio would make poets so imiiiithfnl 
to ihemsrives and their divinity, by maintaining this system of 
jHM'tical mcfhnnics by enconragmg thi/m in it, and ])raising 
Ihem for It, under till' gra\i! .sanction of* a n^view, totally iiiis- 
lepresi'iit the jm'vailiiig* lei ‘ling of the commnmty in this matter. 
Doubtless the sj)irit of poolry has heiai outraged by the very 
moans wliieli ha\e been used, by mistalven heads and imskilful 
Jiands, to give it a direction, and to projioiind to it rides and jiro- 
pi lelies. Still wo believe that this same s])irit, though circulating 
among grossi^r materials, is yet virtually unsullied ; that it still 
holds its wizard ])ower undisputed, though not untroiihU'd. We 
lia v^ii only to lament that in its nearer companionship witliman, 
it fias to endure ihij unsatisfying things it meets there. Ihit we 
iiojie for a good issue'. I>eller were it, indeed, that jioetry. and 
the spirit of })0{3try, should pass from the workl, than sutfijr 
thi: conlnmed shame of such sacrilice as this to which we 
iiavi alluded; and we would willmgly forego, for (3ver, the 
delight of realizing it when m its purity, like some swt'et friend, 
going at)road witli ns in oui wanderings, and again returning 
t»j make glad our hearts and hearths, rather llian see it casting 
away its nobler properties, to conform itself to the childisli and 
morl)id tastes of those wlio cannot api)reciate its liidden }»ower 
or its lieller attrihut(3s ; who, calling themselves its judges, are 
nothing hut its bane. Ivalbcr would wo, than witni'ss such 
abasement, be comjiolled to se.ek it m the blind old masters of 
antiipiity rather lie driven hack, to sec it again, like jewels in 
a casket, locked in the slirine of the idolized men wlio ruled and 
rejoii'ed the siin})lo but strong hearts of tlicir hearers, in earlier 
but belter times. 

Tn leaving this ]iart of our subject, we woidd merely observe, 
m referi'uce to the sjiirit of criticism, that it is one of tlie strong* 
enemies wliicli poelry is dooiiK'd lo (Micounler. In llic same 
jierson the eritu'al and the jif.H'tjc faculties are not only di:slmct, 
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but lljry linv(‘ no pnrlicular and o]>srrval)k^ syin])atliy. It 
would seem iiaturab indeed we liardly see liow it could )je 
olherwis(' -lliattlie calm and coniinuous exercise of judgment, 
in tlie inatter ot tlie exeemtionj should be iuecaupatibli! witli that 
oxciteineiU which the Jbrvoiir ot* ins])iralJou supposes ; that the 
^Mhouc'hts that breathe and words that biuir’ will not wail upon 
any niinisler o| lani»‘iia;j;(.', wliose busiiu’ss u is S(»lely lo sipian' 
and i;au.e‘e, with an (‘V(‘r*aeconj|)anynuj: readiness li^ b(^ aston- 
ished at any disreoard <^\' the li\tur(‘s o( style, lliose reciuved 
nuuuiers of expressa^n, AvhieU litmal s})irits vk'W as nnalt(n‘ablc 
as a truth of malhemtdics. 'rru(‘ ]>r)(‘lrv is too mart ilicial, as 
well as too irrepn'ssihlOj to sulfer ilscii (o lose; the ju'cidiarities 
of its eh;ira<‘t(n' m lliosc of its nuisi;. fn tlu' sauii* individual 
thtiii, we n'p(‘at it, I he critical and ]u)('lical (aciiliies ai(M‘Vulently 
distinct. So it is in literary collision, wheie one*, as may be 
su]>])Osed, in these days of writias and revieweis, is arrayed 
a, u*auist the otiier : and W(‘ Ixdieve that IIk' unsatisliictory and 
(lanL'ert>us business of verbal criticism has d(Mie moic^ lo make 
a mannerist oftlu^poel, and to blast the natural and healthy 
jairity oi* his verse, tlirui all otlun* thiiies eombined. It lias 
com[Mdled liimlo second ihom^hls. It has driven liim to artifice. 
It has made liiin, what lie ouyht never to Ix^, a mere courtier in 
his art. 

Til another view of the subject, tlic poetic tastc'of onr time 1ms 
becu^ and still is, in many r<‘spects, <'ss('nii:dly bnd. Tl lingers 
with more complacency upon the ni<u'hid and melancholy 
(diaraclcr of poetry, than upon its kindling and Iransc'eiukait 
attributes. It has Ix^cu taught that the sad, /complaining sjiirit 
of genius was the legitiuiatii objecU of admiration, because it 
sang of alHiclions that it could not designate*, and of which it 
would have us believe it held solitary cnduraiice. It lias been 
told by the worship})ers of diseased siaisihility, lliat the solf- 
tortured mind was the only home of true poetry; that there can 
h(? no better romance than that wiiich liaimls the nuns of a 
great, reslle*ss, and unhappy, bi'canse unsettled spirit; and that 
imagination caimot busy itself better than ui talking musically 
to the world of ianci(‘d wrongs, or, it may In*, of ]K*rsoiial de- 
formities, while It is admit t(*d, on all hands, that there are round 
ns, unsung, still new and sti ange beaut if s, sju'inging continually 
fVoni a vast and inexhaustible creation. 

'^riie influence wliicfi the cluiracter and poetry of f iOrd ITyron 
cxc‘rcised upon his time?, will warrant the foregoing remarks. 
4’liat influence is not yet dispelled. (fn*at as was liis beautiful 
and splendid genius, lie was not uiiwilliiig to submit it to the 
(‘Uiployment oi* Irickfuy altogether unworthy of its rank, but to 
which it was indmx'd as much p(*rliaps by the measureless 
iLittery of certain readers of a green and lack a daisical romance, 
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as by any natural iin})ulsion. Flo tliouglit that tliere was no 
surc.r way to beroinfi iiHuoiis tliini to lu' sad ; and tho frp<|nrully 
niniatural and ]i(.*all}d<*ss Inip, dial jxjrvadod his wnhn:>'.Sj 
extended to tin; lu'arts, and of courst^ to tli(3 tastes^ of njany of 
his wealoa- minded or w<‘aKer li(‘art('d readers. Ills i>'eniiis 
.s‘/>e/Av/, Inil it Invatlaxl roinid them a tanned alniosphore. Jf 
he shouts with an uncnmnion lie'lit upon }jis aip;, it was too 
ollen to wt*als and cxapiisite admirers, lhe‘ li;L!:hi of a inrid and 
sickly sun, ^larini;* thonoh a mediuni of nn wlmlesome d<‘\vs, or 
a day ot sad aiul l(»uiiny (‘loiids. Tins is no miattiiinahh^ 
thino;’. It is no suj'(^ proof oi ;^'rc‘at pow<n's to hnin^' ah-eiil this 
spiritual loi^-, lor lh(‘ hard to hylit uj) with a. m( llu\\<‘d ainl 
intin'cslin^' illumination ; and to j»lay lin’d o| the disconsoljiti^ in 
this tashioii, is, to our minds, tint u jioor intelku.’tual eapamdy- 
TIku’i^ an' (mies. indi'ed, wlien tlie liiirsts of a misa nthropje> 
spirit mayh(‘ar out upon them th(‘soul of jioetry; hut wlnm the' 
(jUK‘k ovmilow of a full hut Inlti r hi'art li’iva's j>la(’i‘ to tlio* 
continuous, deadly, hut still ron/rivf’d. faeJilious, current of 
ii’loomy leeliny, we are apt to (piesiion tin* leality ol th(' sidler- 
in;Lj*, or to he disgusted, wliere w(* are not amused, with the 
otfieimis, n'peati'd tak* of Us enduraneie It is not tlie charaeier 
of tru<3 i^ri(‘f to talk loiaily or lonp^ ot* Us extremities. iNo om* 
tells, year after yi'ar, ol‘se(*ret woes to the world, if he he rc'ally 
a martyr to tlu'm. 'IMn^ jxx'fry which such sorrow employs is 
the ]K)f‘try ol' s( «hlsl i ness : tin* taste it lK‘i:<‘ts js a lids(» one; and 
the sorrow itsidf is a t'alse sorrow. That sneli prx-lry slioiild 
I)e favourahly ree(‘iv(‘d, is a wonder; but the eonlimiain*!^ ol' its 
fame must ('vc'i* h'M[uesln)iMhle. 'Idie world is too laisy to eon 
(me itschdo the dark tlunys ofa siim'le, isolati'd mind. It wants 
c‘onipanionshi|)— -It wauiis dehylil - it wants instmeijon. J5yi<>n 
will jind his cc^lclinty yet, wo lu*lie*v<‘. in those nobler strams 
witli which /li/nsf // \uis least to do: in tin* sublime sentiments 
that lie has eauu'ht from nature and from symjiathy. and 
inv(‘stcd with the peenhar and classic heanty of Ins genius. 
Rousseau may eaptivaU' tlie infectt'il imagination liy liis pietnies 
of self iidli(*Ued imscu'y and ruinous exciti'meiit ; but who would 
not rather remmnher liini in his ahstracUiuns from Jiiinsclt, and 
in his rcvu'lations of nature among the woods and waters ol' 
Geneva ! 

l^ictiy, tlion, has become a matter in which tlie peo])l(’, as a 
mass, claim to he lieard. Jt is something in which tliey claim 
an interest, as a reading, tliinking, and undm-standirig puhlic. 
This is not new : nor does the remark point to any thing new. 
It lias ever been so, in a d(*gree ; for eviTy luimaii being is alive 
to poetry, and is speaking or acting it evmy day ot‘ Ins lUl*. 
when there is exmtmiient aliout him : and this we say, notwith 
standing the material, maiudhcturing, utilitarian character of 
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the A\^e are not, we trust, unaware of tlio disj^osiliorii 

prevalent anioni^* all elasses to ask cotieernini^' t‘\'<"ry tiling' 
as well as poetry, wJlli all the pertinacity ol hio {natheinaluMan. 
“ wliat (.lo('s it jiroce P What we iiilemi to say is, that, as an 
agent, it is ojieratJiig more geneially upon inankiiid. it ( iih rs 
into their syrniiathies, and niakt‘s a j)aj1 (A iluar nctossaiy 
enjoyment. It lias hceoine th(i vehicle, of intbrniation to iheir 
minds, and of new iniliienecis to tlieir hearts. Holding such a 
rank among tlio pleasurable riisourccs of life, it is (ortamly 
inij)ortant that the s{)irit which sluill animale it 1)(,‘ of that 
elevating quality, of that unsullual, unadnhan-aled eharacier, to 
wJiich the insfuralion ol’ wol! reLiidated genius aloja* ('an attain. 

What, then, it may he a^ked, is lh(' slyk'of poeti y adaj»led 
to the taste and ti‘eljngs oi'tla* aire / We do not say the tasU' and 
foldings of I'lngland, or of America, aloia. — tor ve hf|n‘ve, ii])on 
this lo]>i(*, that llie sentiment is nearly tla', same in hoth (*oun 
tries. Unity of literary jairsuit lias genoraU'd hiawa i u ihis and 
the tatlandand an unity of ojnnion, in dns in^lanee, among 
many others, that cannot esiaipe mir notice. In answer, W(‘ 
should say, without hcsilaliou, that, so far as the common 
consent of its intelligeiit admirers can mdieale tla^ ])oj>ulari(y 
of any species of lilcratiiiv, that appears to he the iavonred 
poetry of the time wliich recommends itsell hy the ])ow(‘r and 
richness of its versificaliom We now s|H»ak naturally of iis 
extrinsiii character. It is not tJie agi' tJiat laki^s jjaitieiilai 
delight in the cmsnral melody of the stanza, as we fnid it m tia* 
poi'tiy of Pope ; nor yet m the patriarelirl and giftha^ ineaMiro 
ol’Spense)'. In these resjieets it is more of a golden age than 
that of cither of those poelie lathers. Among tht‘ masters of tlic 
art, it is the time of vigorous conception, leagued with a ehas- 
toned and graceful style, hut not vsuhservient to it ; (d'liigh and 
heantiful thought, fmdiug utterance in language suin^d m its 
character, and adoriU'd with the altraetioiis of a pure, manly 
ami polished taste. Wo much doubt the lasting inllnem e or 
value of that sort of poetry wlmdi liusies itself in thi^ intrit*aeies 
of thought, bright and delicate as it may be ; which hurnes us 
along, with a strange pertinacity, after the subtle imaginings of 
the excited mind, until wo are lost in the niazi^s of the journey, 
or tired of the attoimatcd fancies that we are compelled to follow. 
It is not the time for metaphysical poetry. Images standing out 
ill bold and naked relict — descriptions ot‘ nature as she reveals 
herself in her simplicity and grandeur — and, aliovo all, the 
palpal >1(? and strong emotions of tlie syiirit, are, wc believe, the 
instruments of tiiat poetry which shall leave the impressii^n of 
its power upon the age. Tlie mighty s]>ell of mind that brings 
before us in startling reality the dread alarm of Waterloo, when 
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“llmre was inountiiig in hot haste,” or the ratlling tempest of 
the hills, when.

disclose^ after all, tJie stateli(‘st luagu* of Hyron .just as his 
paJhos js mole sti ikingly <i>^hil)it(‘(l in lhos(? i_*h'ar and nnsnllied 
escapes of lijeling which his subject, and not himself, has pro- 
ducial. ('ainphell has stirred the hearts of half tla^ world l^y a 
liiK^ of Ins LJallle of the |}allie ; whih; Moorc' has <;iveu us whole 
Vtiinmc's on tin; dissiuaion of a rainbow. 

( )1 course e would not h(‘ iniderstoorl to manitain that tlie 
^loat allri!)Uli‘s <»f poedry Jiav<i not hm-etoloie hiMui <*ouipre- 
bendrd ; or that ikav' on(‘s liare he<*n diseoven d. Wo not 
only do no! maiuiain it do not say it. It would he 

luh-Milons to d(» so, of what we consider to he an onymal 
iii'^rc'dauit, as it w ok‘, in die human <‘onslitution. (Jn tlu* 
eomrar\, w<‘ hold tliat the ^laiid priiperties ol good poidry havi^ 
ev(‘r show<'«! theiiisid v('s iho same, i'roni llomer's day to our 
own. Jhn n has Imhui res( rved for modern times to bring them 
into (‘\<*)'cise with a powm* and piint y and elevation, wlneli di(.'y 
could never lioast hetore. Once, genius would deign to ling(‘r 
among none l)Ut vast and marvellous (‘reations. iNow, she lias 
found a wider (ield for lim* (dlorts or lor lier revels, among llic 
U‘ss promineiit, lull not, on that account, less interesting objects 
lliaf arc <!ver about us. Il‘ in some lemjiUi ol tinished aiul 
almost hroallnng statuary, some stern (‘xhihition of Iim’oie 
li)rtitnd(^ and valour, poidry once tonnd all it could iiope tin* of 
b<*anty and snhlimily, she now recognises them in llie great 
living moih'ls of moral ])o\v^'rand lovadiness : in the solitary hiit 
evei v arying and woudei'tuJ works of natnrt' ; and in the wide 
cliarities ol virlnons and ]KXH:(d\il life. It’ slu^, lound sinnigth 
in lier image's of Jove, or m the aehievemeuUs ol the mighty m 
war, she linds it ii<jw in hrv conce]itions of a higluu' ami holier 
sovanangnty, or in the struggh's of hiava.^ and goeid liearts in iJu^ 
cause, of JiLimaintY. If slui lound pathos in tlio Iragrn- sufiorings 
of imaginary queens and herot's, or, again, in the lamentations 
of oiir first jiareiits, driven from the gates of J^iradise, she now 
finds It in the language of iNature ; in the unleignod trials of the 
great and devoted who have not lived in vain; in the sorrows 
of man, since Paradise closed on him for (^ver ; and in tlie ]>ower 
of tliose peculiar and commanding griefs that history has 
treasiinul tor tluniistruclion of the world, and which arc often, 
at once, the lot and li'sson of mankiml. 

While upon tliis portion of our subject, wc would revert to a 
consideration that seems to deserve some notice. We think it 
cannot have cscajied obscrvt\tioi], that poetical writers, in passing 
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from the more royal aod solitary walks of th(‘ art, iiav (o 

the other (?xtr(ane, and are uow foinul eircuLilni^j:* lie( y m tin' 
various childish rt'sorts and play-e'ruinids that phikiiil hinptc

so jj'rave a word m'cd he uscmJ, consists in tlie liah!lit\ to wlucJi 
poetry may be subject to he fnttenMl away and reduci'd not 
refined — ])y this process of* simplilication. I'\>r thoie aic two 
kinds of simplicity : omi consisiimr in ilie direct, djseuthrall<‘d 
language whicli distinguishes groat and lhrcil>le tlioiights: and 
the other in the unpretending, juv(‘nil(j strain tliat strips thouglit 
of all dignity wiia lever, and l(.)r(‘(‘s it down to llie comjiaralivfi 
nursery diction which marks the multiplying volumes of our 
youthful libraries. Many minds are disposed to ogaid \]\e 
simplicity of Wordsworth as soiiiethnig fts melfable and msuJ 
f(‘rable as it is uncouimom With thmii, the word, m its 
application to lliis truly ran' genius, is u.^ed in its worst sensic 
Now, for ours(dves, we are inclined to ])r)int to AVordsworth as 
an instance of the (jnality most adinirahly ('xliibiU'd. ^^Flu'- 
sublime singleness of his conceptions suffers nolliiug by th(^ liold 
relief into which they are thrown by his language'. There is 
no weakness, though his thouglits have^ not the ])aradmg su])- 
port of words. ^Fliero is no inllnence lost in the nnincmnbe'red 
beauty in which they go triumphantly liorne to th(^ he'art, 

AVe are the more anxious that the true meaning of this term 
should he ])orceived and undonstood, from tfui chance we think 
it may have to abide of jiassing to the servdee of something tar 
beyond it — lo something that has much of tlie appearance of 
simplicity, without any of its virtues. There is a at if ral chord 
in the l)osoms of us all. It ever responds in symjiathy to the 
noble music of a sj)irit deeply and sincerely stirred. Il('rc the 
vibrations of llie h(',art, if they he, expressed in jioelry, will also 
be expressed in the language of true simplimty. Aud this is 
the kind of simplicity we would cultivate ; and that too without 
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(‘otuhnniiinof; so it bo k("])f wilbiti boinicls, tlic infantile ^uisc in 
\eliiob j)()otz*v iiit nxineod to (lie eianjKnnonsIjij) of childron. 
Wo only j)r(H(.‘.st Mij^ainst o()nfouiidiii;L!,' tlic' sini])liojty of ^roat 
IboiiiJ'Iits witb tiu' simplicity of litth^ ones. But wo proce(*d.

\V bell we S])ealv of the ilrama, wc^ would be understood to 
refer to thc^ rlrama m its juirily. ^t would bt* c\'isy to point to 
many modcan instajices, and some amony onrsidvi's, m wliieJi 
tli(^ neyloct or aJ>s(*nce of tlie distinyuislmiy pro])cirti(is wbicli 
constitute its leyitimacy is but too evident. Tlu‘ departure 
from first |)rinei])Jes in this dc'partment, mdcH'd, has been fre 
c{iiently unpardonable ; and such is the lixdmy of the aye, in 
connection with this style oJ* poetry, theu’e is little hope;, we f(\*ir, 
of a return to tliem. It is well Iviiown that a lomy and wordy 
war was enyendered, al’oreti\ne, upon the matter of the technical 
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rules to lie observed in the consiruction and conduct of the 
drama. It was a dispute almost as serious as any ujiou lla^ real 
and symbolical pr(‘sence. It liecame a settled conviclioUj Ijow- 
ever, that such tlun<rs as time and jilacc, and the eoniiiion 
j)rol)abiliti(?s of life, were alfairs which jicu'ls^ as wt‘ll as 
rc*ad< is, were hound to observe. CJenms, it is tru(\ scnietimes

And we are content that it slionld be so. \V(‘ are (‘unterit 
that the beautiful works of eeuius should be fjisliioiHal to meet 
only die intellectual eye — to he scanned in solitude, and to 
dehirlu us at our ti resides. We liavc never luien anxious that the 
31ystin'i(js and Moralities should he summoned Ji’oni tluar sleep 
ofa^i's. ‘^Tlay sleep well/’ AVehavt^ never heim anxious to 
perjietnate any tiling that recals them, or lo coimtiaiance any of 
the enormities of the sciaie that sometimes hnui^ tlie mo(U;rn 
stnifi^ into too d(;eid(’d rivalry witli thosi^ moiisirons spc'etaclcs. 
W ith eipial reason wi; liave. no disjiosilion to suliji’ct the jiurity 
and pt'rfectioii of lolly tragedy to the ])res(ait mutilating anti 
finlaslic spirit of the theatres. We shall not be understood, of 
course, to s[)oak disjiaragingly of those standard plays that are 
tr:igedi(^s indeed, and as such liave l)i;en liononred for genera- 
tions; and which will hear representation and dc^serve applause 
so long ns the old fountains of inspiration arc romemliercd ; hut 
we would keep this sublime department of poetry Iroiu the 
oncroachmt'iils of the ])opular demand J’or stage clli'cL. 

We have meiitioucd l]yron and Mrs. Ihanans as affording 
i.»*Of)d illiistiations (d’ modern Unglish bt^'ralnre in the, rlramatic 
department. \Vc do not maintain that their dramas embody 
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the l)c‘sL ot* tli(!ir ])oPh*y. We think not- -Ixil we l)eIiove tliiit 
tlK'y nre as ^'<iod spc^euiiens as ran lu^ prodiKM'd oT the hii^h 
conceptinii and vigorous versification wliieJi this sort ol' writ 
ing dcMJiands. ^'et ih(‘y insensihly take lJuur place in onr minds 
among- th(i class of dramatic })oenis -those ratlu‘r abstract 
works ol* this kind, wherein the [loelry is mon^, a lotiy and 
melodious dis<picat]on u])on some jiromiiK'ut ]n-op(Mty cd’ onr 
nalUK', than tlce illustration of any single, insttince. ol’ a riding 
passu)n, or ot an is<»lan‘d Jiislory, tlirough tlu‘ nualium of so 
many a<*ts and sccaies. VV(‘ are awan*, mort'over, that wlam 
\v<i give tli(^ u'ritm's rererred to tlK'. prais(.‘ ol [inority among llui 
coiislrnetors of modern English drama, we an*, naak-ring no 
uncommon lionoiiiv '^FIu* gloiious days of Jiritish tragedy 
liave i-oiKi by ; and w(^ iniglit trace, did onr limits allow, an 
outline of its history, to show its ff(‘clension, and the caus(‘s 
thal [)rodnced it, and whicli n(»w almost lorhtfl a Jiope ol’ its 
rmdvaL J>iit wt'. must n'l’ram. It is enough to say, tJiat as 
the sj>iri1 ofila^ (irec-iaii diam.i livc-d in the lyrics, so th(j spiiit 
of tliat of Ikiglaial early linked m llios(‘ admirable old ballads 
thal (-(Uistii ul'' so consi(l(‘ral)l(i a mass of its dawning fioctry ; 
and that from th('S(i loiintams tlie first draughts were tln' jinriNst. 
'riie dnima (')f (MiT language has seiaj no day more' promising 
than that which shoiK' njH)n tlu‘ inoi niiig devot(H‘s at its shrine. 

follow Its (dianges and its d(*tt‘rioranon would f)e to tr(*ad 
in a beaten track, or in linger on a tojiic that has lnMai amjily 
treatf'd by tar worlhii'r jiens than our own. Ol’course we sliall 
b(‘ undm-stonil as spt'akmg of the g*eneral tendemey of tin’s sp(3- 
cics of poetry. An cxta'ptioii iiki^ Sliakspeare is not to he 
considi'red as airceluig th(‘ nde. It is suflicient to know that 
the l(mip(U- ol’lhe tiiiK's and the. dis[)Osit ions of writers have h’d 
men astray IVorn the a.iK'ieiit high jialliway ; and il is ([iiiti* an 
event to se(‘ a drama among ns that can, even m some distant 
manner, ]>iing hack llie old and good times of the splcndul art. 
Yet the dramas of tliese authors not ml’re(|nenlly rc'call better 
days. 'J^’lie spirit of the ancicnil (ireek occasionally gl(?ams 
ihrongli lhem;andin the simplicu’ty and [lassion, the vigour and 
fine st'iisvliility, which distinguish those of Mrs. ITemaiis, we 
think we sec^ as nea,r an approach to tlie mingled gejiius of 
iSophoeh's and Finrij)id<^s, as any, in this department, which the 
annals of Fiiighsli literature present.^ True, there is liore no 
misty mythology mingling itsxdf with the jilol, and no all- 
pervadmg, all-powerful destiny, working out its triumph, as in

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the Greek drama ; but lliero is an unity of purpose— of higli 
and almost reli::^ioiis flolcirmiuatjon, that su]>|)lies that 

peculiar principle of the ancient tiagedy, Vvdiile il iinpaUs to 
this a (di.iractcr still more elevated. 

It lias h('eii said, and niaintain(‘d with a di'yree ot’ plausibility, 
that the jiroo-nss of (Jliristiaiiity has been no help to that i>f 
poetry- It iias been aram.'d, that nJieion, or relnj;i()us li-tding', 
as a ])rmciple (^r mp^rcdieiit, has not hiM'U ])ai lieidarly favour- 
able to tlie development of ])oeti(‘ o-taiius, ini(i(‘r Us best forms of 
attrnclivamess or energy- JJoilhlless Ibis rtuuark, to a eeittun 
extent, is true. In c.r/c//,s7;, we do not suliscribe to it. Mdiongli 
there tie no subject on Avdmdi men are so strenuous or so sensitiK* 
as tlieir religion ; ttiough there he no oiu' thing wlmdi you may 
not with less chaiKSi of rc'sentmoiit charges them with Ixniig 
without, or m(>i'('. satidy nttt(an])t to take from them, yaU make 
that j(‘W(’l of their lives a prommeni constituent ol’ lln^ snhje(*t- 
niatteu' that you present to their minds for eousideralion, and it 
seems to lose half its sacredmess and valnc‘ by tlu; transjia*' -as 
though what must he worship])iul as a iailh, (li‘ser\(‘d to he 
overlooked or dejireciated as an inilmiuee — as tliongh the sub- 
lime ohj(5Ct of veneration ui t(iuiph' W(‘re deprived of its 
intrinsic iuiportaii(;o by its association with tin* Ik‘si elibrts of 
human thought, under the l()rm of some Stirling liistory or jioem. 
Tins IS a ])art of the eomnHin imanisistcm y oj oui nature. 

Still, thongli the diristian Kdi^ion, m its simpU* and sma?re 
exhibitions, may" fill to render tlie poeiiy wlueh emliodie^ them 
less attraclivo than the common worldly^ prmeudes on winch 
most works of lancy arc accustomed to turn, it would bi.‘ unplu- 
losoplncal to deny that illustrattons ol’ strong moral energy or 
power or endurance ibrm the most popular as well avS the most 
elevating elforts of the dramatic artist. As far, then, as these 
may go, they are instances of a modification of the* religious 
princijde after all. Wcj see not how this can be deni(^d, if any 
connection or sympathy is to 1)0 allowed lietween reiig'ioii and 
morality; and we icel safe in luamlamiug that this sjiirit — call 
it a moral or religious one as you please — which forms its 
principle, its miclens, as in the tragedies of Miss Bail lie and 
Mrs. Hemans, is tlic true spirit of tlie drama. 

Vet we arc hardly ready to admit that the religions sentiment 
of our own time can be employed as an ingredient of tlie drama 
with a degree of success by any'' meams commensurate with that 
which accompanied it in its earlier introduction — while religion 
was an iniliience that awed mankind, without arraying man 
against his brother - -wliile it was held to be a holy and resist- 
less spirit of good, that pointed and led the way" to liappiness, 
rather than a spirit of contention, that is too often thought to 
hallow a warfare that bends all our passions to its service 
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witlioiU distiiiftlion. ll'tlie drama lie tdandod upon the exlubi-

Roman satirist, wc fear, would have ht^m slow to admit the 
modern religious sentiment as an ingredient of the poetic art, 
howev(*r luimhlc its pretiaisions. lit! would have seen at once, 
and seeing, hi? would not have been backward to visit witli 
seventy tlie absurd spectacle of‘ tlio human mind, ])lucked from 
its most exalted sphere*— from its worthiest, purest, divinest 
aspirations, to be put in leading-strings to a spirit whose circle 
is of the earth, wliose tendenc.y is dowmward, and whovse joy it

The (JreeJv tivii^^cdy was peculiar ; !>iu it 'was certainly pure 
nnd perfeeL (:uiJij)ctn*d with that wid^dt ‘ae* fMN'dral it. It W^aS 
grand and lieroic, for it s|)ning from tie* lynes. ft ginwa'd with 
jKission ; it alioinided in rugged hut iialnra] coiici'ptions : and it 
formed the very ladigion of llie tune. It is not our object at this 
time to <Jo more llian baiady reii'r to tlr‘ great maslers of the, 
(irc*cian drama. Hdn' names of /!<jsc(iylns, Sophocles, and 
l‘hiripid(?s are familiar as household wa)ids ; ami tlieir liistory 
is very generally and ])leasanlly rmmanbm’cd. Ancient ])OfJtry 
is embalmed with tliem; and themselves wm’e embalnu'd in tlie 
pride and gratitude of their raumtrymmi. Th(\se grc‘at spirits 
interwove the j^nbJic events of(ir(‘eee into tfioir dramatic poetry, 
and made national concerns of their tragedies ; thus at the 
same time registermg the glories of linar heroes, and [iresenling 
to the young men of iJieir time tin* b<‘st models by winch they 
slioiild shajie themselves in sentiment and character, in reward 
for this devotion to the art, tlicir ambition was ininistta'cd to in 
a mamier, or at least in a degree, jieciiliar to llu^ age. They 
w^erc the honoured and th<' ob.served of their generation. It is 
not to be wondered at, to use the sentiment of a. sensible hh’cnch 
writer, that tlui Athenians, dislingiushed as they were by a lively 
imagination, a noble and musical language, singular fertility of 
genius, and eminent abilities, (‘xereised by the most vigorous 
emulation, should bo excessively fond of poetry, and no less 
attached to those who displayed a strong sfiirit of ambition m that 
art, and a determination to excel in any of the employments that 
tended to illustrate or give it elPict. For these reasons they 
honoured, as a matter of course, not only dramatic poets, but 
actors. 

The regard was reciprocal. From feelings thus generated 
and thus directed, much was to bo expected, that should 
advance the public mind on one side, and high-reaching vigor- 
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ous })()etry on othri'. I]ul all tins jjrosjx'cl. as it,

Miieh of tins geiKMal remark will a])ply to tlie drama as it 
appeared in Italy. Jl was distmgnishod hy its inconsisteneies, 
and by a ridiculous mauagcincnt of the most contemptihlci 
materials. In ])omt of looscaic'ss and extra vaga nee, it rivalled 
that of anciiait IJome ; raredy boasting a vaitue to oMkami tlie 
mass of ]ittl(M)('ss and vice wlneli seianeci to hci Us [ircwailmg 
ingrechiaits. 

it will h(3 at once perc*eivt‘d tliat the course of ohsc'rvalion in 
whu'li we are lierc mdiilgnig; is cif that comprcdiensi ve cdia- 
raetcr wliicdi onr limits remder pro])er, thoiigli it is not tlu‘, one 
whieh. under oilic’r circnmstanees, \vv, shoi.ild incline to adojit. 
We speak, of course, of tfie state ol jxx'try as it c‘Xisled m those 
dramas which i.ssned from the hands of the mass ol writers, and 
not of tlio masters. They Avlio may be termed sucli, of which 
each land we have advertcxl to con Id certainly l)oast, gave birth 
to works whose range is the civilized worlej, and whosc^ cele- 
brity will remain while language c^ndu res. »Still, even tliey can 
luirdly he. said to redeem thcMrage, and though, m some Ic^admg 
instance's their g<aiius strode jirond and unshackled before the 
eon fusion of theur tunc*, tlioy were not destined to ciscape it 
altogether, and necessarily partake, from their {lositioii, of some 
[lortion of the literary intirmitic^s which distinguish their era. 
Suc-h c3xec^.])tions, while they servo only lo bring into still 
stronger n*lief the moral and literary condition of the people 
from which they stand forth, cannot hut “make the judicious 
grieve,’’ wlien it is scam how much they might have done for 
their coimtiy’s reputation and tlie cxiu.^ci of lett(3rs, had they not 
bc'3en subjected to sucli iinliappy iutluences. IJow little, how- 
ever, could be hoped for the progress of true learning in any 
department, when the common mind was ruled by the grossest 
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superstilion, and rdl tliat rose, by tho forc'-o of taulow- 

nients, n])Ovo tht'. y'cncral level of dc^rradation, were* ujore soli- 
citous to take advantage of llaar coiidHioii idr sellisli ])ur|)os<‘Sj 
than to ciili^ditcii the itiass that lieavf'd diiiily and lu'avily heiow 
them !

Yet tli(^ shape wlmdi the drama assumed niidm' the mai;i('al 
g-iaiius of evtai sucli mcap was so decidedly national as lo |or])id 
any recoLi'int ion of it a.s the drama of (dreeci.* m lier alory. 'The 
bh'(‘neb drama, it is well kmown, is the drama of critieism. d'be 
eharaetia* ot* th(‘ pc'oph^ foriocd an ev<‘rlasl my;- barrier to the 
proa:r(\ss of the true dramatic spirit amony them. its feivoui 
(leo(Mi<*ial«‘d Inenlduess; imj)assnnM‘d action was sacriiii’cd to 
th(‘ passioii ol‘ ('t i(jia‘ltr‘ : and l-'rama* and lier poi'tu^ (diampions 
saw nothnii];' of the ( Ire.ek drama, on tin* theatres, Iml the mode!. 
(Jornoilki lived too late tor his ae,*(‘-; and thoiiub it was not till 
tho noon ol his tanu‘ —we think it was in (Juma“--tliat be con- 
desecndi'd t(^ respect th(^ uuitH'S, yet the ^-reat mihaaiee of the 
court and of popular eliaraeter w(‘re at u'ork IwMore him, and 
thouydj hci mie'bt for ever have spurm‘d or worsliipped the 
technical rules of tbi' art wbicli be atloriu’d, yal, m eitlaa' casi', 
Jh' would bav<^ siiii^'^led uuavailm^ly aa'amst fbe indomilable 
.sj)iiit of bis time. Voltaire has somewhere sa.idfhal tin- l‘’nMj(:h 
wen* tlie leas! ]) 0 (‘lieal jieople in the world ; aiul otfi‘i<‘d it as a 
rcas-'U why no (‘pie ])oem had ])rodiieed amono; tluan. It 

may with eijual truth, [lerliaps, be said tliat k'^itimati* pathos 
and a tra^^ic sens(‘ are mattcirs too mcom])rebeiisii)l(‘ witli that 
poojde, ever to allow a lu)])e for the success of pamme tragedy 
amon;^' them. 

Rut it is not our object to discuss the sul)jec*t of jioi try under 
Its dramatic deveh^piuoiit in b''rance, or indeed to review its 
history under any |)reseiitation in that country. We are ratluu’ 
desirous of exammiiic- Us claims to consideration in mstaiieesof 
commanding' popularity^ in our own Jaiigiiage, and of (’onttan 
poraneons celebrity; contenting onrselv’cs with the ahovi* 
cursory ol)servations, which were naturally suggested from a 
glance at the art, as it exhibited itself m the (lilfeiaait periculs 
and lands lo wliicli wo have adverted in our progress from the 
past to the present. 

It may'' be thought tliat we have too long negli'cted tlic‘ writer 
and works, to which reference is had at the h(*ad of this article ; 
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and wo accord in 7 pi^occod (o some remarks of a more parti- 
cular hearini>\ 

We have no lavsilation in placing- l\lrs. lleinausin thehij^diost 
rank of those who jjroiess her heanlihil art. IJer jirodueiions 
have b(‘en lony* helbre. the public; and it is not by any nu‘ans 
our intention, at this time, to oi) into a ^rave revi(‘w oi’ her 
works, for they have been subjected to the full ordeal ol criticisni ; 
but to refer to them more particidarly in connec*liou with the 
sentiments wo entertain relating,’ to llie drama, and as e\ein])li- 
fyiiii^ any Jtotions we inay hold n])on the f^eiu'ral suhjcict of 
poetry. Still wo cannot let this lady pass without olienijo* here 
sorncthinq- of our testimony. 

For a considerahk^ period she ajipcarcd only throiii^h tlie 
medium of periodicals ; and that, oltentnnes, inuk’r a disguise, 
which, thourrh it could not screen her fiom rc'^ard amonir the 
nnmherless masks tli at are accuslouK'd toiioure iu tliose lilm'ary 
drawinfr-rooms, somewhat retarded tlu) uiu'ipii vocal and .rrencral 
tril)iit(3 of admiration that is now reiideriid to inn* on ])oth sides 
of the Atlantic. Her vcr.sc, it sixmis to us, is distiiii^uishc'd by 
those jiroperties which we have menlioned as cha,raet<n*istie of 
tlie tru(3 poetry of our lime; oi'tliat poetry, mon'ovin*, winch the 
age aj)j>oars to demand ; and we know not that we could point 
to a higher sample of tlial pure and powmi’nl wriling wlncli wo 
hold to be the most captivat ing specii's in tliis department of 
literature. Fbub^wed with a vivid imagination, she lias a ready 
facidty of investing witli a rich and harnionions (‘olonring cAU'ry 
object in nature or art, of mind or niattca*, upon which she 
exorcises the spell of her fancy. 8he grasps thc^ prominent 
points of her suhjoct with a hold hand; and, under the raj)id 
and beautiful analysis of genius, unfolds its various combinations, 
that rise like lights upon lier march of inspiration. 8he dehglits 
in the simple hut energetic emotions ; iu the dee]) hut strong 
movements of ))ure hearts and great spirits ; in the joy of hajipy 
memories, and the contemplation of high and invigorating 
re.’dities, Ih^r visions are generally distinct, and the ])icture 
which she draws in her glowing but delicate? colours, is one that 
attracts us I’rom the magic by which it brings l)ack sonu* of the 
dearest dreams of oiir other years, and some of the holiest feel- 
ings which wo have been accustomed to clierish. Her pathos and 
strength arc uncommon, and her tasle, on almost all occa- 
sions, laultlcss. She rather prefers, in hold, vigorous outline, 
to bare the .soul in someone ahsorhing excitement, to indulging 
in rolinod s]>ecnlations u])on ils nature, its mysterious move- 
ments, its subtle affeetions. She avoids swelling into bombast, 
or sinking into the commonplace of mere sentiment. She 
depicts strongly, Imt with truth. Her jiathos is not llie jiathos 
of a heart surrendered to its desolate feelings, hut of one still 
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left to the persuasion and guidance of its better ones. With 
innny, nothing constitutes this quality, Init a sort of restless, 
talkative, and consequential melaiiclioly. With olli(*rs, the 
colouring of the [)iclure must be ot‘ that mellow, tearful cha- 
racter which tlie iiKiiv gazing at makes us sail. iNow, triu^ 
pathos IS something far heller and greater than this ; something 
distinct and determined ; our feelings are awakened under it, 
as und(U' the lino How of music, swelling on us like an organ at 
that low chant m whicli we can hear our heaits throb to the 
iiitonal lous. I'his is liie elfcctoftruc gcauus. It is llie true 
melancholy. 'rh(‘re is another that is easily inspired. It is 
drawn from common objects by common jiowcrs. But it 
n^iuires more than common powers to stir the fathomless jilaces 
of our nature', until tluiy heave m syiiqiathctic commotiou with 
the spirit that rules them, even as deep answers unto deep. 
"To ri^turn. Our writer is not apt to forget the majesty of luii* 
art. She |)resents us a fmcsiutuc in the full grace of its propfir- 
tioiis ; hut she rememhers th<i drapery, and arranges it wutfi the 
ease and taste of one wfiose genius is true to its work. Her 
fervour is that of a mmd impressed with the imj)orlan<*(i of 
things liiglier and belter tliau those of eartfi ; and it ever 
l)urns upward, like the ilamo from the holy altar. It conies to 
stilictiiy (!k‘ kindest and best of the alfc'ctions, and delights in 
the grand and dee[) revelations of those jirinciples that honour 
and f'levato man. lh‘r strengtii lies mamly m an excellent 
litnoss of language to express ilie h^ily and brilliant coiieeplions 
with which tier imagination seems to ahound. Jt is the com- 
bined strengtii of words and tnoiights. Her simjilieity is not 
that of a person striving to be simple. It is not the sinqilu-uy 
of Wordsworth. It is not the simplicity of a heart unacquainted 
with the world and its trials. It is the exjiressivo singleness of 
a mind aecnslomed to linger with the grandeur and power of 
the natural and mtcllectual worlds, and using its experience of 
the sorrows that lie beneath them, to regulate its emotions, nr to 
“ point the moral*’ it would enforce. It is to the exhibition of 
this delicate endowment to an uuusnal degree, that one great 
charm of her poetry is to be attributed. It influences her, not 
only ill the choice of thought, but in the choice of language — 
ill the happy perception of which, as appropriate to sentiment, 
we may observe, lies the grand secret of much, very much, that 
is graceful and admirable in poetry. It is a commanding^ 
quality ; and, vve ajiprehend, not fully appreciated. It is the 
only redeeming quality of that work which is exce])tionahIe in 
its spirit, and the beauty and enchantment of that wliich is 
honourable to the artist. It is next to genius ; and, on every 
occasion, its most efRjctivc minister. In short, it is in comjio- 
voL.

ruling spirit of Mrs. llemaus, in her extremesl abandonment to 
the stormy passions slie sometimes ehoos(‘s to [jortray. 8h(^ 
seems to bo governed by a sense ol* purity throughout- inijxirt- 
ing to the most rigorous portraits of Ikt limey a ehasleiiess 
ccpial to tlieir po\vm\ 

Classical orna,m(mt still holds its jilaee as an iniporlant pio 
perty of poetical composition. Anti(|uity has long alforded a 
principal lountain wlaaice ]) 0 (‘try draws many of Jier clioi(*est 
associations, and much of that material with which slio illuS' 
trat(\s and adorns lier conci^ptioiis. "rhis is a familiar truth, 
liut tliougli such embellishment, under the dirc'ction ol a good 
tast(}, nndonhtedly has its value, at the ])resent day we are 
dispost^d to believe that it do(*s not retain its early iinjiortanee 
as a literary ingredient. We are not aware tliat the writer of 
whom wo are sjieaking was ever, by any means, wauling in 
classical resource's; but it is (wideid tfial her poetry do('S not 
recommend its( 'll’, eminiailly, hyclassic'a! allusion, it has* -w(i 
say it Ifecdy — somtUhing ol'a nature, I'ull as valmdihi, and (nil as 
commanding, to bring it hoinc' to the bosom of llie <*nl[insiast -- 
and why not of the scholar ? — even its favourite and IVeijnent 
allusions to those* animating evc^’lastiug ])rinci[)k*s tliat aclnaU* 
ns m llie sn])lmiesl and b(*sr of cause's, ju^d ils intimacy with 
the fad(‘loss featno^s e)f nature in lier alternate moods of loveli- 
ii(3ss and magnlficonco. 

'^Phai tlie sphere of tragedy should be admirably Stilted to the 
high conc('])tions and vigorous versilicatiou of Mrs. J leinans, 
is readily jiresinned. It was a natural anticijKitiou, Nor Iiave 
we been disappointed m the result. With the exception o/ 
some e>f those* short pieces that are so eminently lie^autiful aiul 
spirited, the Siegii of Valencia and the Vespers of Palermo stand 
unrivalled among her productions. 'They must also rank, we? 
tfiink, ammig the best jiortioiis of I'mglisli lib'ratnrc m this 
dopartriuait. Mi'anwhile tlie miuor poems, to which we have 
just adverted, will ho e^mnsidcred, we suspect, as betraying all 
the prominent projierties, powers and graces lliat distinguish 
her works. Such detached portions of inspiration — full, as 
they somotimos are, of exquisite beauty, it is ever pleasant to 
dwell upon, when one is content to turn to them (*ven from the 
most ddi’usive productions of the writer. It is like passing from 
a wide field, waving, indeed, in the luxury of bloom, and where 
a thousand sweets arc vscatteied on the atmosplierc, to the garden 
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wliero tho perfdino is concnntrat'.^d, and whevu nothing but 
odour IS })roatli(‘d. 

On tlio wliole, vicnv' li(‘r in whnlijvor liglit wo iiiny, as a 
])0(’th'al writ(M*j W(i hold Afrs. llcanaiis to Lx^ s('(a)nd to none of 
Ju*) (•oiitoinj)orar](*s. 1 h'r iyj'soal aomiis has |)ro\a’d ilsoll Of 
high (U’dia*. and it iiiusl h<? adinitt(‘d llnf hor mil lusiasni was 
(ivor r<'gNla((‘d by a moral sc*nso, that at(‘S, (‘ininontly and 
ov'(‘r^ witlj all tlj<‘ in1iiaaic(‘ of a goxonimg j>rin(*i|)l(‘. It may 
he ohs(‘rved that siici niuau' allows that entlmsiasui to eompro 
niisij tin* melody of li('r rors(;. lleneii she is rarely abrupt — 
and on ll^w oecasioiiSj save in the Jiecessary breaks of tho 
diaiog'ue, nieols us with llios(i <‘hromalit‘s ol' ])oelry, in winch 
somi' writers arc apt to indulge, and wliieli, ilnilastie as tliey 
are. are IrcMpu'ntly eatcxl as mdieatioiis of genius. Still the.re is 
such a thing a*^ an e\li‘<‘ni(i in liannony. We like not tins 
(‘ontinuoiis niusie ; and, thougli it may delivcn* itself in rich and 
lofty chords, iL is kept u]) at the hazard of monotony. Kvam 
iMillon or Ossiaii will not answ-r by tlui hour or tho (|uantity. 
Wo would [iitvo S(‘ylla and Cliarybdis ei|unlly avoided by tho 
Avrilcu’. Tr should he remomliered — unfortunati* iket or not 
that th(‘ luiman lasut is a[>t to tire of the sanui brigld waters, 
/lownng to the same dream-insjiiring <‘ad(^nces. AVo weary of 
th(^ garden of ilowers and porfuiiK', and pant to spring lorth 
upon the hills, to the greeting of tho rudti lieallhy winds of 
h(!aven. '^Fhe writ(*r und(‘r our notice allows not Ian* imagin- 
ation to carry us tliither at a bound. Wo mu.'t bo led I'orth 
througli a pleasant patliway, it is certain, but still at a measured 
st(M> to tlio music of boa' own li(,‘art, wJiich she cannot (iscaj)e 
iVom, but w inch sin? Ibrgets that wo can d[s])ense wdth. 

Wo re))eat, then, that wt^ consider her jioetry as well oxem- 
plif\ tig wluil Avti heheve to bo llie best properties of lit is nialerial, 
and wadi adajited for llui dtdiglit and instruction of the age. 
'J'ho chasteness and unity of its iervour are caleulated to do 
good continually. It is the spirit of her muse tliat wc lionour ; 
and wa^ always concidved, that, with such a spirit to animate 
her, she was on her successful way to the best eminence to 
winch slic or her ait could attain. 

Tt is no ])art of our iutcntioii to illustrate tlio stmlimeuts or 
doctrines we have advanced upon the subject of poetry ; or to 
prove their soundness by a series of extracts from the writer 
wliosc name we have set at the commencemeiil of our article. 
We deem a resort to this exhibition of sjiccirnens needless, 
while the works of the author aflbrd them so freely to the most 
casual reader. Besides this indisposition to bear about the 
brick in our palm, wc would observe — thougli, in doing it, we 
repeat what we suggested in a previous paragraph— that a 
review of tho works of Mrs. Hemans was not so much our 
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object as that of tlie extensive subject to whicli they relate, and 
whose varied beauties, power and iniluencos they exemplify 
with such attractiveness and purity. Wo prct(‘nd not to liave 
escaped the cliarn'o of hoini^ out of ordcr^ il' \v(^ allow ourselves 
to he judged ac(!ording to the grave rules of parliamentary 
usage ; hut as keeping to the tjucsfiiut, in that sense, wes no part 
of our prot<3ssion, we prcsunic further remark upon tins {)oi]it 
will be suiierfluous. 

'^Die history of the mind and of tlie literary career of Mrs. 
Ilemans, must certainly be jdcasing to any oikj wiio loves to 
contemplate the progress of a singularly industrious, pure, and 
aspiring spirit, through its several stages, to a high and valuable 
reputation. Her intellect, though strong, and lull of that which 
was as higli-toned as it was poetical, was always essentially 
feminine m its diwelopments. It has been justly said by Mrs. 
Jameson, that Mrs. Homans’ poems, ‘‘could not liavo been 
written jjy a man; tlicir love is without sfiUislmess ; their 
passion without a stain of this world’s coarseiu^ss ; tlieir liigh 
heroism unsullied by any grosser alloy of moan ambition.’’ 

We have no fear cil)out the increubing fiuue of Mrs. ifemnns. 
Her poetry is of a kind to live. It is of a kind to gain honour 
with the lapse of years; and it may well Ikj a ])cculiar and 
pleasing reflection with lier admirers, that all wlio heenme the 
friends ol' iicr muse will come up to a good cause, and rank 
themselves as the friends of virtue. We lament that hc3r light 
is extinguished, and her harp still. But even as wc lament, we 
cannot but remember that there may be a sellishncss in our 
sorrow, as we repeat to ourselves, 

“ Wo unio us — not” her — “ for” she “ sleeps well.” 

Meanwhile wc would not carry our critical gallantry quite so 
far as to induce a belief that Ave consider tliis fair author, upon 
whose poetical example we have so amplified, in no degree 
liable to imperfections, under the common ban of genius, as 
well as of humanity. Wc could find fault in this, and all like 
cases, with perfect ease ; but we doubt whether it would result 
in any thing like utility to the cause of literature. We hold it 
to be vain to torture ourselves — thougli it may gratify some 
bilions readers — in finding fault, where we have more than tole- 
rable reason to be thankful and delighted. Verbal criticism wc 
abjure, save in instances of high criminality. The purest lan- 
guage under heaven lies open to tlie animadversions of a 
caviling, misconstruing, uneasy spirit of scrutiny. Where 
thought goes far to redeem die work, wc are fain, tlierefore, to 
let words alone. As to poetry, viewed as the subject-matter 
upon which severe criticism is to sit in judgment, we are free to 
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say that we think it lias be(?ii liardly dealt by, very unfairly 
<i\aiTiined, veiy niijuslly jud^ech and very ignorantly sen- 
t(ai(*(‘d. \V(' have taken occasion, inanotlan- |)lac(\, to sj)eak of 

the critical an<l [)oetical seiilinienis as ran'ly conihiiied, and as 
atfordinii', in most iiistanci's wlaae iIk'v arii assnnual, very 
natural exlnbilions (»l‘ a want ol sympalliy. AV(' have sc'cn 
cases winch may 1_‘('. called extnain'iy haid on<'s. m this parti- 
cular. ^Idie c(Mirt m which tlu'y were tried had no titl(‘ to its 
jurisdiction drawn iVom any portion of any Inailtliy literary 
charier wliatever, or from common seiist? itself; y t prosaic, 
unimaginative, and unk^arned as it was, itjiresiimed to sit uj)on 
the matter it had irr(‘verently brought to its tribunal, witli all 
the circumstance and pn'tiaision withwhieli it would pass upon 
subjects to winch it might lay some claim of Ivuowledge and 
authority. No one will deny that this is a highly daiigiaons 
proceedmp; m the business of criticism. Jt is (laiig(;rous as 
regards both llio writer and the rc'viewer ; tin* the liirmer may 
he made hitter by the harsh and undesr-rvcal judgment to wliicdi 
lu^ is su])jiecied ; or on the other hand <'xpand(‘d beyond ail 
rational diiiKaisions by the tlatt(M*y with whifh he is disiniss(‘d ; 
while the latter is sur(‘ to render himsf'lfianinently ridiculous 
]}y his criticism m the minds of all whose literary judgment 
is niitrammcled. 

IJut let us pass from this to a finv closing consideralions sug- 
gested hy our still exjianding subject. Jk)etry has stum timi^s 
of greater vema’atioii. indtHul, than oiir own. 'Ibme was when 
its votary was all hut deihed. The orduai crowns of ffomer 
and Virgil proved the enthusiastic worship of their (tountrymen. 
l]ul it was the worshif) of a JisUming and (excited, not of a 
reading and thinking people. They^ were triumphs indccul 
that Racine and Voltaire could boast, wlion tluxitn's rose up to 
them, and wcIcoukuI them as the poetic fathers ot their country. 
It was high honour that cnciiclcd Petrarca, thought of as divine 
in his shadowy Vauclnse, and received as divine amidst tlai 
plaudits of all Italy. It was a proud thing for ’^Passo to he set 
apart to be crowned with lannd at the (kipitol, in the midst of 
popes and ])relales and cardinals. Yet tlie fame of tluj blind 
bard of the isles was not full, till temples and statues rose ujioii 
his ashes, and cities contended foi the honour of his birth-place. 
The Latin poet commanded an admiraiioii that derived its chitjf 
glory from the patronage and power of Angnstus. The 
Euripides of France onjoymd a literary renown as great as a 
taste so decidedly national would admit, while the poet was 
torn bctw(3cn the strngghis of his great genius and the tyranny 
of court criticism. Petrarch retains, in many of our recollections, 
but a romantic celebrity ; and it is not the honours rendered, 
nor yet the coronation decreed him, that can blind us to the 
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belief, that, in poetry, the lii'^liest moral elevation was not 
reaelied cvtu by 'I'asso the KcpentaiitJ 

'rhoiinfli the. iirt, tlioii, and its siiecessfui and comniandni;^r 
votaries, may Inid that the jx'riod of (heir more peculiar aiul 
nn()aalili<'d veneration has jiassed by, IheyMieed indulyo! no aj)- 
prehensions ai)on( tlio destrnelion or decay oftlic pr.nei])lo of 
their inlliience. 'J'liat])iinciplc is iiiipcrishahle. it is lonndcd as 
deeply and as securely as Iminan nature itself. It a])j)eals to 
foolin<rs and sympathies that arc born with ns, and tlial f(0 with 
ns to the "rave. VVe cannot escape from its power if wo 
would. It stirs the heart like music, and tinds its response as 
mifailin" as its jmisations. Tliose instances of suhniission to 
its enchantment, and of honour paid to its supremacy, to which 
we have adverted, thouyh not repeated to the eye in tliis our 
day, are still no straty"(' tribute in the spirit-land of sympathetic 
and uncorrupt('d natures. 

In this wholesome and hououralile consciousness, then, let 
the poet lind Ins unfailing satisfaction. Ills is a high duty ; Ibr 
lie strikes his harj) for tlie world — ibr the bemdit as well as 
delight of his fellows, with whom he mingles on the broad path- 
way of lile. His, too, is a liigh reward; for he tinds it in the 
aptdanse of tin* good and great, who render it to his genius in 
a still more nii(|ualdied strain, wiiere the brilliancy of the poet 
is rendered yet brighter by the worth of (lie man. Such duty 
and such reward are surely bettor than those of an earlier, 
though perhajis n more romantic age, and siindy the bi'st, 
disconnected with his art, which can await him on the common 
journey; and though to the mighty masjers of a more enthu- 
siastic but less enlightened period, the tribute of prai.se was 
rendered with more direct and almost royal intinilestations, the 
regard with which flio writer, of true poetic power- of the true 
inspiration, is now met by an admiring people— a whole land — 
the world, may well be deemed ecpiivalcnt to the best admi- 
ration of which genius lias been the recipient on its most 
trinm|)hant way.

orator is a very uifreijuent and exiniordmary ev<mt, 

llffi/lo tiinioi pauriorcs oralorcs^ (punn, peeler honi rrpr 
virnfar, which, as it is true, (di^vates oratory to a higher jilacai 
than is usually assi^^ued to it ; ihouu^h itdo(‘s not d(>])r(^ss, at the 
same time, its noble sister art. (hcece, in the midst of her reline- 
ment, throug^li all the strmif^*les of ambition, with all her 
maii^nifirent attainments in evmy department in whioh the 
himiaii intellect has oxcidled or can excel- -in the beauty and 
perfection of her philosophy — her political chanii^es and con- 
vulsions -her freedom and with a p(?oplo of ilui most ajit and 
acute ic^onius, and possessirn^ every other attribute that has 
inadc her the admiration of a^^'cs had, or has loft, but tew 
orators. "]"here was every variety of incident in her career to 
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call ibrth all the various powers of mind -all those hues of 
hope, and sluuies (U depri'ssion, that excite and i^ladden, or try 
the linaij(‘^s and energies of the soul. i\olhin;Li' was waiitin;^, 
in her character or condition, to aid and (.exalt every display of 
intellrc.t, and nurture into ^•reatness every as]>iiant tor laiue. 
Ycit sii(5 had but one great orator ; though, indeed, one whoso 
exist(3uco is an era, and whose name stands as the emlihan of 
per((‘ction in liis art ; whexsc iriory not oidy surpasses, but over- 
siiad(jws and consniiies the merit of every contemporary, and lias 
come down to the present time with the lirilliancy of tanu) and 
vivid reality, which btdong to a living power. The great rival 
ot C^reece had liut two ol high rtiputation, and only one of the 
lirst order. This eertaiiily hears out (Jicero, and provtjs that 
the gift ot eloquence is seldom granted ; or that there are 
ditficulties to contend with, in its attauimeiil, that are insuper- 
able to niost minds. Like most things in wliich tlie Jiighcst 
ollorts of Intel l(ict are concerned, there niust he, to clevelope 
them (idly, a corrcspoiub'uce between the moral, mental and 
political eoiiditiou ol society ; or, in other words, the iiigln^st 
degree ot civilizalion is, it not (!ss<‘ntial, still (‘xtrennely important 
in liruigingont the reluiements of art. An iiiJividual of (jxtra- 
ordiiiary giMiius, goveriu'd by that irrtq^ressihle instinct that 
leads him on in pnrsnil oi the object Ikj js best litled to attain, 
may succef'd in Ins dc^sign. IIimIoi^s il in defiance ol society, 
ill d(dian(.*e ol all the ol)st<ujles of a rude ag(‘ or jiersonal eircanu- 
staiiccs. iJc acts not tliiougli his will, but by au impulse of 
natun^, to which his will is obedient, llti is in so I’ar an ms])ired 
))(*rson — one wlio is beyond the C(')uimon^ relations of men, and 
foinis no exainjilc ol th(j necc'ssity or ihc value of an improved 
social state, in drawing forth and shaping tlie objects and aspi- 
rations ol intellect, (ireat minds do not, to all appearance, 
come Avhen they arc the most wanted. They visit tluj earth at 
times wIkui their whole career must be a struggle ; when tlie 
dillicultios they must surmount, task all their jiowcrs ; when 
the conflict is not only with lliose extcrnrd iiiiluencos tlial arc 
strong, but witli their clfects, tliat control and overlay every 
energy. 1 hey must war not only witli the prejudices ot others, 
but with their (^wm ; hold a contest, hand to hand, iK^t with the 
peculiar feeling’s alone that sociiily regards as its great defences, 
hut with all the corrujitions with which time and ignorance 
inciiist it, and, what is still more painful, and demands still 
greater exertion, with all tliosc impressions lliat are found asso- 
ciated with every movcaricnl and every emotion of the indivi- 
dual s own la.'art and faculties. A mind that coni)uers such 
difficulties, and issues from s(7 di'sperate a struggle, not only 
victorious, but with its cliaractcr stamped iudehhly on the age, 
and affecting those which succeed it, is not to bo brought within

It 
tliere are ^roat ohstaelcs ei(‘«*it(‘d hy this iKKK'ssUy^ admiration 
and astonishiiK'nt aie enhaiieed ; for in an ait that so many 
protess. and in wdiieh so few sueec'ed, lo (‘oiKpaa’ its dI^iiel]l^l(^s 
IS die lest ol ahilil\\ and an ei ah m ihal tall ils resonnjes are 
wneld(al hy a masU'r.

Those, die very polar lights of all knowleclgc;, waiuld v\amsli lor 
the want of apfireciation, and from allowing the hlaze of then 
intollige.rico to he obscured by the too msar approaeli of mli riors. 
In the height at wliicli they arii placed, lin y an', enveloped ni 
a visionary spli'iidonr that gives increasi'd loftiness and dignity. 
Their dimensions, thoiigli truly great, are enlarg' d by tlu* wide, 
shadow with which they shroud the multitndt^ beneath thoim 
Their real j)OW<*r, embosomed 111 a di'cp halo that issues troni 
the dazzling grandeur of their fame, is, ])erhaps, magnified by 
the distanci'. where our wonder has fixed them '^Phere an^ but 
few intellects which Jiavc won from man this intense and almost 
blind admiration; those few undoubtedly merit it; but wmuld 
mere greatness have gained it, if they liad been submitted to the 
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kww S(‘rutiiiy and (*oars(' (ihscrvalion o( more eomnion ualures ; 
or if they JiacI wasled I lua iisel ves amoiici' the (Ordinary interests 
and passions ol' mankiiidj and llirown their launuJes awaynpon 
the hnsiii(‘ss ()l ihe woild ! It is to thi‘ i^reat poet, more than to 
any otlas’ indixidnal, tliat tins iioma^ai is yadtled. It Js to him 
that is cdniost confined this mvohuitary oliermii^ of onr resp(H‘t 
and afii^ction ; and it is here the broad distmetion ans(;s between 
tli(i first r an* of t^emus ami that of* tfie orator. one — we 

cannot nd Olirsolves nl the idea tomellnno- more than man : 
he seanns the rejiresiaiUili ve‘ of' mind : whiltj tlie other never 
ajijx'ars of a loftier ^lade than that ofa ;L;reat human boinn lik(» 
ours(dves, and no hit^la'r, except in endowments, which, how 
ever th(*y (list monish Jnm, auj still within the ranj^o of onr 
compr(di(3nsion : and thus, though elorpience is a proud and 
pow<‘rful tahsil, it never seizes lime with the same stronc^ and 
unyieldmn i^rasj) as (la; more suhlinie cllorts of reason and 
ima:;ination. It mlerests tis much from henii^^ connected with 
eras and (}V(‘nts, as of jtsidf. It helonq’s and is mm<j^If*dso mucli 
with tlie affairs of ^eiu'ral history ; it divides so nie(‘ly the limj 
hetweeii art and natun) — striknu^ almost as near to the artificial 
and occasional eiaa^des (d* llie om*, as to the viij^'onr, aiifl bold- 
ness, and nnprelehdmj^ impulse of‘lho (»ther - tlial it never takes 
a d('ej) hold of th(‘ heait, or becoiiKss to ns n inaltcr of feeling as 
well as asionisluiHait. 

It Is true, that this aris('s from the necessity of llie case. An 
orator is a man of action, and ii(a a<.lr( 3 am(*r or a theorist. His 
whole j)o\ver, and nearly all his valm*, consist in the direct 
mfhi(3nce he (jxerts, and which it his duty to attain, over the 
will of men. lIc'. has to contend, not Avith shadows, hnt human 
beings. I le do'^s not laddrcss a class, ])ut mankind at large. lie 
does not find among tluaii an audience already attentive and 
fittixl fin* his purposes, but it is to bo created. All his thoughts 
and faculties must exert themselves to this end ; and they must 
l(,*arn to bend and acamminodate Ihcmsclves to its accomplish- 
ment. Tdiis throws m his way extraordinary obstacles ; for he 
has to div^esl himself of his nature, or rather to multiply it, so that 
it inny reneli [dl those on whom he is trying to work. They 
arc not only the wealthy and the wise, but tlio beggar and the 
fool, the stubborn, the dull and luiimpassioned — all the materials 
that compose the great mass of men, are to be moulded to his 
designs ; for these constitute his subjects and bis instruments, 
lie lias no choice; he cannot ascend tlie tribune, and send forth 
his voice among beings of the air ; but he takes the mass before 
him, and tries to stir the pulse, to quicken the feelings, to rouse 
the passions of the wliolc as if tluiy were one individual. To 
effect this, prejudices must he subdued, animosities allayed, 
anger appeased, and interests conciliated ; or, to secure complete 
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control, the op])osite of tliese must ht‘ brouj^^ht about— dislike 
must be heii^hteiuid into hatrc'd, cojua'ah'd lioslilily into (»[M*n 
contention, tViiindsliip liirni'd to ennnty, and (‘V(‘ry oiiintion, ol 
udmdi tln‘ Iminau hosom is <*a|)aM(‘, made to \ar\ at Ins 
j)Ieasui(‘. d'lns ma'^t<‘i-y nielink's a kiia<' portion ot the objects 
otOratory \ it is, it not its sole (‘iid. oni* ol its most impoiiant , 
lor It IS th(* only modi? by winch one man fan sway the minds

Such was the elojpiem’e 
dial issued from tlie oaovc's of iIk^ Aeadmny, wiaai, lioin its 
naa^x' .'s. tlie voua.* ot* philoso[»hy, as it under the mthuaicf* ol 
insjiiratjon, came, with its de(*[), mild tones, and spoke* not ol 
man, or human interests, hnt ol thniys whudi traiiseiaid all 
know^led^e — of the, Intnn* of iinniorlality ot the* joys, ot the 
character, of an herc'.alha'. J?ii( tliese things do iH>t hehnie* to 
tlie workings of mighty passions - to those* a(re(*tions winch 
linger rouml and never rise beyond the reahta^s of ('xistence. 
^riicy are the privilege, of high natures- -of minds that can con 
ceive and pursue the idea of perfection ; who can chase the 
ideal through its lotticst soarings, and float, with easy stn*noth, 
among the wide and wild realms to which imagination has 
borne them. These are men? images of thought, da,rk abstrac 
tions, deep visions, which, at times, S(*ein to raise tla^ obscurity 
shadowing our l>(;li(*f, ami give a gleam of light and truth 
beyond; but, at length, only hurl ns hack on the bleak and 
barren certainty of onr limte and mortal condition. With such 
as these, the orator has notjimR do. Ho may possess the 
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power to rise intf> such sjK'culations ; ])Ut there are few occa- 
sions in whi('h ho can use them. Demosthenes listened to 
Plato, aiui, pia liaps, slrenathened and (ixtcaided his rapacity, by 
al templing- to follow tli(' jjlnlosojihor m the depth and beauty of 
his rrll(‘('tion, and ki'op jiare with Inm ni the vastness and 
eiHM*: 4 ‘y of his coiH;ej)tU)ns. It is true, also, that tlie nearer an 
orator may ajiproaeh to a jdnlosojdier the mon* jirobahle is it 
that lit' will eiilarire his utility. Tliti habit of ^oni'raliziinr -of 
lahouring’ an idea till its very last vtdn is i.'xhausted — nnliildin^ 
all tilt! particulars to which it extends, and dtwelojiin^' all with 
which it is rtiinotcly associated y^ives very threat additional 
iorct‘ to the extortions of the mind. A Jiabit ol‘ this kind heloiiirs 
to all superior intt'llt'ci : it is natural and necessary, and, there- 
fore, ev(*ry orator of tht! tirsl class will ]>osst!Ss it, though it may 
not be im])oriant in the (*xert*ise of liis art. heavy task is 

imjioscd on linn of tl<‘scending to the Icvt'l of Ins andiencti, to 
endeavour to convinct! the linmblest intt'lligt'nt'e, to persuade 
the most stubborn, to instruct tlio naxst ignorant ; and, to do 
this, be must lowt'r his mind, and bring down all Ins symjia- 
tliics, to the grade and range of bis auditors. It is his dcKsign to 
make men act: la; nmst, to clfoct tins, ojnm every avenue to the 
passions, and tln’oiigb tlann to the will. He must find tli 3 
readiest modi* of niakinir bnnsi'll’ inaslc'r of all the hearts tliat 
pulsate lU'ar him. and stnve to win the alfeclJOlis, which, how- 
ever common rtnd snporiicial, ar(‘. the snrc'st, it not the sole, way 
of producing harniony of action. ^JMiey (orm the direct path 
to tho^e more violent and deeg) emotions, wliich cannot, and 
should not, he touched, ex<*cpt on occasions wheri! great deeds 
are to he wrought. They are the smouldering and smothered 
volcanoes of ibi'lings that cannot lie approached without hazard, 
and, when roused, hurst into fury and desolation. ’They are to 
be managed and coiitroll(*d, and not let loose, hut under Itie 
decree ol“ some tern hie iKicessity. It is not witli tfie passions 
alone, liowever, that iIk* orator has to do. JIis eharacter as 
patriot and statesman jm])oses ()n him oilier duties than the 
attempt to agitah' these instruments of crime, and dangia*. An 
appeal must hut occasionally lie made to them. AVJieu tyranny 
is to he crush(3d — when a general decay of the love of freedom, 
and a gi^neral corruption ol morals, are eating away the life of 
a ]3i'oj>le, or an ('uomy is at the gales -an appeal to lliem then is 
safe and necessary ; and it is on occasions like these, that the 
grcatiist elo(jnence has Ix'on prodnc<*d, and wroiiglit results at 
whieh ages still marvel. The mere excitement of feiiling is a 
task of no great dillicnlty. ft involves no great (dfort of genius. 
It consists in little more than tlie oiler of opportunities to the 
base points of our nature - to the malice and envy, the pride, 
and ambition, and revenge, that have their home, to some 
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rxtentj witliiii the bosoms of nil. It is 1ml to lotirh those* ('hovds 
which rnii:i ;(3 tlirou^^li the* circ'Ic of hiniinn iiit(‘rc‘sts, nud clni^, 
by siK’h i)iinini(‘i\ii>le‘ libi<‘s. to iho whole soeinl iabrn-. Ihit

''ria* orator, in the l^est meaning ol the teim, has another 
ollice limn this agitation uf]n)pulai fechnti, Jor ellt ctiiiy desjeijs 
of iiis own, and the yi atiiication ol'his reveiimc 1 h* has duties, 
MS a lover of Ins (‘oimtry, that de.mand fimni liim the sevi'ri'st 
I'librt, the strone;est and most extended exeieisi* of Ins tak*nt. 
I Vissessinij; the, (\ar of a [>eo[>le, luivniu' not a men* moh, hut a 
natio.f. for Ins andiema*, and i oneiMil rating' tin ir wdiole atten- 
tion and Intel t'St on himself, lie, mov(*s niidi r a greater weight 
of responsihilily than any other m(‘ml)er of soei(*ly. Ihi carries 
with him th(^ minds and hearts of millions, lie has oj>eii to 
him livery synijiathy and every chord hy wdiich an impulse or 
an mi])ressiou can be made to ri'ach the bosoms of men ; and, 
wherever or wdu*never his voice is heard, the resjionse is ^riven 
to it in the murmur of national afiplaiise. '^bhis is esjiecially 
the case in tree countries, and under popular yovermiieiits — the 
only holds for elo(jn(*nee, in the l)est meanin^i; of the wa>ri]. He 
can tli(‘re wield a power of wdnch a monnicli mi^ht he proud ; 
for Ins fellow citizens arc the instruments of his ambition ; his 
equals pay him free Jioinaii^e ; and the adulation lie receivi's 
is from (hose wdio honour, imt tliosi* who lear him. Jlis 
influence extends to their very destiiiiCvS : lor a jiowa*!* that is so 
completely ]>ersonal, and whicli *:^ives sncli I'onsideration to (he 
individual, makes his character. Ins virtues, and his vices, a 
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moral <'eiitn\ around wlu(di tho ojuuious of iiuai will circulate, 
and from which tiu'y will recanve a taint or a lustre. This 
eoiilrol IS ol’ tar hii^her importance* than his jxjlitical W(‘i^-ht. 
The last di(*s \rith him : tlui tirst livt-s while*, the nation lives. 
It may lx* to them thea’r life or death. It resudies heyond his 
own i^rave to tliat ol'his country. lie thus rule's the wellare ejf 
oe*neMations ; and his exiskau'e hea-onies a eanse or a lieaielit, a 
disgrace* e'^r an hoiiemr ; for nataais li\a* or die hy them* })rm<*i 
pl(‘s, and not through lh<* i^a'inus of ineliv iduals. A e;T(*at mind, 
in its aseemdency, estahl]sh(‘s or ove*i turns lluisej pnncij)les. It 
d(;A"elop(‘s, to tlie^ utmost, their ])urily, or it shows their de'ti' 
eieney. It er;i(Inate‘s tlu* whole* extent ol’linman th<'>n:i’ht. and, 
ol‘ (‘onrse, of human aclie>n. Multitude's, m this way, comej 
nnde'i* Ihe^ de)mination e)j‘a smale* man ; and ne) othe'r tc'stimony 
is wanted of the* mtinite* nnjiorlama' of lla* kind e>f prnici[)le‘s he 
inculcate-s, oi of tlie* vadne o(‘ on-u viitues m liimself.

thoun'h tliere has luiver bei'ii an extraordinary era, wlien the 
fate of nations was m tlie balance, which has not brought out 
some mind <‘{[nal to tlie occasion. Filo([iienc(*, or action, fre- 
(piently tie* twa) togetlier, have been the sum of its j)ro[)erti(:*s 
and jiowers. The orator, the living comhmation and repre- 
sentative of tliesi; two sources of antliority over men, has

Ik'i'liajis tin*, (*lii(*f of tlnvso- as an orator, was .Mira})('au. ^At 
nnu*s, w(} are disposc'd to thiidx him the irr(*alest the world has 
knowui ; for the only way to comj)are r<*markahl(; edia ra(d(*rs, is 
eitliM'hy the results they produce, winch may^ he* accidculal, or 
the occasion that calls them into acdion. 'rh<*re ean he no 
dispute, on lliese turn points, as resjiects this individual. 'Tin* 
results he laboured at, and which he was tin* mam mover 
and instrument in execiitmo:, were of a nature that all time 
must lei'l : the occasion was a }»ortion ol’ the most astonislnmr 
epoch that has (*ver involved the wu’llaie of human inti'n'sts, or 
cmrac^i'd th(! speculations of Iht* jiimd of man. So far as these 
go, there can be no hesitation, in assigning to liiui the lol’licst 
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position, not only niuon<^ orators, l)Ut among every oilier class 
of ag(Mils wlio Ji-ivi'. swayed the atiairs of mankind. He 
iindoul)t(’(iIy poss(’ss(-d (|nahties wlneli would luive made limi 
a fearful iiisn uiueut ol’ good or evil, *iL any i ra -([ualuies which 
are not 4)Ihai cenlnal in oik^ man, and whicln by tlieir own 
forc(‘, must, at all Iiuk's, have earned him to tlie level of Ins 
desires. An andaeity, as unlionnded as iIk^ eirenuistanei's were 
awful in which it was called forth ; a personal conraL>e lliat 
nothing dauntcfl ; a tact and readiness m sj)eakmg, tluit never 
made it nect\ssary lor him ti» concede to a IxUler pr<‘pareil 
adversary; and a V("hem(‘u<‘e, that ovau'wlK^lmt'd, if it did not 
convince -that siKmced, aw'cd, and cxinfounded the nndeetded, 
the timid, and lu^sitaling. JiCit one bring before him tlie scenes 
of the revolution, ami he will at omai appreihato tiie nature of 
the energies of Miralx'au. We. will make diui allowance for a 
man in the midst <if danger not hmiig able to jndgii of its dc^.gree, 
and admit tlial the coward may see too much, the brave too 
little, lint iMiralu^an not only saw iIk) crisis, l)ut foresaw its 
cons(Mjiieiie(‘s. 1 K‘ took a wide vimv ol* th('> vast scx*ne hefon; 
him. His mind encirrh'd th(‘ whole lutiire. Ho lelL the cha- 
racter of the moment. He knew that the long arrears of ages 
were to be then settK-d tlial irresponsible ])ower was at Uaiglh 
at the mercy of those it liad so long oppressed ; that its battle- 
nieiits, leiieed round as they were liy usnr[)iid [)rivil(‘g(\s, might 
now, in an iiislani, lie oviaturued. He was, tlu'.ng’ore, fully 
aware ot his own and his country's daiige.r ; and must have 
fell, when the powi'rs of his soul wmi^ brought into action to 
advance or n'strain a project, to giv<; or stay an impulse, lliat 
lie was acting witli Ihc world as spectators, and posterity as his 
judges, "riiere was (hen every reason for tlie most anxious 
caution, and most consummate prudence ; and he fully acted 
upon both. lJut they were not evinced in a timid reserve, or 
shnflling policy of expedients, with which weak men attempt to 
resist ihe progrc*ss of (wents Ixiyond tlieir comprehension and 
their conragic it was too late for these. ^Plie blast blew too 
loudly for the voi('e ofexpciiKMicii to he lieard ; and the danger 
was too imminent for the sugg(*.stions of reiliM^tion. No human 
power could resist the onward course of things. It was the 
season for action, and action alone. "Phe heated lava of Iiumau 
feeling was Hooding from its volcanic source, and all that could 
be done was to give way or to direct it. Mira])ean chose the 
latter course. He confronted the danger, and offered himself as 
the victim of th(3 power he hated, for the liberty he loved; and 
stood in the front, before the furious excitement of a nation, 
warring witfi law and order, and attempting to crush every 
recollection of the past. At one time, the progress of the revo- 
lution depended on his will. The throne, the monarchy, the 
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cansr of ilu' wm'ih* witliin Iiis powa'r. Y<*t with mo-

In sonu' of tiie'se stall's, lioweve'i*, whi'n' societii's of the kind

n'pr(‘ssion, it was di'eme'd projier lo din'ct puhlie alte'Ution noain 
to lh(^ snhjee'.t. Mr. 'l^ysoii says in his ])r(‘fac(( t(^ the third 
edition :

In Phil.ulelphia and other parts of the state, iheri' is ahnndant lasison 
to helievi' that the law, if not (Openly defied, is str/ffhi violated. i\oi i> 
it matter of surprise that the lower classes of the people shouhl feel a 
desire to indulge in ihc^ i^olden dreams inspired hy the ])romises of the 
lottery, uhile such annonncianents as the lollowin^ find their way into 
the newsjrapers of the day: — ‘A Kreneh pa[)el*, id hhdnaiaiy 7lh, slati's 
that the coachman of Air, ^^anch'nachm, of JJiussels, lias drawn a ])ri/e 
of five* miilicms of florins, (about K)( ),<)()( ), ) m a ( h‘rman lottery 

‘‘ The faihlieation of siii-h mtelli^cnee cannot hut hi‘ injuiious to tin* 
wliole tribe of coaehmen and sm’vants, in this country, wdio^e ambit ion, 
jt is wadi known, is already sulhcKailly mairnificenl. * ll tJod,’ says the 
Arabic jtroverh, ' jiurpo^^e-^ the destruction of‘ an ant, lie allows whiles to 
grow upon her.’ Ataording to llurckhardt, tlu‘ travidler, the adaue im 
j)li{»s that the siidtien elevation of a person heynnd lus inituial condition 
usually causes Ins ruin. Adopting lire annouiKaani'nt to l)e tiiic, we 
cannot doubt tliat the glittering ]n ize will jiruve fatal to thti chara<'ter and 
jieace of its unforiniiate lioldei.” 

By tho ediorts of the IVniisylvama sncdtdy, several ofliMiiha s 
aa;ainst the law of March, lSo3, have lieeii Irron^'ht to Irinl, 
conviction, and ])unislnnent ; and jirobably, if Ibii inslitiif ion 
should contiiine lu'r (dforts with as nineli ardour as slie eoin- 
ineruaal tlu‘ni, infratdions of the law in this n^spcct will nof o<> 
nn])unished, and the system lx* eomjrlettdy eradirgtfi'd from tla^ 
hordm-s of l\a]nsylvania. Tl)is htijijry sttite of things might 
continue, unless the h'gislalure were induced herealten* to adopt 
a new line of policy, and again authorize the introduction of 
this taiormous system of ganihling. In order, if jiossihle, to 
jircvent this, it is proposed to iiilrodtice into the new constitu- 
tion of PeiiriSylvania (now in ])rocess of forniatioii) a claust^ 
similar to that in the cliartcrs of New York, Maryland, and 
'rennessec — abolisliing altogether legislative discretion njKm 
this head. 

It is not onr intention to go into either argument or proof 
upon the subject of the jniblic evil of lotteries. 3diis has been 
amply })erformed by olliers ; and hy no one lietter tliau tlie 
author of the Jittl('. work before us. Jhililic ojiinion we ])re- 
sume to be inad(^ up u[)on tlu* jioiiit, and public fiading requires 
hut to bo again aroused, in order to adopt (diicacious measures 
to prevent lotteries taking root with ns a second time. The 
elfectual mode, undoubtedly, would he that suggestiH], of a. 
coiistilutional prohibition — to be, in its turn, aid(‘d and encou- 
raged by tlu; active, zijalous co-operation of philanthropic indi- 
viduals anxious for tlie jirescrvaliou of the jiublic morals. 
Many, we might say most, ol'llu* h*ading measurers of Pimnsyl- 
vauia policy havx*. hcfui fostered, if not finally suc(‘x:ssfully 
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prosecuted, by means of similar itistitu(io?is. "riie ^vent cause 
of ])e]ial reform and jMaiiteul iary discipluie is under lastimr 
oblii^alious to such an assocaat loii. Ivliieation, ititernal ini- 
]>rov(im(‘]its, and otlu r vjiluahle ol»j(H*ts nl enr j‘ei>'ard as citiz(‘ijs, 
have nwi'd much of tlunr j)ios))eiiiy lo iIk^ eemhinc'd acfiou of 
assoeiaterl individuals. Ivjual su(*c<'ss has so liu* altcaided th(‘ 
exertions of the Pennsylvania society ll)r the suppression of 
lr)U(*ri(\s ; ;md il nec'ds hut a coutimiancc*, (d‘ lliinr discreet and 
uimhafed ('iK're'ies to seeiin* a eomplete and (’lleclual lrium])li.

IVolliing It'ss than a kinel eif legis- 
lative amputation could expel a poison so eleejily sealtnl and pervading. 

“ It may well be supjio.sed, tliat if it ])Tevailed in hiiigland wlien this 
country was coloni/cd, tlie jroliey woulel b(' ohse*rvahle in acts relating U» 
ks early settlement. Aceoi eiingly, the se*<*oml lottery giaiited 1)\ parlia- 
ment was autliori/e*d in tlie reign of the (irst .lames, for carrying on the 
colonization of Virginia. The caste rn cerlonies experienced the unliafipy 
results of the same spirit of legislation. So early as lt)00, the 'minis- 
tens met at Boston’ denounced the lotte*ry as a cheat, nml its age*nts as 
pillagers of the pt*ople. Bui, notwithstanding this early denunciation ol* 
the system, and Us recent extinction in England, the lottery has takem 
deep root and sliot its noxierus branches inlo many portions of tlu' 
American Union. Legislative sanction is liere given to this viei* umh*r 
the various pretences of excavating canal'^, Imilding Iriidges, ennUing 
scliool-houses, and endowing colleges, as w'ell as tor the construction of

overlbrow of the syslriii. 11<3 says :

Tlu' ba/ards of the funner arc; fiecpHuitly in the [iropoilion 
of one lu ihonsd'tnls. In tin; one, loss (»f forlum; may ensue in a simple 
iiiixbl ; but, in tlie oiIhu', the e^(•llemenls o( hope and the airouy ufdis- 
a])|)ointmenl altcrnaU' in such (piiek succession, that the unhappy 
adventurer has a protracted slrui^^h; with the fickleness of chance, be- 
fore he (‘an know the result of the contest. In the mean time he is 
rendered a useless, not to say a pernicicjus, m(_*mbei of soendy. Jlis 
principles are coiitaini nati'd hy familiar association with infamy and 
"uilt, and his Jiabits debauched by iiidulgiag m the cxc(*sses to which lie 
lias heen drivmi. 

“The life of a ri‘milar "arnesler may admit ui' useful employimmt in 
ilic intervals of play. Ihit the adventuren in tlie loitc'ry hioods hy day 
and nii^ht oven In’s tickets — las irna<»inalion is filhul with the j^rand idea 
of possessing th(‘ rnpilal prize — and his mind is held in that state of 
iiit(uisitv anil excitement which admits of nothing to divert it from the 
one gieat and absorbing object of its contemplation. Ordinary gambling 
may mm the victim of its infatuation at once, and drive him to suicide; 
or he may borrow ftom Jiis successful companion, fieyorul the possibility 
of repaynieni, in tlie liojie of retrieving Jus hrok(*n fortunes. The s]n‘cu- 
Jator in llu' Inttcry, on the otli(*r hand, is not varupushed at a blow, but, 
in the capina s or ac(‘idents of the wJieel, though often tin* loser, he is 
sometimes tlie g.iirier ; new stimulus is thus imparted to his cupidity — 
he is urged on to new ventures — continued ill luck nourishes the hope of

It coni])rohoinls apiculture and 
hortn*uUuro, liotli of thexsearts hi'iiiji^ inde*hted to tha plough and 
tin* sjiado*. Ilorticidturc, of wlncJi it is our intention to speak, 
althouirh a dislinet hrancli in itself, has the privilege of rclbrrin^ 
to l!i<‘ rules of tillam*, with which apaculture is more iniine- 
diale-ly and constantly conin’cted — the jilougli i>s Iho ciuhlein of 
the latter art, and the spade of thci firmer. 

These le‘nns--ap'iculturc and horlicnlture- wore not for-

aniinaJs allowaal on his grounds shotdd be houses liir tin; plough 
and carriag(i, as many lio;^s in a pen as the waste* of tlie kitclien 
and th(‘ wicds of tli(i garden will rnaiutain, and, at most, two 
cow^s for the use of the lamily. 'J^h(*se cows on no aceemnt 
should h(*, at large, Imt conliiKid to small grassy enclosures, 
where (Ikuc is a ])lentilhl supply of water. 

'This didiglitful Jiraucb of art cultivates herbs for pharmacy, 
d(‘lieate and nutritious vegetables for the labk*, orchards and 
vineyards lor their delicious fruits, bcu'.s for ilicir honey and 
wax, forest ajid ornamental trees for llieir uses in shij> and house 
building, and, lastly, llowers to regale the senses. Tins is tJie oc- 
cupation that givtjs vigour to the l)ody, and serenity to tli(3 mind.

As the roots of 
the young tree are torn .and dehilitatial, tliey can do nothing 
more than nnhihe through their spong(‘U‘.ts the mere //a/f/ parts 
of the sa|>; wliilst the nutritive jiarts are kept back, and do m^t 
ejiter these spongelets. This tlmd mass mixes with tlie /ve 
srrvfd ('amhmm - thus dduting it, aiu*, of laMirse, no vigour 
can he imparted to tlu 3 (‘Xtremities that this sap reaches. All 
that tlie leeble ])OW(!r of llie, roots (Nan elli.'ct, is to eliwatc^ this 
dilutial m.ass, and thus sustain litl^ until it can recover iVom llic 
shock and form now roots. 

ff the Jimlis of a young tree ho shortened when it is newly 
transptanti'd, tlie instinct of veget.atjon .stimulatc‘s it to tiui sumo 
exertion .as wluai it was iirmly rooted, ^riie conse((uenre is, 
that all tlie efforts of the tree will ho directed to the formation of 
new limhs tni the shorb iicd CMtretiut 'ics. As iiothiug but simple 
huids is earned U]) the sa]) vi's.sijIs so called, the assimilalory 
and othm* profjor juici's, which are in a state of (dahoration at 
each articul.ation, are, as we before observed, very mucli diluted, 
having received no oilier accession of nutritive matter tliaii 
what siiriplo water conveys. 

If the bark of a tree is wouikIihI, nature forces certain secro- 
tive mattiir to the ji.art, that the injury may Ik^ repaired ; m a 
short time, thereforii, the hark is rcstonxl. If we shorten the 
luiihs of a tree, tin; same process commences; the saj), witli the 
diluted jmc(‘s, is sent to the (ixtrmnities as is usual when 
wounds arci to he healed, and wliiai limbs un) to l)e kaigthmied. 
But wlaai the sap reacdii'S tla; ainjinlalcd p.arts, as it has no 
further eonduetiiig medium, it forces ilsidf against the buds 
that are laxirest the (aids ; and tiuis it hajipens that so many 
weak, spindling twigs shoot out at the cuds of the brunches 
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iiijiulicioiisly cut ofl’ Inyload orjinviiiir oiilyoiKi or two lioihs 
to .siJ])i>ly, tlio rootsnrc coiiii)(‘llr(_li<j rnriusli iood [dr the i'hIhvlio- 
jnonl. tiiid iiourislinK^.nt oT ji <i:roaL iiuiohcn*, willioul liavini;' ;i 
sullicionf sijj)])ly Idr ])Ur|)oso.

n‘pair tlni misebied’ by foreinir out mnv repots at r)r!;ht angles 
willi those*, that wi'Hi removi‘d. A Iwoldid d islu rbanee*, tlie're*- 
tdr<', tak(*s ])laee in tlie economy of the Ire'e, it’ l)oth limbs and 
roeits are3 bruised or sliorteiu'd. It will lie the true policy to cut 
oil’ a few of the.* small limbs clo.sii to llie tree.*, if tiui roots baxe* 
bet*!! miicli injured. 

We*, are thus minute on this jioint, l)(‘caus(" sndi niter reck- 
le^'siK'ss is shown liolli in reiiieivmi^’ trees fre>ni ]in)\se*ri('s aiul in 
tinnming' them wlie’ii m ordiards. If it is imde*rsle>od that 
i^reat can*, is necessary in the n'lnovm^ and jirunnuj* of lre‘e*s, 
and that it is not a Jia]diazard affair, to bej left te) niiskilUil 
bands, those who intcncl to cultivate, thi ni will at Je ast learn 
sf> nincli of tin', art as not to injure wJien they mean to do 
i^ood. 

It would be ill the poweu* of niirserynnai to ^dve all the.* 
JK'cessary advice if they alloweal tliemse'Ues nieire tunc, but the* 
i^u'.nerabty of tlie'ni an* m sncli haste to st'll that lliey t'annot do 
jnstiee to tlicmselves eir the'ir patrons, fc^onie* ot them te*<‘l ve'ry 
mudi mjnrcd if a purdiascr couiplums ibal tlic ti<H\s .oc un 
thrifty and inissba])e*n, and linn enil dillen'iitly t’rom tlie* Irnit 
e)relt‘re;d. 'Those only who liave ordiards can tell how yre*at 
an evil it is, when tr(*cs for wliiejh a ^re^at priex*. is iriveai, and 
whiedi Jiavo hfM*n nursed witli great care Jdr many y(*ars 
some kinds reepiiring six or seven years to arrive at nialurily-- 
prodiice ni(*an and worthk'.ss fruit. 

We do not say this to injure that valuable:! class of liorticiil 
turists— the nurserym(*n — ou the contrary, it wdl be ot p(*nna- 
iieuil bou(*fil to tlieni if we show wlien*. tliey are at fault — a 
fault wliidi has arisen as miicli from tlic ignorance and impa' 
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tinicti of tli(" pin'(‘li;)ser as from the ilosire of iminodiato iii 

tlio jiiirscryniiiii. ^'liat wo may an o([iiival(iit for oiir 

moiioy? niid Ioh'J) hkmi in tlu' strict lim^ of their dnty, wc should 
onrs('l\<\s Ih’ tolin'ahly well ac(|nnint(Ml with the l)usui(‘ss and tlio 
ser\ ic(^s w(‘ (WJK't <^1' them. i\o man, l(‘l Ins station in hie 1)(> 
what it may, if lu'. intcaid to ])lant tret's, should ho iifiiorant of 
what constitutes a well-shaped thrifty tree'. i\or should Ih^ 
he satisht^l with the nn?ro eiijoynuMit of th<‘ delicious juuass of a 
peach, plum, or pear; ho should at least know th(i naiiu's of 
what oives him so much pleasure. 

The “famous’ \)r la Uuintinye had the; irroatost atlection 
and rtuautaice for a tree. In dt'scrihinii; the ])osition in which 
it should ho placed in a we ll laid out irardeii, lie niters to it as 
it' it were possi'ssc^d ofauimal hie. Jle apoloeizi'S to th(;m iiidi- 
vidiiallv, as if' tiny could leid and he mortili(‘d when hii jiKu'os 
one l)(‘tore lh(‘ othiu’, e^ivine^ his n^asous I'or Ids j)artiahly in the, 
most kind and (*oneihatory mami(‘r. In a ^-ardeii that will only 
admit of twenty-four [)ear tr(*es he plaees the winter lioii-cdiiv- 
tii'ii not only on aecount of its anfujuily, lint that “ (his 

])ear was one of the first that hy ils sinirnltir oxcolleiiei^ cfaiiied 
the admiration and courtship of tlui world, '^riu' en^at mo- 
narchies, ])riii(iipally that of old Hom(', liavdn;r known and culti- 
vated it undiir the name of crusluminm Aa)kanmn, so that in 
all aj)j)(‘aran(*<' it inad(! a nohhi tie-iini amon£^^ those eoiajiierme* 
people in the mae'iiificeiit (iiitertainments tlu'V usually mad(‘, as 
well to s('t out the spl<‘ndoar of their trimnphs as to do liononr 
to the tributary kmiifs who often caiun: to pay their honiaeo to 
thosci masters of the world.” 

He then proceeds to speak of the jiecnliar merits of this pear ; 
and nltlioueli three folio jiai^iis are occupied with a diiscripliun 
of it, yet all he says is so luiw, so fanciful, yet so Just, that wti 
are carried aloiii^ uiiri'sistim^ly, and think that not one word 
could he left out. AVe feel temjited to make extracts, hut tliere 
is still so much to say that we forbear, and ])rocei‘d to his choicer 
of the second piiar for his httU'. e'urdiMi, first informing; thosi^ 
who are sel(‘ctiny fruit for their orchards, that the hon-clircticn 
in our country^ is not di?s(Mwing“of tlui liiyh (?ncominnis bestowed 
on it by M. He fa (olnintinyo. Perhaps if would stand hifi^her 
in our favour W(’m it not (hat two other pears ripen at the saiiK^ 
tunc, so far superior as to throw this one in the shade. Of 
thesis pears we shall presently speak.

other jxsars, wo a-ive tlaan tlui liorrowed name of butter pear,

ahmidaiK e of juici', nor for a fine and deheate pulp and riidi

\V(i cannot follow liirn through the other five jxsu'S; hiit staler 
that Ins nxisons ani satisfa(!tory. In speaknn^ of the heryamot 
III' says, — Would to Heaven Jt W(‘n' tria* that tJiere was a 
sort of later her<>'amot, and tliat eveu’y year w(* con Id he sure to 
liavai some of them till the end of March, as it soinetinurs haj)' 
]x‘ns. In that case, wo might liave just grounds to lirag tliat we 
liad, at l('ast, four or iiva^ moutlis in tlu^ year tlu’ real treasure of 
fruit. Home ciirtaiii curious jxirsons would lain pi’rsuadc* tliem- 
selv(‘S and me too that (hey Jiad tins sort ot later Ixa'ganiot, hut 
to my gnsit ri'gret I cannot forbear confessing tliat to the pre- 
sent time I have not b('eri able to convince mysedf that I h:iv<'.

Hilt to rc'turn to onr sid)j<*('t. \\ e cannot Ix' jx rsuadi'd that 

iiisia^ts are posse'ssrd of a poison so snhlb' as to inteet a larr(; 
tree imiiu'diately : nor c*an it Ixi ihat-llni instinct of any animal 
or ins(3ct is so (J(‘f(ictivr as to destroy tlie life of a ])]ant i^ratui 
lously. W(i are aware that tlie mstim't of inferior msi'els is 
V(3ry limited, l>nt tin* de.slnietion wbieli i’ollows their d('|)n'da- 
tions only lakes jilaeu'. whcai iJie purpose's and ends of ih(*ir 
beiiiG^ are fully answe red. 

The plant ou which they feed, and on wliich lh(‘y depend 
for a hirlhjdacfj for llieir numerous ])roireny, is snfi3 from any 
other evil of their own ereatinij;- until their ohjet't is si'cnred or 
completed. The niiseliKjf tliat result.s from their presence is 
always pereeptiblc on the leaves and bark; the l()rmer are eaten 
up, and the laiti'r are punctnri'd, as is llui fruit of the lr(*e 
likewise. In all lliese o])(‘ralions tln'y bavi^ Imt two obje(*ts in 
view — their iiniiK'diate snsteiianccj, and the salety of their 
olTspriiij^. TlH.‘se instinctive propensities are deeply implanted 
in their iiatiire, and w(* never hear of the destruction of a tree 
until these two irreat objects are attained. 

^rhe apjiearance of a tree when struck by fire-hlight, is 
entirely dilfereiit from tliat which is jirodnced by any other 
disease or aceid(3nt. tn /ire-bliq-ht, a tree looks as if it were 
scorched by lire, or lightnin;:^. It becomes black and slirivclled, 
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and llie juic(‘S of tlic fruit, as \v(‘ll of tli(‘ true, are eiilirt'ly dried 
up. dMaue call he no douhl that this is eauseil hy IIk; })r<‘va- 
leucc oi the electric lluid during a suiuiiu*r showau'. 

We have r(*pcat<‘dly s(*eii the lusecls lhat dejxisit tludr e^i^s 
near tlie huds on th(‘ tiu iuiiiai t\vi::rs, or shoots ; hut they do not 
at all reseuihlci the. scolytus ]iyri. 3du* uisccts seiui are of a 
pale iiiwii colour, with very narrow win^s, and loui^ delicate 
feelers — w<i sp<^ak so as to \)0 undcn'stoofl hy others than ento^ 
inolo^‘ists tliey are about lialf an uiedi in leiiLilh, and are very 
restless and shy. 'Tluiy lay lludr ei^i^s near a hud, and these 
egi^s are most (‘oiuinonly s<‘en on the twites of th(‘ ]xMch and ])lum 
tr(*(\ Ahhoui;h these* are pdaced, hie* thos(i of the locust, 

diai^onally, y(*t one sin;L!;le incision, or puneliiie, scr\es to ])Jace 
the wliole nuinlier, ei^hl, in the ('xa(‘l and heantitnl order that 
we see thenn lyin.^' lour on each side*, so as to form tln.^ hdter \\ 
"idle locust, hkewis(‘, forms tfie k-lter \ . l)ut an im-ision is mad<.^ 
lor each and this is very perc<‘plihh' on tlaj oufsiih^ of tin* 
hark ; wli(‘ris»s the other ins<‘<‘i leavi's no trace, ol‘ the hole 
wlKM'eiii Its (‘ifii's ari^ deposited. "Idle locusts do not ohservi* 
any rnl(‘, nor ai<‘ they pns ise as it n'eards ilu* imih oi the twi'jf, 
or lirnh, which they choose lor the n(‘st o| llmr cii*L!’s : we have 
fr(aiM(‘ntly seen them on hnihs thiee \ eais old . hut the lly of 
winch we s[)(‘alv always lays its on ilu' twij* which is the 

yrowth ol th(i sam(‘ year of its own exi'-tencc. 

l\o\v It follo\\^s that if (h(* scolytus jjyri waa’e llie cause of 
hre-hhi>ht, there would soon lx* an end of th('m ; tor their eo'^^s 
are d<_*|x)s!fed in (la* hark iii July ;iiid August, ju^t about tlai 
time that (he disi’ase takes ])lai‘e. FiK^-bli^bt would, therefore, 
lx* a sure remedy tor their clestructioii, as (la* whole raei* wouUl 
in(*vilahly pi'risJi with tia* trei*, as ia> further siistiaianei* or 
moisture could he alford(‘d tliem. Tlvery nurst'ryinaii, ol’ (*om- 
moil observation, must liavc sc'en thi* of tIa* tly we hav(>‘ 

d(^scnbed wla*u cuttinir buds iVoui yiairl me;' twin's for inocula- 
tion ; for, in coiisci)U(*nce of thc^ closcnt'ss of the inmclurc to a 
laid, till* latter is oft(*n destroyed as ii /rfuf. hud, hut dt‘eeiierat('s 
iiito a li^af hud. Wdi have not contiiied our remarks to one 
section of country, having asciadaiucd that th(*so inscids aic 
common to every part of the Ignited States; and, as they were 
never observed until the importations of fori'ieu fruit trees 
iiccamc common, the fin'sumption is that tJiey are exotics like- 
wise. At any rate they do no further mischief to the tree than 
to destroy a few buds. 

So far from attributing this terrible disease to insect virus, 
wo know that fewer insects infest the pear tlian otlier fruit 
trees; and it is the pear tree alone tliat is subject to this 
calamity. The pear tree has a free and rapid growtii, thus 
enabling it while young to slough olf fungi and otlicr atmo- 
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spheric (lejxrsiiions. 'I'he hark is snioofli. and it has a stout, 
tou-^h, Infill polished leal" Kvaai in those'- y('ars wIk'U the 
i'rint of all otlit'r trcM's Jias Ixm'u stun*^' hy the eunailio, so that 
lUif t)Nf‘ ap]»le, (juiiiee, cherry, plum* and nectamje, was without 
a wenan in it, (he iVuit ot’ the pe'ar tr<‘e- was (‘xeinpt. A ])i‘ar is 
very rare ly stuni^' hy the (airenlie^ ; the* skin ol’ the jxair, at tlie 
time? the* insect lays its e*i.>i»'s, is harel, feinoh. and \ (*ry ast rmi^ent ; 
the y prt'll'r, tlu've'lore*. tode^posit the'in 111 ine)re ti*nde‘r i’nnts, and, 
above all, Irints that (lro[) oil" or npe‘n in Vnijust and S(‘pt(‘in- 
ber : as tlie dre)ppjn:j oj' the t'ruit e*ncal)lt‘s tlie'in to crawl under 
ground, and g(*t down below ("lost beibre wintc'r ee>inni(aie('s. 

It IS the loreagii tre'c, such as the* IJeaiire*, vergedous, Si. 
CreM’niajue, I )‘aue)i(*. le) chassi rie*, A:c., that is most subject to this 
terrible blight. The'y grow so rapidly that the; little; ve;si(*h s, 
troni th(‘ir (*xtre*me atte'iiuatioin are* notable; to re'sist tlie lull 
tlow of asce-nding sap. and. whe'ii this is aide d hy the* ele'ctrie; 
duid, the* v'e'ssels hurst. In the* course* of many ye^ars oliserva- 
tion. we* /larA! se‘cn native; ]u*ars aUae*lve‘d hy tiri;d»light : ye'l it 
is hy no means e-ommon. d’lie're is an insi'ct calle-d llu; lieirt*!*, 
Avlnch ceiuijilete'ly girdle's the? tree*, but which girdling de>(*s not 
take ])lae*e till the; e'ggs are; hate'hed, or rathe*r till llu; ily is 
ready to eme^rge i’reimthe; chrysalis. These* gndle'd tr(*e‘s do not 
assume that shri\'e'll(‘d and }jla<‘k<'ne‘d appe*a ranee* wlie*n <le*ad, 
which tlmse do that are; struck hy lire-hlighl. The ve‘iy tew 
instances where;in we* have; wUne*sse;d the* de'struet ion ol' native; 
j)(*ar tre‘e*s hy tins dise'ase*. e.>idy jirove* that there* must liave be'e*n 
seinie; Ie)eal derang'cment m the e-nculatoiy proce*ss — a rapid 
growth and a e'()ns(*(|nen1 diste'iisiem and rupture ot' the; sap 
vessels ; thus rcdiienng the*m to the* same* liability e)l‘ attack 
ire)m lire hlig^ht tei whi(*h ie)re*igM |)e*ars are lialile*.

The <‘\u\ i;e, 
and other icjccied s(M'r<‘l ions of in-ects. only hliuht or jiaiaKsii 
the particnia r sjiol on wdiich (hey are ejeeh'd. \\ ('O' (he ni^iwls 
so oreat in nnmh<*r as to co\er the sni lace of the w hole trei*, 
still the i‘Heet waxdd not he lil\«‘ tital of lii e-hlia’in . '^Phe shnvad 
line* and hku*kiu‘ss ot the Irinl and haik are j)rodiieed hy some 
clanni(‘al process mdi'jiendent of the auiaiey ol ni'-eets : even 
the fruit oi'the pear (nae wIkmi almost ol (he full siz('. is shrunk 
up ui an instant, and l(‘l( wathoid jiiicc's.

can fly, from orchard to orchard. The renu'dy is very simple ; 
fh(', black wart can he cut out with a sharp knife even when of 
th(^ size of a ])ea, and llui sooner it is doia^ the hettc'r for tlic tree. 

'^Phe Lombardy j) 0 ])lar and the lo(*nsl tree! Iiav(^ suffered liy 
the rav a^t'S of this insect ; if th() llirmer were woith oiir can^ it 
could be easily niad(* to flourish ae:aui. As th(‘. locust is both 
oruanuaital and useful, a vtay Iillle atlcutiou, until tiu'. (U'e is 
five or six years old, will keep oif tlie insects. In this tree, as 
well as the J iomhardy poplar, ilio. excrescence 1i)rni(‘d by the 
insect is not black, as on tiu* plum and cherry tree, but of the 
natural colour of tlie bark. Ihit let the insec'.t lui wliat it may, 
or the mnd(^ of depositinjr tlie ey^'s (*va.'r so ])c‘culiar, we still 
j)ercmve that no instantaneous hlii^ht is the consetjucnce of it. 

Jlavin:^ mentionefl the Lombardy ])oplar, wo shall obsc^rve, 
that, in c(mimon with other naturalists, wo accounted lor the 
decay of those trees on the supposition tiiat as tlie twiir? or slip, 
IS part of th(i parent tn'c, it must parlaki^ of its nature, and he 
subject to iJie same laws of vitiilitv. Lot w<‘ have chautred our 
ojiiuion on this subject ; and having* alrearly detaikal them at 
largo in a late article on V('gctahle jibysiology,* we shall only 
observ^e that tUo ragged and iorlorn a})pearanee of tlui poplar is 
entirely causial by the ms(‘cts that ])iiiietnre tlu^ hark n<‘ar the 
artieulati(jns. \\ c; have sec*ii larg(; trees decay gradually Irom 
tins cause', hut still then; was no shnvc'lling; or black(*ning of 
hark, or kaives ; tie* lalter rtanauimg firm and gre(‘n to tlaj last. 

It is to reudtn* an iiilrodnclion to thi^ h(>rti(*nllnral art easy 
and pleasant, that w(‘ take tla^ hnsiness <^1‘ advieii out of llie 
liauds of regular leaehers ; hut ua* wish our liiends the nurse- 
ryni(‘n to understand that wo. do not imagine f/um to stand m 
noe.d of any advict?. we can offer, li we ran instruct others, 
the, imrseryuH'ii will find gnsit advantage m it, as an ignorant 
pnrchas('r is of serious injury to iIkuii. 

It is not the limit of the mirserymnn, altogether, that our 
orchards prc‘sr*nt such a jiiteous spcictaele as they olieu do, after 
years of labour and reasonable ex]ieetation. ^Jdie fault is ns 
much owing (o (tie ignorance and unskilfulness of the pur- 
clias(*rs themselves the want of horticultural knowledge being 
very ajipanmt. We shall, therefore, throw out a few liiuts for 
the guid('uice of those who liave not had a rer»*nlar training*. 

Let them understand, therefong that while trees are young, the 
ground can he cultivated between them witli light crops, siicli as 
buckwheat, melons, or f)olatoes ; that is, provided tliese crops 
have heoii well manured. Hut after the trees begin to bear, a 
crop of vegt^tahles, or grain, should iKiver hci talaai from the soil, 
unless full half of their value has hetm expemded in manuring 
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rheiu. As to the inoclti ot* distnhulini:* manures in an oreliard 
eitlier tor tli(^ trees alone, oi* Inr a c*ro|) hei w e(*n them, luuirexpe 
rience has tan^hf us tliat, imdca* <‘va*ry <‘ii eii rnslanee, tlui hroad 
east melhod is the best ^This modi* is Ihr more Ijein h(*ial to 
tr(M\s tlian wtiim eertani })ortions are a])|)|[ed to the aris'i ol 
ixieh tree. Jhn*kwh(sit; sowed twiee fhiniie’ the* summer, and 
ploniched in h^’lnly, is a rh(‘a|) and (exeelleni lujuiure ; the 
.id van itae‘(' ot jilouehun^ in sueh crops as hiii'k wln^at and weeds 
wi‘ shall procec'd to stati' 

^o crop siiould he allowed to arrive at matin itV; that is, to 
torm se(*d, after tin* trees .are six or si'von yea is old, unless they 
are lull hlty teet apart ; nor yet sliould the yroniifl remain unco 
vcM’ed, and exposed to the seoretnne’ rays of tlie. sun ^Idiis 
pr.actjee would he mon* injurious to the trees than the exhaustion 
from a seed erop : hut hid'en* wi* iro into lurlhm paitieulars, let 
us lal\(* a View lU Vt'i^'etahle hie. 

I'\>r what pin]K)S(\s do trees eiow. and why does fruit njjen 
and tall to the* ground ^ ^Idie answer is r<‘ady for llu* einlx^d 

hshmeut of nature, iind tor tlie efratilicalioii ot^man. It is not 
our mtention to toiicli on the delicate subjc'et of a 

teeliilLt' which many ])l iilosoplicis im;cj;nie a ]>lant to po^'sess, 
and whicli certainly miplu's a ca|)acny to sillier iMtlu'r pain or 
pliMistire nor sliall W(^ desc.'Uit on the h(‘anty of vt.;>etation, 
independently oi’ it.s nse to man. We .shall advert solely to the 
<‘niirse that natun^ tiikes m tliese operations a eoursc* winch 
the dullest ohsi'rver (*annot fail to undin’staiul, 

Ihit whichever way wa' j)roee(*d in tlie invest inatiom M'hotlun* 
we view- a plant tis oiaiamentme* the ear(h--a.> it relates to the 
indi vi(lu«’il enjoyment of the phml it.self, or as it regards the 
e riifiiication of man we shtdl perc(‘i\e that it isellecled hy one 
v(‘ry simple and heantiful contrivanec', a (’ont; ivama* that is 
to perpetuate v"ee;r;tid)le hte as lon^" as the e.aiih exists - this is 
(hf* production of seed ! Tins sc'ciils to he the whol(' elVort of the 
plant, and to l>rinym^’ the s(*ed to maturity evt'ry tiling is made 
Mihsm'vient. 

•It (•annot he solely lor the gratihcation of inaibs appetite that 
the fruit or setnl ofjilaiits is fornu'd anti prot(a*ti'd with so much 
^kill and rare, else the gigantic plane tree, and the loh)^ pines, 
would hav(' the fleshy covering of their seeds ol’ so palatable a 
iKiliire as that man would ajiprojiriate thtMU to himseU. 'Idicre 
rue ctn’taiu bounds which the (Creator has set to our entiuines, 
(dse wi' should not remain ignorant of the cause whicli renders 
fruits so diU’tirent in their nature and quality when growing in 
the same field, and nourished by the same food ; or why the 
same fruits are refreshing and nutritive in one latitude, and 
unwholesome and unpala'Iahle in another. The pulp, or fruit, 
as it IS called, and which man considers as formed for Ins <nvM^ 
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exclusive use, is iiottiing more than a covering which is to 
nouvisfi and protect the seed until it arrives at maturity, Hlial 
tlie pulj)y rind is })alatal>le, is owing to the wisdom of the 
Oeator, who^ foreseeing that man would do notliing unless he 
s(‘(‘s some immediate iKmefit to himself, rendered the rind of the 
seed, or fnnt as we call it, an ohji'ct of desire, ^Thus it is, 
indirectly, that the necessity of prc’serving the seed is im})lanted 
in our IxKsoms. 

There are many trees that havf' tlieir scx'ds lilonvfse pro- 
tected hy a rind, w Inch our sagacity detiTts as injurious and 
our taste as nnpalatalile ; yet useful and necessary as the wood 
of these trees is to the arts, they would soon ))ens}i if nature 
had not endowed them with a capacity to assist tlicmselves. 
Th(‘ rind or si'ed of finj.st trees, for instance, is of no ns<3' as 
food to man. htU owing to their nmiuteness and U'vity they are 
blown to a distance hy tlu' wind, and tall on some sjint where 
theri' is room for them to take root and ('xpand to the size of 
the parent tree, ihit with the trees that b(s*ir fruit the case is 
dilforeut. Pear, plum, apple, peacli, and (piiiice trees are of 
small siz(' compared to those of the forest ; the branches, there* 
fore, cannot throw tlaur Iruit to a distance, for tliis fruit is 
large, fieavy, and very juicy. It would, when the sc(*d is rifie, 
fall to the ground immodinfcly under ike ine^ where, if it 
germinated at all, it would bo at the expense of the jiarent tree 
But as it IS an object of luliuise desire to man, he gathers it 
carefully, and aft(*r dcvmurmg the rind he plants the seed at 
judicious intervals. 

Jt semns therefore to he the peculiar obji’ct and care of 
nature to throw every facility in the way of inaluriiig the sc^eds 
of all plants, from the duckweed to tlie oak. The same 

process is observed, tlie same cflort is made, in bringing the 

seeds of useless and noxious weeds to maturity as in those of 

the largest tree in tlie field. For this purpose nature takes 

advaniiigc of all the changes tliat decayed vegetation undergoes. 
As in tiin bejiiitifnl language of Scripture, a sparrow does not 
fall to the ground unojiserved, so a poor weed is not trodden 
under foot witliout the knowledge of a kind Providence*, who 
immediately converts it to some use. All the decayed matter- 
all tlio manures which are placed in a field for tlie sustenance 
of a crop — are converted into food. It is the InisiriOvSs of the 
plant, therefore, to imbibe as much of tfiis as will serve for the 
maturity of the seeds. The greatest exhaustion of soil takes 
place during the j>eriod of the ripemng of th(j siM^ds ; until that 
time arriv(3s, what are (tailed tlie nutritive particb's of manures 
are not cnrrnuj up m such ahundauce. 

A thick, full (*iof) of oats — one of the most exhausting of 
grains — will appropriate all the nourishment which a well

uianured lield affords. It will fliert-lbro be at once understood 
wliy trfM‘s |)erish or are stunted, wluai planted in irrain fu-lds 
or ainonir bnuimal i^rass<3s. 'Idu* sap vess(‘ls oi’i^’rain and oilier 
annurd and buMinial plants au' more dnelile aie more 
of nourishment than those ol tlie haidy. woody lihie, such as 
tn'es and shrulis. TIk' ^as(‘s which pro[)el all the nutritive 
fluids, tiiid a readier admittanee in the s[)on'_)e|(‘ts of siieeulent.

Ill this VU3W of the eas(* all haht (uops should he considered 
as manure : and theretina' must lx* ])louehe(l iiiidcn* htdoie the 
eases extraaite tin* Ix'si ol’ th(‘ nutritive paitieles jtom the iieli 
soil to hrine- tiu'se crops to sr(*d. \\ (‘ observed that the most 
valuable portions of it are. idisorbeil by th(‘ sptinm'hMs wdiieli the 
setal IS niaturina'. li’ no wetsls or oili<‘r li:,:ht I'vops were 
allow(‘d to abstract tin’s alinuMit, the east's would tind the spoiure 
lt‘(s or the roots of trea-s tlie next Ixsst [)omt of entrancfi jiir tlie 
purpose of elcvatiiie' themselves. It is in this wa\ , thertdonc 
that Irei's are IxuieliU'd hy the ahstaax^ of othei' veei^tatiou luaar 
to tluim. 

Turuine^ down the soil, witli the plouali or sj^ade, roniiiH's 
the alinaaitary jiarticles to a stratum whence tlun' (*au be avail- 
able to the spone^edets of tlie roots of trees. Kv<mi should th(*n‘ 
he no li^ht suceulciit crops of ^rass or wtjcds, tlu' mere turmno^ 
down the upper surface ol the si^il would l)e Ixaiclifual to trees 
in another sense, (lases can deposit the partades with which 
they are charu'ed with erreater ease wh(*n they arc allowed to 
move in a fluid medium. The soil, bein^* moved, has its upper 
dry surface turned down, and the moist earth then becomes the 
surface, and it is from this damp medium the ii^ascs hav^e an 
easy transit. We have cdscwliere entered more minutely into 
the subject of gaseous action, and shall say no more at present 
than that gases always effect their object tlirougli a fluid me- 
dium ; and wlieii de))rived of this they move at random. 

We hope that we have sufficiently ex])lained why trees should 
be allowed to absorb all the nutritious particles of manures, and 
why no other crops should be allowed to produce seed near 
thiuii. In the article on Vegetable Physiology we have gone 
more at length into the' rationale of the principle, and to diat 
we refer those who have a curiosity on tins interestmir subject 
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Our present purpose is confined to the mere practical details ol 
horticulture, yet we thoui^ht ttie few digressions made in thco 
retical ex])lanations would materially assist the cultivator in 
his views. 

We here (‘Uler our protest aii'ainst fall trees, whetlier ol the 
fruit or ornamental kind. It is tli<‘ practice' to trim tre(\s np very 
hi:rh. Tins was doin' l)y the nurserymen facilitate the jiack- 
iny* of them m hundles for exportation, and ignorant j>ersons 
required that they should hi* so tnmmcd that tin' ploniih miirht 
p;o closely to tin' tr^Hx Aatnn' wm'ks (i)!* us mon; judiciously 
than we do ours('! ves ; she ])omts out tlu' tnu' mode and tlu'. 
exact time when anopeiation of this kind slionld be jiciaonnc’d. 
A tall tree with a slciidtu’ body is blown about severely liy" oiir 
winds and C(jni}ioctial aal(‘s. This violent motion ruptiires 
the s])iral and oilier di'licaU* v* ssc'Is, and thus renders tln'in 
unlit lo (‘laboiat(‘ the sap and other st'cretory maU('r. The 
body bent and twisted in t'veiy direction, is unaf)li‘ lo siippoit 
the weii;*lit of tlu' hramdies, and of course the triM? j)r(‘S(*nts a 
crooked and iinsi^-htly af)p(‘arane(*. 

A trc(' that is allowed to e^-ow low will b(‘ar the vieissitiules 
of weather much hcittc'r than if trimmed up ; tlnn^iody L^rows 
stout and the limbs spread finely, making an ample shade to 
'protect the roots from the sint (tnd h('nri/ rains : a beaut ifu! 
provision of nature! In jiroci'ss ot lime, as evc'iy une has 
observt'd, tlie under or first branch(*s of a well-slitiped tree 
become crooked and oiU of the centre of i^ravity, giving 
way to Ollier brancb(\s that grow 'above them, just \]\\v, the 
process of fe(qhmg in children. I?y cnftmg oil these crooked, 
under liml)S, which all disappear pieci^ by piece m tli(‘ twirse 
ol* time, we give inoia* luaght to the (rc'e at llie ]>recise rime 
when it is ])roper to do it. When tlii'se, first branches, like 
children’s first teeth, are gone, tlie next sot comc' out boldly, and 
manitam their proper lionzontal position during life. Mr- 
Mark Harden lias an excellent pa]>or on tins subject m one of 
the early numbers of the American Farmer. 

As it respi^cts grafting, the greatest choice exists with respect 
to tlie buds. All nurserymen know- - at least tlu'y ought to 
know — that if a tree is grafted from a scion cut from n /wri 
zontal limb, it will boar fruit much sooner than if the scion 
were cut from «an upright limb. slender water sprouts — 

which from l?ieir length and smoothii(.*ss are so seducing to a 
scion cutter, and from which lie can cut three or four grafts 
are utterly unfit for the purpose. A tree grafted with one of 
these scions takes a longer time ludbre it bears fruit ; pi'ar trees 
throw up a great abundance of these water vsprouts from the 
central limbs, and if young trees are grafted from tlieni, they 
are very tardy in bearing. These water sprouts, or vertical 
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limbs, hav <3 never a sufficiency ot’ those juices whicli assist ui 
the hev(»lopmerit of fruit. 

P(irhaps, too, the disease called Hre-hlii^ht, which is so 
dt'St riK'tJ v»' to exotic jiears, may arise from hianj^ oriiTinally 
t»-itiltt‘(l witli the scions of a water sprout, tin* sap vessels of 
whieJi arfi larger and weaker than those that are takaai from 
horizontal limbs. lint this is thrown out as inerts conjecture, 
llinue-h llime is irreat show of reason ni it. 

No one should plant tre(\s unless lie is ahl(' to i>ivt‘ them the 
(‘an^ and attiaition they i<_Mpnr(\ Plant (rees^ niy srin," said 
tli(' old Paird of' J )nmbiedik('s, ‘‘they will a\e b(‘ e-rowing 
whik's yon sleep. ‘‘ A rich and valnahli' liint, and comiuLf from 
a S(Mir(‘(^ to winch we are already so lar^iely mdt'hted, it should 
mak(' a stroni? impri'ssion. lint altfionirh li is our duty to [ilaiit 
triM's. and we je(‘l conli<l^-nt that nature will tk') much for tluar 
presfU'vation, yet tlayy are not to b(‘ abandoiaal eiitin'ly to thf' 
vicissitudes of the ekaniMils.or rotlioir fon'inii's. It is jiropm* that 
the Ignorant slionld !)(' told tliat <\‘mker will obstruct jierspira 
(ion- that iVosts will blight tin* (lowers that inserUs will 
pnmdnre the bark and tVnit - that winds will distort the body 
<111(1 bn'ak the limbs, that rams will cans(' rn\ and in^sipidily — 
that droiic'lit will ]>rodnco prematnif* ripeness and decay; but 
that man more (lestnietive by Ins ignorance and iK'i^lect- is 
worse than canker, frosts, ins(‘ets, winds, rams and drouclit. 

Many of the ae(‘id(Mits and disi'asi's to wliieh a inn' is liable, 
tlie skilful, w<‘ll~infornied liorticidturist ean «'nri‘. I 'or instan(*e, 
canker <ani Ik: removed by Inne-waslmiij^s ; and manure well 
applied will allow^ tlie live to erow rapidly so .as to prevent a 
jeciuTeiice of tlie disease* liy allowaiie' flic trees to y'row low, 

they will not hr twisted al)Out 1 )\^ wnnds. liy enttme: out tlu^ 
black warts tli(', n(*sts of die eymps ean lui ntttn*ly dt'st r<)y(*(J. 
^rronehinir will carry oil’ snperabnnd;uic(' of wattn*, and a Avater 
cart will greatly relieve drouai’ht. Above all, e(mmion vigilance 
Avdl prevent the pknigli from injuring the roots and the lowvr 
limbs. As It respects the insects which sting tlu' fruit, and 
fleposit their eggs in tlu' punctured part, we hav(^ no renualy to 
offer, saAV that of rciioatedly shaking th(' tret*, a process Avhieli 
must iK^cessanly be limited to \a'ry^ young trees. 

l)<K\s n<At a man, after reading all tins, feel that a tree is a 
dung of life, and that if lie undertake (he care of one he is 
u'sponsible for its Avelfare ? He may be* assuivd that ho has 
duties to perform towards th(' tree that ln' plants iii Ins orchard 
as well as to the (‘hild in Ids bosom, the animals in his stabk% 
and the strangers that aiv Avithm Ids gates. Wt‘ shall now 
proceed to sjieak of the fruits themselves. 

The most suitable apfiles for the middle states, for purposes of 
cookery, are the early summer pcarmains, tlie Boston harvest. 
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the Porter appie^ and tiie lenioii pippin. This last mentioned 
apple, independently ol‘ its very beauty, beinp-, wlieu ripe, 

ot‘ a o-oldeii line, tintred on oiKi side with a faint lilush, conie*s 
from a tree that is liardy, thrifty, and a irrt'at bearer. 

d'ho next a[)j)lo d^'servini^ noli<*e is tie* (all pip|)iiK sometimes 
railed the Ifolland pi|)])m ; it is thus descn ibed by i\Ir. ( 'ox(^- m 
his work on fruit trees : — d’he liill pip[)in is one ol’ tlie liiKJSt 
and most boauliiid a]i}>les ot’ lie* season. lhf‘ size is very lar^e, 
and e'enerally weie,'h^' a poiiiuL Tiie tl>nn is ratlu'r loni»' tlian 
llat, the skin is smooth and lair, of a clear, |>al('. ijreemsh yellow. 
Th(^ tlesli pale y<‘llo\v, imey, teinler, spii^iifly and limply lla- 
vaiured, with a delicate perfunus It is a V(‘ry i>opnlar ai)ple ibr 
market, and is ustai both liir cookmir and tiir ealin:^^. It rifiens 
in October, and keeps w<dl as a lall a[)j)l(‘. The tr(?(3 erows 
very vie-oronsly, handsomely aanl spreadmir, witli nncommonly 
lariTe siioots and hsaves.'* 

Alter tJa^se sn mmer and tall appk‘s (‘ome the belle tleiiro, tlie 
Ksopus Spitzenburg'li, the Ixbode Island li'riHanne*, the yellr)w 
and the <rre<‘n Newton j)!])pm, lh(‘ Priestly, and the little lady 
apple. Here are a iinmber of veiy line apjiles, bnt we J’orgot to 
mention the l^lack npjilcj and the Swaiir, whiidi laltm' is olten 
preferred by many peojile to the Newton pippin. It would take 
proecdimce of all wiut(‘r appl(‘s npeum'j; at tla^ saiiK* tmu', if it 
kept well. Overy slate throughout lh(‘ ( diioii lias a. f(‘w standard 
apples of Its own, winch tla^ liortKailturists love to (mltivaU* ; 
but here, as in bVane(*, what is very line and juicy m one section 
of country, is but })oor fruit in auolbcr. 

The ap])le is subject to k'win* diseas<'.s than other fruit trees; 
the. black rust, or canker — which cv(*ntually become moss if the 
tree is hardy enough to liv^' tlirougli the cutaneous irritation - 
and die punctures of insects, being its worst enemies. A good 
white-washing or soaj) wnsliing will destroy the canker ; and if 
the holes whicli the insect makes in lioring through the bark 
are hlled with hard soap, or turpcutiiie paste, the worm within 
will {lerish before it becomes a fly. This insect is called the 
borer, and the place tfiat it jinnclnres for tlie purpose of dcjiosk- 
mg its c\ggs is easily detected by tlu^ appearance of a snuff 
coloured dust at thf‘. edge of the hole. In jaocess of time — three 
years — tlie tree will he conijiletely girdled, if care be not taken 
to prevent it. 

Tliere would be a great annual profit from the apple tree, if 
tlie CLirculio did not sting the Ijnnt. This insect has increased 
very rapidly of late years. Under one large ap])le tree four 
bushels of apples were picked up, the apples not larger than a 
small persimmon. Hack apple had a worm, in itj and as the 
average number of apples was five hundred to a bushel, here at 
once were two tfiousand curciilios ready to commit depredations 
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oti this trp(? next year. These insects crawl Iroin the apple altei 
it lulls, and m the (‘arth, wIkmc they buirew deep, helow 
frost. Th(i apples tliat r(‘niam(‘d on Ihi* tn.*e of wliich Wf‘ spoke 
— It was a Newton pippin — were, all uierti or less slun^j:, and there 
was scaiaa'ly c)ne tliat did not siiow a tracts of the woiin wlien it 
was cut o[)(‘n. An apple thus wounded never i^rows to its full 
size, and tli(‘ pnnetnr<'d skU; is always IsUotly and nuhaited ; 
and trees w]neli,ifit wenj not ter tia* <‘nrenlu>j would h(Mr from 
twenty to tifty bushels (»f apj)les i‘aeh. now only aveia^e ten 
and twelve busli(‘|s. Tlie fruit, tliendbrc', is not only less in 
(juajjfity but Jii (piahty also, and all eaus(^d by the ravages ot 
the curc'ulio ; in fact, it is only tlie youii^“ treos that hear fan 
flint, for, in a, lew years, from the drop|)iny ot' the aj'»ples the 
whnlc' frnit wdl In? pniadiirefl. 

Mannrc-s should lau’er be ilirown in'ar the* trunk r>r body ot‘a 
tree, as is the usual uii wi'^e ju ac t lee. Mdaj truth is, that watcu' 
soa[)siids, \it\rr compost, or stable mauiin' should Ix' diUif m a little 
beyond tln‘ area where W(‘ sn ppose the? root^ to \u\ iMamin^s 
that IS, phdoso])hieally sjH'akiiiLTj the uTisecnis llnids wdiadi an? 
<‘xlrieal(‘d from mainu es —are tin* nulriiiHait whadi sustains tin? 
plant, and all such should hi* within reach oj’ tin? roots, or, 
rather, the i*xtremi(n\s of the roots. 'I’in? inonlhs or spono(‘]ets 
(tin? spon^ioh's ol i)r. DiUrocliet) of llie routs are placed at tlie 
extremities of tin? iibres, and it is to tlieni that manures should 
hf* directed : the liroadcast method, tliendbn*, is the best tor 
trei'S. TVothimj* is crained l)y throwiiii>* manun\s ai^viinsf the 
body of a. tree but a plentit'ul increase of suckiu’s, wJiich are 
nourisli(*d by this careless process. 

Tin? jicacli tree is now so yrinuailly ciiltivau d that wo sliail 
say but litlli* ot'it, exciiptmo' of the diseases wincli iiijun it. We 
must, howev(*r, let M. f)e la Qiniitinye he first in*ard, only 
ohservm^r that the peaeh(*s of wJiicli In* speaks an* not now 
known in this country by the same nanu'S. Nor is it of import 
ance to point out many by nami*. as every year produces an 
endless vaviidy of excclk'Ut jieaches equal m goodness 1o the old 
ones. Tliere arc a few, however, which jsliould iievf?r be suf- 
fered /n run out^ sncli as tlie early Ann, the rarerqie, the ;\JaIa' 
caton, the lemon cliii^, tlie Swalsh, and the late heutii. 

’^riie fruit of the peach tr(?e in tlie famous gardi'U at Versailles, 
which was under the superintendence? of the most exc(*ll(*nt and 
scientitic 1)c la Uuinliiiye, only ripened when trainiHl acrainst 
a soutii wall, [n our liujipy climate hapjiy in ripening the 
lirst fruits- a peach tree slioots up luxurirmtly and bears deli- 
cious fruit without care, by the road side. Yet diiri<*nlt as tlie 
culture of p(?aciies was, and still is, in certain districts ol 
I'kance, ficar how one ehariioureil of tla suhj<*cl dcscrifies th<* 
qualities and pretensions of a good peach. 
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The excellence oi’ f)eaclies,” says L)e la U.nuitinyej ^‘consists 
in tlie <4*00(1 ([iialilies they ou;(([it naturally to have.

He took the entire charge 
of the king’s gardens, and soon jiroduced a salutary change in 
the art of horticulture, not only in l^h'ance but m England. He 
may truly be called the father of modern horticulture; and, on 
an examination of the greater number of works on this subject, 
we cannot perceive that any thing 7irw has he(‘n added. His

practically, and, lik(^ idl truly iricat minds he descended to the 
most ininnlc' part (d the suhjeed.

Jf th(i trei^ is not larei*, and the 
clis(\as(i lias just cotmneueiMl, it can bt^ rt.'slori'd to its healtli and 
ereeii colour by a bold tiiniinin^*, rich nianiirine;, and plentilul 
waterino-s. This malady is not proiia'^-alcMl iVom tree* to tn i* fiy 
the firma of the llowers, as js sonudmu's ranijeclurcd, but arises 
from a hot, dry soil, and soaiilint'ss ot iiouiisliiut'iil. A inoisi, 

well cnllivalt'd soil, ploughed midlow, and so <is not (o tniicb 
the roots ol thi'- tn't's, rarely, if evc'r, encriaiders tiu; yidlows. 
Great can^ should be taken not to plaid tla^ kminds fiom those 
treiis that weia' inti'ctcMl with this dis('as«\ as it is communK ated 
to thenn; and trees tVom such seed, especaally d jilaiitetl in the 
same ^^-round \vlienc(.‘ tliey ;L^rew, will surely beconK' diseasi'd 
and perish. We bavi^ seen wlicdii vows of yearlings m the nur- 
series dc'Stroyi'd by the yadlows. 

]^]\l}au.stioii and indirect debihty a]\va\ s su(‘ceed tin.* ^i^Teat 
exciti’meiit of an orerhrftri u lc \ear 3hi‘es (liat Jiave born(‘ 
fruit beyond their stnaiirlb, assmne* the same a pix'aramai with 
those tliat liave th(3 disease called tin*, yellows ; the; same 
method of cure must hf^ observed. When thus reduced, great 
pains slioiild be taken with tln^ manure, as none but the most 
ripe and mellow sliould b(^ applied: the compost made from the 
cow-h(^use being always jirelern'd to tliat of tlii’, liorse stable, 
the latter being loo stimulaling. 

It will be perceived by this — and these remarks are, the result 
of long practice and niimitij observation that jx'acli trees 
shotild bo plaidiul in a deep moist sod, well loosened and fre- 
quently m.'Uiured. Jhickwlieat plongluHl in l\vicc 3 during the 
season bcibre tlie blossoms form, is suilicient for a light top 
dressing; and coarse litter, well ploughed in during the fall just 
before the winter sets in, is all that the tree niipiires, unless 
diseased, '^rhere cannot ho too much stress laid on the ini- 
propriety of allowing a tree to hear too mncli fruit ; exiianstion 
and disease will too surely lie the. cousequenci^. Nor should 
too much fruit be suticred to hang on one limb, as the little 
delicate vessids, and even tlu^ bark, arc strained and cracked, so 
that the injury they receive prevents them from bearing fruit 
the next year. Four things, tlicreforc, contribute to bring on 
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t}i(^ y(‘ll()ws — ov("rl)*'ariiiii, inipropcir jjofinslinicnt, want ol’iinu- 
nshiiHMit. and a liot. dry soil,

Another advantai^'c ni keeping* the cherry lice low, is tht*('ase 
with wfncJi i*nnt cam ho g-atlienid. A man on a step Jadd(*r 
can pick all the cherries from the tree without snapping or 
erackmt^ the limlis, or l)ruisinjr the hark, or break iiiii.- oil* the 
fruit spurs that an^ to hear I’ruit tlaj next y^eai. It is not 
^^onc*ralIy known that tla^ frnit buds for the next ya'ii*’ all 
form(‘d tliis summer, in July and Anijnst, just as the tVint 
IS ripening. If this were fully known and duly apprc^ciated, 
horticulturists would more careful in lh(*ir c*hoic(* of ]>ersons 
to pick fruit. All exotic cherries thrive well m our cluiiato, 
and they would be a source of great jirolit to the orcliardist, 
Were it not that the .same insect which injures other fruit 
deposites an egg in the cherry likewise 
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Plums arc very rxfciisively cultivated, and it more fre- 
quently ha[)pens tliat tine varieties sjirine: up from the kenuds 
or seed of ^ood plums, than from those! of otlier fruit. FSeveral 
years a^^o, tlie plum trees were very materially injured hy the', 
iiiultiplied larva* of insects, which caused a ^"r(‘at iminhcr of 
black, kiKUty warts to form on the limhs, and soon spread all 
over the tree,. All the morello cheiri(‘s and ]>lum trees w<*re 
dcstroyi'd hy the ravae:es of this inse(‘t. A clu*ck is now given 
to the evil by cutting out this black wart as soon as it ajijiears, 
so that we might n'asonahly hope for a rcaninanation tor our 
trouble and expense, as plums an? generally good bearers, if 
the same ins<*ct which punctun^s the lu'ctariiie, aju'icot and 
clicrry could be (k^stroyed. \Ve had at oik* time under our 
care several orchards of the rarest and finest triiit, all in full 
hearing*; yet out of /ift(*en hundred apricot, ii(*elariiie, plum, 
cherry, and a)>])le trees, there was not one hiislud of Iruit, liir 
three successive years, that was p«,*rfectly fr(‘e from worms. 
Amoug.st the munber were lour hundred iieidariiK's, and lour 
hundred plum trees ; ]»him or iK'ctariiu; Irom all tliese 

trees remained on the tree till npc evany one had a worm 
ill it ! 

Onr markets would ho liarrou of fruit if it W('r(! not for the 
now orchards that are continually springing nj). for it is a fact, 
well known, that a young trc(^ is not so apl to he stung as an old 
one. ^riiis arises from tlie few ins(‘cts that liav(‘ found tlunr 
way to the mnv orcliavds. As tliey Jly from tree to \voo, they 
soon begin their ojieratioas, and then all t)ur (‘.are and labour 
are lost. 

These insects have held doniiiijoii ovia* our fiuit tun's for 
centurujs, and, for any tiling that wtj (‘an see to tin* contrary, 
they arc likely lo cuntinui': tluur power over them so long as we 
choose to plant tr(*(*s. ’^rh(*y liave incu*ased in frightful mum 

bers, and yet the grt.atest ignorance* and indjtren*nce prevail 
respecting their ravag(*s. rUauy man owning a fruit tree saw 
that tlie fruit drojipc’d from the tree before* it was ripe* - he saw 
that apples, rjiiinc(‘s, and cliearies wen*, knotty, fil!e*d witli 
worms, and mdit eitJu’r to be eatc*n or ])res(*r\x*d he saw that 
it was hopeless lo g(*t a single* nectariiai from it tr(*o of great 
promise, unless it were prote'Cted hy gauze; nets, and yet he 
never troubled liiinself, much as lie loved fruit, to (*nejuire into 
the cause of the (*vul. 

We have delected four varietic*s of the curculio one of these 
deposits its egg m the pod of the pea, which egg hecome^s a fly 
during the month of March sooner e)r later according to cir- 
cumstances, Tlie second variety freds upon the leaves of the 
grape vine, but this insect only appears at inteTvals. The 
third curculio, like*, tlie seeond, does not make its appearance 
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every yr\ar ; Init instead of {]w leaf it oafs tlie h/fd of <]i(‘ 2'ra]><i 
vine bcfoni it. shoots cait into h'al. A very htlle A ii^ilaiie** will 
soon exterininate llies(i three s|>e(*ies: hnt li is tlie roiiith \aii(‘ly 
that reiiuires all our an(‘ntion, for it is this (l(^stMieli ve hltle 
insert not (jiute so laryci asaenmnion hoiis(' lly that (h'^troys 
all oiir fruit.

\\"e have tliiowm oui vi(*ws ot* this matter int<'> tins tbim 
with the ho]M* that onr readers, who are of a dilfen'iit ela^s 
from those who coniine tlieir thoughts to the eoniinon hooks oi 
i^ardeniijef, may 1)(3 fully nujac'ssetl with the mipoitauee ot th(3 
subject. 

i\b)t one of the inodtxs hitherto nn’OinineiKbxl has l)(*(*n tiiimd 
servit'cahle. In orchards of twelve oi (iltc'en ye^lr'^ tifrowth, 
hoi^s might be turned m to eat up all the fruit that tails, and 
thus destroy many of the enrciihos, hnt tins (’oiild only bi* h(*n(*- 
lieifd in casi' of there hi*im» no otlier orchard within a indo or 
two. It IS a fact wliieh cannot l)e too otten n*j)(*at(*d, that tliest*. 
insects can tly from tree to tr(*e. and they travel (roin spot to 
spot till at length they d(*stroy all the fruit. 'This is om* reason 
wliy a stone j)aveineiit is of no service for more than a year 
or two; the cnrcuho tlies to lliese trees Irc^m neighhoiinng 
or(‘hards. iiesides, an orchardist who has tliree or i’onr thou- 
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sand tiees to ji;uard, would lind it un|)Ossil)le to pave around 
llioin all. 

OlleuMvo odours or funn’i^alions do not annoy tlu'so d('slrnc- 
tivc ]iise('(s. The I’uiiics ot' tobacco, stdphtir, rt'sin, and other 
])nui;('nt iruins and herbs, inaki' no impression on them, ncitlier 
are they inovc'd by s,dine or snlphnrons wateiintf.s or washin^^s. 
We do not however dcsjiair, and we now make an caru''st 
appeal to all lo\ers ol' ila> ail ol’ hoi ticultiire to make strong 
ell'orts to devise a remedy for the evil. 

Wc call it an I'vil ! we might say nthimU}/. I'or it is extend- 
ing itselt' ev(‘n to the norlli. where hitlimlo it seldom made its 
appearance. I•'rlllt is no longer a luxury ; it is a neces.saiy of 
lile. 'riioiisands ol’jiersons labouring under fever and debility 
are almost wholly snstaini'd by it. and the jioor have a right to 
enjoy it, for it is cultivated with very little <'x|)eiise. Onr pride, 
our tastes, and oiir health, reipiire that we should (‘xterminate 
these destructive insi'ets. 

W'^e licre close our remarks, the result of long experience and 
close observation, hoping that vigorous elibris will be made to 
destroy the cnrciilio. 'I’he horticultural societies of Idnladel- 
])hia and JJostou have ollered a ])reinmm of two thousand 
dollars to the oih' tvlio shall devise a .simple, easy, and cheap 
remedy. 'I’liis oiler is of .several yeans’ standing, but no one 
has yet made an attem[)t to claim it. 

Wc hope, also, that what we have said of the work of M. 
De la Unintinye will indnec the piihlie to call liir it. This 
author is a man of taste and .science, |)os.sessmg liberal senti- 
ments, with shrcwdne.ss and good sound sense. Above all, he is 
honest and .scriipnlously exaet. (fe is the father of modern 
horticulture; without vanity or prejudice ; and cares no more 
for the moon's inllnence iipen vegetation than we are inclined 
to do onnsclvi's.

many lovely images, the lirst-born ol his fancy, have been lost 
over the day-book or the blotter, no one but himself can tell. 
At night, as oife may readily suppose, when his mercantile 
countings, balances, and registries, wore done, his counte- 
nance became sickbed over with the pale cast ot thougit, 
whose thick-coming iutluence marred his rest.^ We have no 
idea, however, of pitying -him for his position— lor it was doubt- 
less that which compelled him to husband his best imagimugSi 
and pour them forth, in happy moments — Heliconian emissions 
VOL.

Jlis city residence, however, did not sialnce our aulhoi away 
i’roui th(3 remembrance of the country. II<^ reverted to its* 
ciilmness, its seclusion, and its purity, in many a mc^lodions 
line. T'o him tfiere was a charm in recolh^eted rocks, waters, 
and vernal uplands — ruris aiiuiini rivos, et musco circumhtti 
saxa nemusijne.’^ Jle lieard, tn'en in tlie crowded and r^ansli 
ways ol till* town, (hose celestial voic(*s which hn'aihe at nia'ht 
irom echoin,:L!; hills and thickets, over land and sea. 4Mi(‘ power 
of thi'se (altered into his heart of lusarts ; hut lie was (‘iiviroiied 
by tiio <‘va‘ry day realities o| a crowded capital ; the 1olh(‘S of 
its dwtdka’s passed in daily nwiew Indoiaj him ; and, <|uenching 
within hmisell’ what we must call Ins belter iiisjiirations, he 
launched his hark of authorship upon the sea of sdtirc. fn 
doinjr this, lie aecjuinxl a hurlestpie liabitiulo of style, whieh 
wc to say h(‘eame afterwards almost a passion with Inin, 

and the efteets of wlneh are absent from but very few of his 
compositions, la the verses of Croaker, wrilton iii conjunction 
with others, liis spirit roamed and revelled anioUGf the stupidi 
ties or the ‘‘sins, nejrliirenccs, and ignorances,” of tlio town. 
Many a citizen riuHl the movc^moiits of his caustic quill : lint 
like the sword of Sir Lucius ()”rris:^er in the comedy, it was 
no less polished than keen. Tlieic is one species of satirists 
that may be ctilled insupjiortablc : those wJio condemn without 
^raco, and rebuke without ^ood nature, '^riiis propraisity, in 
man or woman, hut especially in the latter, is lieyond endur- 
ance. It is produced from itm»-emal minds, and betokens the 
utter ahs(*ncc of those lovely huniaiiities, without the enforce- 
ment of which no writer can onduringly or really please. 

Since lu' dissolved liis partiicrsliip with the lirmof (Jroaker 
and Co.j Mr. Halleck — who has been justly accredited in the 
literary world as the chief operator in the concerns of that well

If, lie)we!ve*r, oiir author eve*r (e*Il a ine)iu(*ntary re'^re-t that la* 
did not keep up his Jiunt for i\\o folhe*s anel toihk's ol nietre)poh 
tall life, la* has been ahiindantly eonsole,*d m the* success eif liaise* 
hedter, thou^li not mortj popular works, which vSf*e*ni te) ha\ o 
(*inanatcd waTinly from his soul, and to have? h(i(*n elaslu'd upeiu 
])aper liy a hand liurdoned and liusy with llie eTinniai prompt* 
Hi«^s of e;-e‘nius. Intending* to oiler jirooJs of ins sudden powen*, 
it is not improper to ])reface th(*ui with our im[)n*ssioiis of tlu! 
method by which Mr. Halleck commits liimself *Mo virnrm 
sheets.’’ Jie does not seize upon one hniicht and lofty thouirht, 
and, dedi^-htiner in it, per sc, dilute it into a column or a payu* ; 
he preserves it ; he je.nns it with others that may occur to him 
from tunc to time, whether ho move at nightfall along tlie dim 
streets of tho city, catching glimpses of the distant country 
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across the Ifiulsou or the bay, as the sun sinks to his eveninf^ 
pavilion or wlic^lher lie ^ain an attornoon to visit snlnirban 
lan(lsca]i(\s, and ‘‘walk in the Helds, hearing the voice of God:” 
and wlieii his mind is ///.//, lie pours it forth, a deluge of strong 
and brilliant imaginings. lie sutlers little or nothing to go Ibrth 
to a cold-bosonicd public which does not b(‘ar the impress of a 
masters hand. The first yioem in the volinne bidbre ns esta 
blishes jiowm'fnl originality of liis style. In lh(‘> yirescmt age 
of indiseriininate locomotion when “the universal Yankee 
nation,” using the phrase in the ixitional sense, arc evi'ry 
where present in Muropi'. by travelled delegations- we all know 
how stale and niifirofitahlc are their ])ictiircs and dc'serijitions of 
ivied niins and broken turrets, the homes of rooks and owls - 
wliere tlie moon is as (constant an attendant for (.‘very tourist, 
as jf she were hired for the occasion, under a contra(*t of “no 
jiostponeirient on acc<^init of the weather;” w(.‘ know the tlirice 
told talcs of halls, and armours, and corridors, and so forth- 
part romance, part reality; — and it is an easy thing to set them 
down at their true value. Ihit, l(‘t the reader |H*rnse such a 
coricenlmlcd sketch nty the following of Alnwick Cattle und 
wdl he ever forget it ? JVot soon.

We ask a close attention to the lines wo liave Italicised. If 
there be any thing more delicious in the whole range of Eng- 
lish literature, we have not yet encountered it. Something akin to 
them may be found in Bassanio’s exclamation in the Merchant 
of Venice, when he draws from the leaden casket that which 
assures him how he is beloved : — 

“ Fair Portia’s counterfeit ! What demi-god 
Hath come so near creation? 

Here are sever’d lips 

Parted with sugar breath : so sweet a bar 
Should sunder such sweet friends.” 
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In tliis little j^em of a pictnn^, the author of Ahnrir/: has 
taloai us hack to th('. ])asl. TIk' ^loinp and cireuuistaiK’e of thr 
vi('tory and the return are tlien^ ; the harpinos ui the. hall of 
triunj])li ; the sliouts of retanuM's ; th<‘, joy^ oi' th(i fi'ast ; llio 
drainiu£r of hu^'(i draiiirhls ot’ iilieuish down ; — tia* spc'akiiJiJj- 
roll of the dniui to the ^ eaniiouKa* without;*’ rnid llie (‘choes 
whi(*h that noisy fiUK^tionary sends thvilliiiij; i]ia^'nilie<‘nlly to- 
ward the empyrean. This is ahhrrrhth d rnimtttrr it is the 
spirit of unadulterated chivalry. The true poet alon<‘ could tlius 
eiuhody tli<j scc'iies of other days. *Some w ho alfecti'd the hur- 
les(|uej and shone thtirein, ha\(' d(‘liahted to imagine (hat 
kni^jfhts t(*mplars have hdt their hkicksmitlfs hills for nieiidini*;

W e do not. for our |)ar(s, alfeci this 
dissolvnii^ of ancuait spells: and wi^ can si‘arc(‘ly l’or:nvi‘ those 
veiKuaihle chronich'rs, Froissart, de Thou, or Stow(‘, tor r(‘i)re- 
.scmting th<^ characters of so many heroes, disir Ui taney’" and 
tr<sTsurt*d in th(' rc'eolKs’.tioii of' evw'ry tiie* Iov(‘r of the hi,»V(* mid 
nol)le, ap))arently 171 'j)uris iialto'dlihus without that ornament 
which, with the aid of thiar recorded dt‘cds, imafrmation could 
easily supply. For the same naisons, wt; take hut little ]>lea- 
siire in perusing' those short narratives in the l)ecameron of 
IJoccacio, iVom whi(‘li Shakspoan) has huilt a fniry and uncoti 
cjuered world. Wdio would g-o to tJie dull outline which snnn^ 
old monk or caimalist has furnished of Romeo and Julaa. wlaai 
ho. could revel m that glowing di;scriptioii wiitleu hy ihe haid 
of Avon ? 'rhe moonlight sleeps upon tlu', garden of the Fajai- 
lets, when we survey it from ifie window of our imagiiia 
tion, as palpably as if tJie rustling of its leave's wfurj jii our 
ear* — we la^ar the stilled sigh — the hroki'ii vow — tliti voietj of 
Vhilomel singing in the liranches. What has “ niiaccoimno- 
dated” history to do with the enchanting transactions of that 
balmy night, and the loving iiiterlociitt)rs who made its 
presence holy? By the mass, niithinir. TJie ])oet's duty is to 
give us things, rolled coulf ia^dcrosc; to shed around nature 
a perfume richer than the breath of tlie violet — and to siilfu.se 
it with tints more magical than tlie blush of inoriiing/' A 
power or skill like this bespeaks more readily the poet, nasritur^ 
71071 than the wildest bursts of animal passion : it exhibits a 
quality, ethereal — heavenly — which owns no touch of this 
working-day world. And as often as we think of the devoted 
pair of Verona, so often are we reminded of their familiar iden- 
tity; as if we saw the noble girl sinking into the tomb of her 
fathers. In our mental vision,

fnit tlie synonyms I’or true insjaration. The author lias written 
in a strain worthy of his su!)J(‘Ct: his method is sim])le, J’erviiUt, 
and dear to the heart, lie has a »Sc.ott-lik(i faculty^, we think, 
of conteni[>latnig- his theme with a nu’c seventy ; — therci is a 
siinplcj: mtmdUiis about the objects of his song;, sometinuxs, 
that realty jgives them more attraction than the most lahoure‘(i 
mt^asuriis could otherwise imjiart. mi're si 2 ;ht of a rose, 

broug;ht across th(‘ Atlantic, awakens m Ins mind a liost of 
lia{)j)y and [lathetic imaginations. lle‘ is reminded of tlu'. au- 
tumn noon when he first detached it from its ])arent stem, on 
tile banks of Ijoiniie i)oon.’’ He bore it with him across the 
winter sea ; and lo ! when U meets his t^yi* in Ins native cuuntryj 
a multitude of recoile<'tions pass, with kakndosc.opic colours, 
through his mind. We coiisHier this faculty of making one 
thouglit [irovokc^ a h'giou of othtas, as among the highest attri- 
butes of human intoll(!Ct. That our author poss(*sses it to moie 
than ihti ordinary (ixtent, is undeniable. With Inm tlie run- 
ning brook might indeeci furnish forth its volumes; or th(‘, 
mossy stone, half hidden from the eye, fructify into a sermon. 
Tins power of his reminds us frei|uently of tlie peculiar gifts of 
tfa* imaginary (ferman, Teuftdsdmrh^ with whom the autlior 
of Sartor Hrsarlas has caused the English and American 
reader to be well acijuainted. Tins faculty of making the most 
(‘vaiK scent thing in nature a nucleus for jirofound reilection, is 
admirably exhibited in the following passage : — As J rode 
through tlie Srlnrarztoald^^'^ he writes, “I said to myself: tliat 
little lire which glows star-like across the dark-growing moor, 
whore tlic sooty smith bends over his anvil, and thou liopest to 
replace tliy lost Iiorsc-shoe — is it a detached, separated speck, 
cutoff from the whole universe; or indissolubly joined to the 
whole ? Thou fool ; that smitliy fire was primarily kindled at 
the sun; is fed by air, that circulated from before Noah’s 
deluge — from beyond the dog-star ; it is a little ganglion, or 
nervous centre, in the great vital system of immensity.” We 
cannot help comparing the spirit which dictated these sentences, 
to that which can evoke from a scentless rose, a thousand 
leagues from the source where it bloomed, a tribute like the 
one from which the following quotation is offered.

fair Wyoming, or the banks of the iair Susipndianna, never 
eame italpably within the scopt^ of liis corporeal eye. ift! 
looked at tliem merely, through the gitiss of his imagination. 
IJut we confess we had rather see his heroine as the hard of 
Hope lias painted her, than to scrutinize her proportions, hoeing 
corn, sans hose and shoon. We do not affect this blending of 
styles. One at a time is sutlicient ; and there is an inleli- 
eity about the commingling of two or more, at the very hest. 
Abrupt transitions, siicji as we find in Don Juan, are amusing, 
it is true, but then they are utterly devoid of dignity : without 
which, jiathos is a poor gawd, and the virtues, pitiful ministers

There 
IS ahout them a lioly music, which rings at the portals ol‘ 
our spiritual ear, lik(' the hreatliings of some emdianting lute. 
7\s we read it, all our visions of the tender and the lov(‘ly 
throng up m glittering array hetorc the eyi; of reminiscence. 
W e see the sunlight playing again on the vernal landscapes 
of our early youth ; a irionumtary glimpse is givam us of tin; 
sheen of waters, that can never Hash so bine and bright as 
iu other days; hallowed hours, spelhboimd moments, are hur- 
rying hy upon tlie wings of niminubranco ; and, convening

We are surjuised that one so aecns 
tomed, botli by practice and the liabitndes of Ins thouoht, tf* 
bartnonious numbers, as Mr. Ilalhajc is, sltould have writtiai 
vers( 3 s hive tliesi*, which halt so tediously away.

treated liis theme in blank verso, all would have' betai well ; 

but as the pii'ce now stands, it is a truly ampliihious and 

liermaphroditi' composii ion. 'The sentimtnt is slirriinr and 
patriotK^; the coMC(*ptions, fine; hut the construction is a spe- 
cies composiir or^inr, whose copstitiioiits it would lie (lidicult 
indeed to explain or trace home. Wo copy one (piolattou as 
an illustration.

W(3 may lie prejudiced against this nondescript sort of (juan- 
lity; but the mode strikes ns as very nearly akin to tin;

an indiscriminatr memory, from an ellnsion of Warren, or 
Day and Martin — a polished press-<ran^, who arc famous for 
compelling the Nine into their service ;

'^rhe reader will bear in mind that we may not (piote the fore- 
going verhatitn ; hut we have jinxserved the jiauses and tln^ 
system. With respect to structure and motive power, the pa- 
rallel is almost complete. 

It gives us pleasure to continue our course through Mr. 
llalleck's volume, and to find that a weakened gust for one 
poem, may be succeeded by the strongest admiration for ano- 
ther.

of infmito space, wliere so many (!od-crea1od sonis do ibr 
the lime meet together.” IJnt we keep the reader from onr 
ipiotation.

We now take our leave of Mr. llalleck, with the expression 
of a liopc that he will not keep his light, Avhich sends its beams 
so far, under the bushel hereafter. We counsel no neglect of 
liis day-book ; but we entreat him not to let his inspiration 
expire over the entries therein. Tic must have a good share 
of leisure after all. liCt him not Avaste it in society; let him 
bear in mind that, with respect to kis commodity at least, 
poetry will sell as Avell as peltry ; that he has a mine of inalien- 
able bullion in his brain, which no pressure can driA^c away, 
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no commercial revulsion diinini.sh. The paper in Ins escritoire, 
if he choos(i to slain it with poi'tic noirs <^1’ hand, will always 
command a piamuuni. 1 1«‘ can serve, both At)o|]o and (he 
Syrian god; and to him f\a(‘h will he trn<*. He laas writtcai 
enough io secure liiat faiiK'. hereaft<‘r, (’>1’ wliicli ha has alieady 
had a not disgrainous (‘oretastc*. He lias no right to stille the 
stirrings ol’ the powiT within his soul. \V(‘ spi'ak tins more in 
referencij to his duty to th(‘ ])uhli(i than to hnns(‘ir: since m 
tilt' selfish stmse, so (iir as tame is ctmta'rncd, lit', might taaittun 
plate his dissolution with composure ; assured hy tla^ jiast. that 
when his deatlidiour comes, ht* it soon or lati‘, lie will leavt' 
behind a name which liis countrymen, and Ilit'. ltivi*rs of genius 
ev(*ry wliere, would not willingly h‘t die ; and that (‘veu now 
h(*. might enrobe himself m the core-eloth, and contentedly 
take his farewell of the sunf’

'^riie brilliant and pmdiajis unexpected success wlncli atti'uded 
our naval conllicts with (heat JJrilam during iIk^ war of 1S12, 
rendered the names of th<' prmcijial commanders familiar as 
hons(4iold words throughout the land, ^riaar well-toiig-ht bat 
ties wer<‘. at the time' hastily clironicled, and soon I'ollowed hy 
the various demonstrations ol’ a well-sprc'ad and thoroughly 
popular lamti. The mixed emotion of national ('xnllation and 
gratitude to the victors, sought to e\pri\ss itsi'lf in il Inmmations, 
public receptions, presentation services (if plate, and tlie various 
manifestations of that joyousness winch sprang ii]) in th(‘. bosom 
of every citizen, from a sense of the honour of his country, and 
of the exploits of Ids countrymen. Neilhin* did this leelmg 
apfiear in mere demonsiratioiis of the more tbrmal and speech- 
accompanied description— it mingled itself with domestic doings 
and with liousohold leelings : pan'iits and sponsors borrowed, 
from the honoured navy-list, names fortlie little (Jliristians who 
were brought in those days to tlie baptismal l()nt. If the rage 
for multiplying collegiate institutions throughout the country 
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had been oi'soiiK'wIiat earlier date, we doubt not that, with that 
eiirioiis relic(f\r whieli distin^'nishes so nnndj ol‘ our notncncla- 
ture, not a. li^w coll(‘i»;es would have rec(;ived their titles froiu 
naines tli.it were renowiaxi upon tli(‘ quarter-(U‘ck liLstory 

of tlM‘ navy fiirnislied the si^rn-paintfu* witli liis llirane, and 
many a faithful Hed laou, and Black Bear, and Hising Sun, 
were conttait to yield tiu'ir places to naval exi)loits, or naval 
commanders, 'riie likenesses, or what purported to be such, of 
th(^ latter, pendent upon the, si<ru-posts of villaoii or road-side 
taverns, liore the lirunt of as many storms as did their orii^iiuds. 
We r(a*ollect to have secai at a littb^ haltniiif place on the brow 
of one of th(^ AlletJ^lieny ridj^es, a si^*n decorated with a lilv(ai<‘ss 
of Commodore Bainbrid^e. as the artist had bcnai so coiisidm ab^- 
as to interpret it by appeiidiiif^ tlie name : it was uncpiestionably 
a rude tribute? ; but ibr all that, perched up as it was so far from 
the clenuait on which the name liad l>eeu made known, it was 
fame. 

Idle reputation which the American naval commandm's have 
enjoyed, has, however, been of an indefinite kind. 'They stand 
in need, therefore, so far as the accuracy and permanency of 
their fame an? conecniKjd, ot careful biography. We art‘ ready 
to acknowledge that, [ireviously to the pcnusal of tlu? work before 
us, our geiu?ral familiarity with ( ''omiuodoie Baud)! idgc‘'s name 
and services had not (Miabled us to do full justici? to the sti'rlmg 
qualities of his characU'r. or accurately to apprecia1(^ the (‘xlent 
and value of his serviers. The can? of Ins iniMnory has falkai 
into good hands, for his ])i()gra[>h(‘r* Dr. I larris, J)esid(? full 
gcaieral qualifications ('or the purj)os(*, brought to the work the 
additional (inahticatioii of jiersonal familiarity with the history 
of oiir navy, acquired by long and active service, and a partici^ 
pation in OIK' of its brilliant aeliievemonts. For other reasons 
we were pleavsed to tind J)r. Harris’s name associated with such 
a work as the present ; wo hail any instance of a professional 
man of eminence finding, amidst his professional duties, hours 
enough to l)e devotinl to a literary undertaking, ’^riici memoir 
of Commodore Bamhridge will be found to jiossess its appro- 
priate biographical interest, and at the same time an incidental 
value considered in connection with American history. 

We were glad to perceive that Dr. Harris has not been dis- 
posed to overlook a fundamental principle of biographical 
composition, which is too often neglected by writers who allow 
themselves to be tempted from the portraiture of individual 
character by aspirations for the higher dignity of history. 

Conimodore Bainbriclsfe’s career in the navy has been nearly con- 
temporaneous with its origin. It has been theref<jre suggested to the 
author to annex to his riieinoir a sketch of the history ol the naval policy 
of the United JStatc.^, of the events which distinguished the partial hos- 
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tilitios with llio French republic, ami a inoie extemletl aeeoum nf tiie 
various actions with ilie Ihirbary powers in tJie jVIet] iterraii'sui nn^ler 
the tunninaml of ( 'omuiodore IVeblc and oiIuts. 'Tlie inelileijt-, of ihc^e 
briel hut etiiinciilly succ'essliil wars, \\er<' con'-ehn ed appi «)])nali' ^uh- 
jecls lor the l)io<^rai)h> of an imlividual nclividy CMii^aired m the mu*, and 
personally inlertisied in tlu* icsults ot tlie (Uher. It will be seiui 

that the author lias \<*ntured to ^j^ive a eur-orv view ul many uf these 
erenls : but to h.ive exteiidc'd bis nariatne, \^ouIcl have* de>iiny(d the 
individuality t)!’ a |u*rson.il ineinoir/’

Writers of history are too ofttai (to nso a wostoru world term ot 
greater sio-mlicancy than heauty) stji/niters tin tlie territory of 
biography, to the injury of tlie rightful proprietors, and to the 
disparagement of their own functions. It is the right of a 
reader of a work of pure biography to look for a knowledge of 
personal Iminanity, and not to liavo foisttaj upon him m its 
stead aggregates and abstractions, hy wlncli many a Inrkh'ss 
indivddnal has bixui lost in his own hiograpliy. NV fu ri we look 
at tlie past through the. medium of hiograjihieal eomjiosil ion, wc 
are entitled to lx*, inlormed what some om*. Ixung man or 
woman — has doncMir thongJit or felt to Ix‘ informed m trliat 
manner the mdivndual, his j)f*rsonal p»)wer swaying pmha])s the 
destiny of thousands, lias acted njioii tin* age* in wlneli Ik* hv(*d, 
or, if withdrawn more into the seclusion ot‘ Ins own fx'ing, how 
the age lias acK'd iiiion liim. To present it in its most gent'ral 
form, the philosophy of ])iogruphy is to teach hy showing to us 
liow the individual, wlio may be the subji'ct of it, eitiu*r lias 
been deepening the shades which hang upon tlie world, or liy 
the blessed iniluences of a wise and happy spirit has been add- 
ing- -no matter in what quantity, or whether m lofty or lowly 
life — it may be tlie ray of a planet, or of a beacon, or of 

‘‘ some gentle tapei 

Though a rush-candle from the wicker hole 

Of some clay habitation” — 

still something to the^ light of good thoughts and good deeds, 
which is a sustaining element of human nature. 

Tlio memoir of Cominodoiv' IJamlu 1,.>> i arnrd nur 
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minds buck to s(^vovi\\ intercstinnf [)orinds of American history : 
and after comnu'udmijf I )r. I larris’s (idt‘lityand discretion in not 
allowin:^ himself as a bio^rajjlier to be ftanpled too 1‘ar away to 
suhjficis of an historic nature, we unbliishni^'ly claim lor i)ur- 
selvc's, ill tii(^ notice of the volume, tiie rev lewer'vS privi- 

lea-e of dii^'i'c^ssion. We arc c.r ojftrio discursive. ^Jdie lannark, 
in the jiassc-y^ii above ([iiotc'd trom llie pr(‘fac(\ that Cmnmodore 
Bambridg-e\s career in tlit* navy has h(‘f‘n nc^arly contempora- 
neous with Its orii^in, thoiurh trm', may, without some slight 
qualdicatmii, l(\'iv(‘ an unjust impression, inasmuch as itapjiears 
wholly to oveilook the naval history ^)f tin* rf^volut lonary war. 
The maritime affairs ol' tfiat content were in many instances 
brilliant, but they wma; all of a subordinate character. 'Tile 
naval enga^^emeiits were of neci'ssity' only incidental to the 
great stru^^^le \ war of ind(‘pendi'nc(‘ must be waged ujion 
tlie land — it is tlie sod, and not the wavay that will lie incarna 
dimal. W'laai the purpose is freedom, the maih tl hand of war 
will bo thrust into the cascanents of men's hoiisi's- his blood 
stained foot will be m tlieir stna'ls, and ovm* liicir tiedds- - upon 
the threshold, and at th('> lua-irtli. 'Idie news of victory or ot 
defeat is not tlnm brought upon the sea-bref.‘ze trom a distant 
ocean, for nuai walk t(»rth to battkj from tlaar Jiomes. The 
navy organized by the old congress was merely temporary in 
Us design ; and, its purposi's being* aecomplisbi'd, tlii' lemamder 
of its history is hriotly told. Tlu* ships v\diieb had survived 
the war wcyo sold, and r(‘lired, \vr jiresmiK', lik<‘ many a veteran, 
into the f)lacid cliamiels of eivil Uif. Wlimi, not many yt'ars 
afterw'ards, the navy was revivanl I)y the iirot net of eongress 
under the pnisent constitution, which authorized the construe 
tioii of vessels of war in its history hecame coutiiiuous. 

Cornmodore IJaiiibridgcs first commission as a lieutenant bears 
date very nearly at tlie cornniencemenl of tliat era—a period 
when it was necessary for tlie country to look to the merchant 
service for its supply of oflieers. The professionally educated 
officer is a luxury of a more advanced season of national ex- 
istence. In tlie olden lime, a man was oflicially born to rank, 
which now-a-days, by the tedious process of promotion, he 
arrives at only after many years of service, and after much 
faith, hope, and charity. 

William Bainbridge was born in 1774, at Princeton, New 
Jersey, and at the age of 15, having discovered that his voca- 
tion was to be a sailor, he shipped in a merchant vessel at the 
port of Philadelphia. His worth raised him, while yet in his 
minority, to the command of the ship in which he made several 
voyages. The merchant service of the country was at that 
period dependent upon its own resources for defence and secu- 
rity, and conseijiiontly partook of a mixed character of traffic

The otlir'er, judfrim^ 
ofAldvmsey's di‘tt*nn ini'd pmpo.se from his mannm'. piudently refrained 
from a pur Tint. Another yciun;’ man w'as tlieii ^ei/ed and ordered into 
the bars^e. (hijitam l^ainhndi^e remonstrated ai^amst this outrage, 
slatini^ that this man, claimed as a Briusli subject, v/as a native ot 
the United States, and had a wife and clnldreii m Philadelphia. He 
added, that as his vessel w^as feebly manned, her safely would be en 
dangered by any diminuiioii of his crew, blinding expostulations of no 
avail, he told the oQicer, m a spirited tone, that he would supply 
the place of this seaman by seizing one out ot the first Riitish mer- 
chantman he met, provided she was not of superior strength. The 
lieutenant observed, Avith a corucmpliious sneer, tliat an .A mei ican mer 
chant captain would not dare to irnpicss one of hi.s majesty s subjeet-^, 
and, nodding disdainfully, earned off his victim. 

“ Five days afterwards Captain Bainbridge fell in with an English 
armed merchant brig of eight guns and twenty men, Avhich, alter pre- 
paring for action, he brought to by firing a gun across her bow. He 
kept the guns of the Hope bearing on the brig, while he ordered his tirsi 
mate to seize and bring on board an able unmarried seaman. This or- 
der Avas promptly, though with some dilliculty executed ; after which, 
the English captain was hailed, and informed, ‘that lie might report, 
that Captain William Bainbridge had taken one of his majesty’s sub- 
jects, in retaliation for a seaman taken from the American ship Hape^ 
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by r.u'utenant Norton, of the hulpfatiirahle Razee, eoniinaruled by JSir 
Kdu'iud aftciwards the relebiated Loril I^'.xnioiith. 

Tills sciiMiaii was allowed lull wa^»*s, and on his arrival in the 
IJnile<l vStaies was rt’giilarly paid, dii-rhari^ed, and not di'^satisfied with 
either tin* seiviee oreountry into whieh he liad bt'en forced.” — p. 21. 

Tpoii this tnui.saction, so far as Captain Hainbndge was 
(jo/iconied, w<>‘ have u brad’ cotiiitKaU to make, and tiuit is, to say 
m tlic words of an old and pious \vritc‘r, that his proceeding was 

a clear case in seaah vinity- * e tlo not li'cl ealh^d upon to 
carry it up into any ili'partnnait of transcendental ethics. 

Dr. Karris, in a note on tlai .snhjt'ct of impressment, alter 
ref(‘rrni2' to some of the nej;()tia(ions of tlui American and Hri 
tisli governments ujion tlte subject, adtls - 

Althovit^h the w.ir ecnifcTred ^reat heneiit'-? on thi*> country, in 
awalcenin;Lj a pmper national spiiit— in provinij^ (he irrent iiiiportanre ot 
a navy a^ a means ot national defence- in showui':^ oiir ability to repel 
inariliine aii^i^resMons, still it tailed in compelling (lrt‘ai Rriluin formally 
to tihiindoii her otfeiisice claim to her ‘li^lit ol search.’ 

“ 'f he interests of both nations and the can^e of humanity leipiire that 
the claims of each should tie amicably adjusted by a timely negotiation, 
before events should recur to call into action a practice to which 
thousands of our citizens have been victims, and wlindi uur honour, 
interest, and sovereic^nty, will compel ns to rc'^ist to the last extiernity. 
If th c settlement of die ‘pr})iri})lf was important in the days of Mr. 
JefFer.>on, it is certainly not h‘>s ^o at this tnme” p. 2d. 

Although the claim has not, it is trucj been foriiially re- 
tjounced by fh’cat IJritam, has not, we would ask, the question 
been aidnally and virtually sellltMl ? With great rcsjiect for the 
wisdom and alulity ofthc^ various statesmen by whom this (jiies- 
tioii has liecn discussed, w(^ hold that tlie best and most sue cess- 
fid negotiation on the subject, ht^caiise producing most of a 
result, lias been tliat wluch, with little regard to the superfluity 
of courtesy which div^-tinguishes diplomacy, was held upon the 
open sea. What has been accom|ihsluid I It lias boon shown 
that the country Avill deem as adcMpiatt^ cause for war the 
impressment of her citi/i ns, whether naturalized or native', from 
Ik'i* ships. It lias been shown, in the second jilat'o, tliat the 
country can send forth a navy able to compete with the first 
maritime jiower in tlie^ worhl. Now wliat more is needed ! 
Siqipose England involved m a Euro|)(‘an war, tlie only con- 
tingency in wliich she would have occasion to renew her claim 
to impress from onr vessels ; and does it come within the range 
of reason, that she would seek to gather up a few seamen at the 
certain cost of multiplying her enemies, and enlarging the 
splitue of licr hostilities The question was really settled by 
the reputation whicli our navy gained during the late war, and 
is not likely to be disturbed so long as the country is true to 
itself and the navy sustains its ''character. Whenever, by

A naval C()mmand(!r may somt'tnues find himsell' m 
controversies that do not com<‘ exactly^ within Ins projier pro- 
fessional sphere- -cases not anticipated m ins mstrnctions, and 
in which neither chart nor compass will guld(^ him. fSot only 
the honour of tlie Hair, hut the rights and interests of individuals 
may l)e at stake. The kiiowl(*dge of some l(*ading jiriiieijiles of' 
international law may be of iniportanei* to him. hut mon than 
tliat it is neither necessary nor d(\sirahl(* t(>r him to aim at. (n 
siiefi emergencies wo would commend a naval ofliec'i* to liis 
own judgment- to liis own sense* of jiistieec and of* propriety'. 
But let him not seek to fortify himself by (‘itafions from Vatlel 
and Puffeiidorf and J?ynk(irsboek. It is a sorry siglit that ~ a 
sailor among bis law books ! It would lie better wisdom for 
him to hold sweet counsel with the gmm(*r. If liis dithcnlties 
continue or increase, let him overhaul tlu* annaiiunit and 
practise the crew at the guns. Tf th<* (piestiou ho is called ujion 
to discuss be esjiecially perplexing — if lu* should find himself 
more and more involved in the dark - he will he rather inoie

13unai>.ir(t‘. Jle considi'ia'd it neci-^sary lo maki* every exertion to ap- 
pi-ase the anger ol the Ottoman Porl<*, and thus avi'rt die (diastisemcnt 
w’hich he so imwh doMded. Oaplain Ihunlnidge ohlaimal an interview 
with th»‘ tley, ami express< d Ins regret tlpat he could not comply with 
his rerpK’si wndiout violating Ins orders. Thr* dey intimated to him that 
he must recolh’ct, the ijigate w'as sullicientl y in Ins puwa*i to compel an 
ohedienci' to ins demaruN. Jhnnhridge. supported by Jlichard O’Bri^ui, 
the Ameriiani consul, wdio had been at a foimer period a prisoner at Al- 
giers, a sagacious and inlelligent man, ami Avell acquainted with the 
policy of this legency, made a spirited remonslran(;e against this arbi- 
trary ])roeedure, whicli was so revolting to Ins feelings, and which vio- 
lated every [irinriple of national law\ which, however, had no elTect, as 
di deli'rmined purpose of the relentless baibariaii remained unaltered. 
Anchored under the halteries, escape was inipossihlc, and as vengeance 
was thr(*atened in case liis requisition was furtlier opposed, and as a 
valuable unprotected trade was in danger, it ^vas thought prudent to yield 
to his arbitrary demands, (kaptam Ikiinbrnlge has stated, in the sub- 
joined vxtiiicl ofa letter, iJic reasons which inlluenced Inin to pursue this 
course.

Whatever 
temporary effects it may have had favourable to our interests, 
the indignity is of so serious a nature that it is not nnjrossihle 
that it may be deemed necessoryn on a fit oeeasion, to revive the 
subject. Viewing it ni this light, (lie president wdshes that 
nothing may be said or done by yon, that may nmu’eessarily 


^ In a letter dated Algiers, Sih of ATarch, 1817, aflrlres<^ed to a naval 
officer in the United States, it is stated that a i^rifi^h frigate was placed 
at the disposal ofOmar, Dey of Algiers, to carry a minister and piesents 
to Constantinople, with a view of conciliating the Ottoman government, 
which his predecessor had* offended. It appears, then, that the dey was

of rcasonin<^ : the ri^al fault (consist(‘d in turmshing th<' jinmiises 
of the ur<;ument. 

It is jierliaps to h(' la'grctted that I^r. Harris lias not inscjrled 
in the Mianoir the letter addnjssed to Uajitain liamhridire by 
Air. D'llrien, tin.; Anunical consul, winch maybe considered as 
th(' most (*oiiij)l(’te statement and vindication of tlie liansaction.

1 observed to the* d(‘y, that ih(' captain or consul 
had no oiders nr jiower, which, in any respects, could justify us in a(*qui- 
escin^^ m his demand, that Avithout the orders of the United JSlates w^c 
could not do any such thing, that having no orders we could make no 
responsibility, that the (',aptain could not protect his property against 
the Portuguese or Neapolitans, that your orders were to return to the 
United Slates, and by orders you could only defend your ship against 
French corsairs. The dey did not seem satisfied with these explanations; 
that shortly after I repeated nearly the same objections on this business 
to the Algerine prime minister. 

On the ‘^Gth ult. the dey sent for me and the British consul, and 
asked me if I Avas still determined not to acquiesce in making responsi- 
hilitv and carr\^ing amha'^^ador and pre^onts. 1 again repeated all 
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the ar^iiineiit.'. whh*}i I ni.'ule of on th<‘ isfh nit. and luUh'd, r«s thib 
vessel heloiii^ed to lln^ rruv(M’iiim*nt of the UnitiHl States, and \v»‘ tniviiu; 
no fixed ])eaetM_)r treaty with tlie Italian states, or u il h the inland seii^oior, 
thai this ship and erew w't»nld he iiiaviny >inLriihir pu dj< ament In L'oini^ 
to Constantinople* on the biisun*^, »)| ilu* ie<_rency, \vi* ha\ i ni; ikj am- 
hassudor (^r e.onsiil at thes»‘ [ilaees. The d«‘\ atiswcaed, p,i *.sn)nately , 
that these were all exc n^'es^ that tnher natnnis had lendenMl Algiers the 
like favours, hut that it’ tlie Idritish eoiisul xvould promise t’aithlully that

and if this tavoiir Wtis not acquiesced lo, In* kneve Avhal to do, ih.il other 
nations f’leipiently ilid it, and in* r‘onld see no reason or motive whieh 
sliould prevt'iit me, on Hie pait ot tin* Cnited Stal'-s, aeipin'sem^^ lo the 
reipiesi, 

*0 ai;ani repeated to ihe iley lliat 1 or tin* captain eoiild maki* no 
r(*s[)onsil)ility on tin* part of tin* (Anted States, tiial Ave eoiild not linnk 
his property safe under the Ainerieaii lla^ from tin* eaptuie of Ins ene- 
mies, that the ship sailed dull or lu‘avy. th.it it was war time, a thousand 
dilliculties iini^hi happ(‘ii. I’ln* dey hastily observ(*(l that (iod was 
^r(‘at, that all Avas on Ins head, that all dilhcuhies wmild In* 'Surmounted. 

“ I ai^ain declared that I or the ca])lain had no orders Avlnch Avonld in 
any respeet justify onrsi'lves lo aeriuiosee. The dey^ said In* would 
justify ship siionld p> r forrf\ and that avp had no 

alternative* hut do him this favour, that Ins mind and Ins ministry's 
Avere soured against the British, and that on this account he rf*jeeted 
the I'Jritish >hip, and Avould insist his request should hr* complied with. 

“ The dey said he would send his fla^ lo the marim* to be hoisted at 
the mast head of the American ship, I an‘*'A\^ered 1 Avas very sorry 
on account of his determination, and AvithdrcAv ; Averil and explained 
to the prime minister all that had pa*^sed or was said on this business 
])et\veen the dey and me. 

‘‘ The prinif* minister observed that the dey’s mind Avas so positively 
fixed and determined on* this affair, that there would be no alterii.ative 
hut to comply, to prevent *^reater eviK, reminding me of several overt

‘U\t two I* M. we weie in tiu* prosern'e (,| the d(*y, ami stated all 
tliose (1 ilheu It le-., and all our foinnn* ohjet^tions ; that wi* had no orders^ 
could not jii'tijy ourselves, and could make no responsihiiily . Tin* <ley 
ohseived tliat tlu'ri' was no alternative hut to comply ; that m dome: 
iiiin this favour lie never would tm’i^et it on the part of the United 
Slates, and that wlien In* did inn] would fori^et him; lliaL he would 
vviife to the <^o\(*rnment of tin* United States on this hiisme", of his 
malvincr this demand, and assnn d Captain llamhndi^e and me that the 
United Slates would la* highly pleased at the (‘onduet of the eonsul anrl 
commaiulaut m obli:»in^ (he (l(‘y and r<*^eney aofiei'ahle to (he request 
he made to ns as a lavi.ur from the United States. \\'e ohscnveii to tin* 
dey ih.it (hi'' was a ti)r<*ed hu-me^s, that under this idea, and for Iht' 
safely of his pii'senls, it would he better that his ilai; should In* hoisted 
at the fore-topirallanl masthead than the mam. d'In* d<*y declared 
he ilul iH)t \V(dl know this business, hut that those ai tin* marine knew 
tlie eiistom; lie believed it was at the in:i.in. 

On tins w'e w(*nt to the marine, told tin* <jfeneral of tin* niarnn* that 
if th/s United Stall’s ship should haul down her pennant, and hoist the 
Alii:erfn<* llai^ at (he mam, that said ship, agreeable to oiir laws, was out 
of commission, and wonhl not In* considered as a jiuhlic ship of the

a great passion, swoie th.at tlie prripo^^ition and idea Avas made as an 
evasive jiretenee. that tin* ships of w;ir of Spam and Ui.mcr* .-ind other 
nations, had acqmescrjd to hoist the Algetine (lag at tin* mam, that it 
was hy the Hag being hoisted there that Ifie mission was known and 
announced at Algiers and ( ’ui’siantmo])h*. I explained to you, sir, that 
it was the custom, as I havi* seen and known, that the French and 
Spanish slops of war, going on the like missioii, hoisted at Algiers and 
('onstantiiiople, the Algi’rme Hag at the mam, that ai sea lie wore his 
pennant and was mon* his own masit*r. On this you ohs(*rvcd, it being 
a forci'd business, that if ilu're was a right to acquiesce to om* point, 
there was no alternative but by the same rule to acquiesce to the other, 
relative to the Hag.

f'aptain Hainhri(lq('‘s ollicial r(*(’Kption nn his return (n tin* 
I hiited States: - 

“From Alicant, C'aplain Hambndae leturned to tlie Ignited Staler; 
after which he proceeded to the seat of aev(*rnrnent, and rcfiorted him 
sell in ])(*rson to tlie presidt'iit, detailed lu him all the ddfi(‘ulties aaainsl 
which he had to contend, and Avas gra tilled to learn from him that his 
conduct received his approbalion, and even commended him for tin* 
‘ judicious and skilful manner in which he had di‘>ehaiaed his dulit*^, 
while under the pressure ot such ombarvassiiig cireunisiances.’ 

“ The huiniliatina condition in Avhicli Captain Ihiiiibnd^o was placed, 
arose out of the feeble policy of our government, in stipulating to pui 
chase an immunity from insult to our citi/ems, and spoliations on our 
commerce, by paying ah annual tribute to barbarians, wliom it could 
have readily controlled by force. There is no oth(*r way of giving 
complete protection to our citizens, and to our property atloal, than by 
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the cannon’s mouth. Doar-bnii^ht expeiimrc has ])rov"C(l the utter fal- 
lacy oi’ J\lr. .leirerson’s schetne of pi es(*rvini,^ jM'ncc, by puisuiii" a pacific 
and upiiijlit [)olicy towards all nations. The point is now settled, how- 
ever, lliai nj)thinf^^ less tlian an (‘xhibiinm ol' l(nee, and a willin"nf‘ss 
to exei(‘isf‘ It, can maintain, uminpan e(|, oni national lights ami dig-

On Monday, Octoher tin' thirty -fii^t, at nine o’clock, A. At., hmng 
about six or M'ven leagues to tin* easiwnul of Tiipoh, willi the wind from 
the east, discovered a sail in shori*. I imiiusliaKdy made sail m chase, 
and about ten, bmng witbin random shot, and ])i'iceiving ^he was armed, 
began firing into her (rom the first and second division of the larboard side. 

The chas(' and fire weie eontmned until half-pa^-t (deven, during 
which time the deep-sea and hand lead were kept cmistantly going, with 
icgular soundings from seven to ttm fathoms; hauling oifand on aceord 
ingly. At this limo, it appearing evident that we euuld neither lun the 
chase on sliore, nor cut licr oli f’lum the Iiarhom of Tiipoli, then distant 
about thret* or four miles, ordeis wore given to drop the foresail, wdiich 
had been brailed up a little before, port the helm, givi' up the (‘base*, and 
haul off fcliore 3 but in-^lcad of d',-f*peniug our wati r, as we bad ev(*ry 
reason to expect from the preceding circumstances of the cha^e, and 
from the form of the coast, it suddenly shoaled from eight to seven, and 
six and a half fathoms. I’lie helm was mstanliy ordered bai d-a-port, 
and the yards sbaip braced 3 but scaicidy was the order issued, before the 
ship struck, ami run on a reef of rucks, urinl there wnis not above fourteen 
feet water under her foro-chaimels ; her draft, before striking, being 
eighteen and a lialf feet aft, and her velocity betwia n se\ en and right 
knots, 'riie sails were laid a-back, and the foiwaid gun> run aft, in 
hopes of backing her off, wbicli not producing the desired ellect, orders 
were given to stave the watei in the hold, and pump it out, throw over- 
board the lumber and heavy articles oi eMuy kind, cutaway tbiNanthors 
except the larboard bovver, and throw over all th(' guns, I'xcept a few for 
our defence against the enemy’s gun- boats, Avhicb, by this time, had 
taken a station on our larboard quarter, and commenced firing upon us. 
These orilers were executed with alacrity and despatch, while the fire 
of the gim-boals was returned with spirit from the few guns which were 
brought to bear upon them. Owing to the situation of the »hip and 
position of the enemy, only a few carronades and the stern chasers 
could be used ; for which purpose the stern was cut away. During 
these defensive operations, the ship drove higher on the rocks, and 
careened so much, as to render the guns almost entirely unmanageable, 
and at half-past six she fell over on her broadside. As a last resource, 
the foremast and main-lopgallar.t-maNt were cut away, but wnthont any 
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beneficial eflect, and the ship remained a pmfeiM wreck, exposed t(; the 
eonstant fireoflhc ipiii-boats, which cniild not he letuiin'd. 

“ A council of oliiciM'. was calh*d, who di*cl:ued that ecery' possible 
means had been us(‘d, that itej^moiilv could devi^(\ to i;(‘t tlu' ''liip olV, 
and that there ^v.ls no lonirci- any pnssil)h> hepe ol s.i\!nii her. T\> '^tiikt' 
to any foe was inoitily ^n^^ [)ur to yield to an unciyiii/ed, baibarnus 
enemy, w ho W'(U(‘ objects ol c<)ntempt, was [iuuui;atini)^. To lay as a 
tari^et lor them to lu<' at, and by a \ain paouhi of una\ai!ini^ eouraire, 
wantonly saciiliee the lives of biave imui, wa^- <in«‘l, .ind could not hr* 
Justified on any princijde of war or hum.inity. Alter inamie dehhera 
tion, havmi^ been e^p(»v(‘(i for mote fliau livt* houis to ihe lii»‘ ol (In* l^uii- 
boats, It was unanmiou>l\ a:^ie(*d that the only allemauve wa< to liaul 
down the eohairs ami ,uirr('mh‘r, after ha\ m:^ ihroun oxmbiMid all the 
small arms, lloat(*d tin* iriai^a/im*, and scuttled tin* ^hip. 

At four (/('lock the jl.m wa^ stiuck, and, miiuedia ((‘ly alter, the 
ship w’as surrounded with the rmemv’s u^un-ijoat". ami other small cralt. 
Our eloihiiii^ was all packed up, ami hopes woua* entm tamed (d j>reser\'- 
11114 them; hut aliout suu^(*t. jio^scv.,!,)'! u-is taken (d the fnir.ite, when 
sin* w'as entered at (‘v« r^ jioit, <md an imiis* imiinate pliimle; liu.k place. 
'The sw ords, epauh'ts^ watches, jioc'kei trinket-,, mone\. and almo'-t (*very 
raij^ of chjthiuir. we re taken Iroiu tin* olliceis ; t‘V(‘n tin* (uavats round 
th(*ii necks, and outride ip'irm(*nt''-

dearly beloved Susan; and an apprehension, which constantly haunts 
me that I may be cerrsured by my countrymen. Tliesc impressions, 
which are seldom absent from my mind, ai't as a corroding canker at 
mv heart. So maddened am 1 ^ometime^ by the Avotkiugs of mv irnagi- 
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nation, that I cannot rcrraiti from cxclaimini^ that it would have been a 
mercMlul ili^[)(*ns ition ol Pto\ id(*ii('e if my ln‘ad liad btjeu ^hut oil' by ilie 
enemy, while our ve^^^cl lay roliiULT on tlu* ruck'^?.

spo<*t towards any (^ihj hut the tourth auditor in (pu'stion, Mr. 
Kendall. In a iew days he was informed hy the head of the 
departin(?nt tliat lie was sui)ersed(‘d m liis eommaiid ol iIkj 
P hiladcilphia station, without any slateUKiUt of tini reasons lor 
the* removal. Such an allair, iinim|)ortanL as it is in inaiiy 
r(isp(icls, may siu*ve to sliow an ebb m the tidi'ol ollicial tt^elm^'. 
^riiat the Jiead of one of the executive d(^j)artnionts should deem 
it better to sacri/ice a vahiahio and distinguished oflicer lor tlui 
pur[)ose of fostering tlnj growing ])ower of* one ot his own 
subordinates, was one of the circumstances which indicated that 
the government of the country had passed into ditforent hands 
fronUiiose whicli had- directed it for a series of years. AVitiiout 
any aequainlanco with the teclniical principles oi’ the auditor's 
decision, we eamiot avoid rogardinu* it as a stroke of that mise- 
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rablfi }>()licy wliieii wt>ul(l c<Ml^^ld(’r a few dollars well saved hy 
lln^ al)iitv‘j)j(MiL oi" an cM(iiita!jle aiul lou:^-Naij<‘ti(ua'd usage, and 
at the exjxaise ot the le(‘hngs oi’ au honouia^d veteran. We do 
iu)t [u'eteiid to disguise our susjiieions <)f that system of j)olitical 
tactics which ignorantly mistakes or wilfully ri'preseiits the 
devic(\sofa })altryand jll-jndgi'd parsimony fora plan of jiraisi*- 
worthy and hoiiourahle economy. After all it will he the ofiici^ 
ot some luture impartial liistouaa to scrulinize not only the 
l(}admg ]>rincipl(is ot' policy, lint the minuti^ practice of every 
administration, and we do not aspire to anticipate the judgment. 
It may he lound that tii(‘re is a mock righteousness which 
strains at gnats and swallows (‘amels. It may hi', found tliat 
petty savnigs are soiiK'times proclaimed horn the hous(‘top, 
while the treasure is sU^Un out Irom th<‘ vault. It may lie 
touud lliaL vam hahhliugs and h^iaslmgs of economy art', the 
artilices lu Wlllldiaw atlealluu ftom wholesale, uxtravaganco, 
and prolligate, and visionary schemes of hiiance. It may he 
found that, at some, pin uHl of our national existence, the jieople 
have irntrusti'd their interests to giuudians whom the historian 
will not lie ahlc better to descrilie tlum in th(' phrase of the old 
adage, that tliey were “penny wise and ])oinid foolish." 

Tiie extracts which we have had ('ceasion to make from this 
volume mays('ivi‘ as favonrahh^ s[)(*emi(‘iis of 1 )r. Harris's style 
as a hiogra[)her. Ills chief aim, as staled ui tiie preface, was 
“ to draw ajilam and faithful narratives ol' the prominent events 
ot the liie of ( 'ommodore Iknnhridgc." d'he work is composed 
ill an iniassiiming* s(yl<‘, whieii is m pertecl accordance? with 
tile antlior’s intention, and has also the merit oi' leaving n))oii 
the mind of tlie reader a vt^ry distinct imf)ressi()n of the cha- 
racter of the subject of the Memoir. The volume closes with 
the following portraiture, which bears all the marks of exact 
fidelity, and, while oe'casionally manifesting some symptoms of 
professiomd trains of thought, is indicative of the hiograp}i<?r’s 
long lamiliarity with his topic, and his ability to do it justice: — 

“ Commodore Bainbiidge wa^ about six feel in stature, and had a 
finely modtdled and masrulinc frame,, winch einiblt'd him to endure ah 
most any di'gree of t’aligue. His complexion was rather i«nr — his heard 
dark and strong —his eyes black, animat(*d, and expressive. Ihs de- 
portment was commanding - bis dres-i always neat and genteel, and 
though his teinf)eramenl was ardent and sometimes impetuous he* ctiuid 
iiuahfy It with the greatest courtesy and with I lie most attractive amenity. 

"^'The daring and commanding spiiit, which w;is equal to every 
emergency, enabled lum to meet any movement of dilliculty with 
more than orihnary confidence. lie was courageous, hut not rash, and 
had the power to inspire every one mound liim with the same feeling, 
lie had, besides, a degree of energy and moral elevation about him, 
which cau'scd him to seek rather than to avoid responsibility. When 
roused lie wa^ somewhat fierce and vehement ; but, like a summer cloud, 
the excitement would soon pass away, and all would be calmness and 
mildness.

In a <-on\ ersafion witii 
Imn retrardini^ liie system of Unror w tucii Oin-e prevailed in the public 
ships, hul li ol till' United Slati*'^ and < JhmI Ih itain, he rtanarked, that il 
was the f.iulL ol’^outhlnl ai dour, and rejoiced that he hail lived to alter 
and to ns>isi m clnini^nnir the lonner pra<‘ 1 nM\ lie ailded, on the ‘-anie 
occasion, that it was jiin'leclly idle to hope to mainlain inopei discipline 
on board a jj/o/t of \nir without 0(‘(M-.it)naI (iouujmL; ; but at the same 
tinu* In' kiH'W i‘ioni experumee llial its fiequem-y conhl and had been 
!4rt'atly dmiiiiislied. In many ease^, no doubt, ])oor .lack will deiive 
more advantas^e from an addie^s to bis reason tliaii to Ins baek. 

He was exeeial ini^ly caiid’nl of tin' lu'aitb ol Ins cii'vv^ and would 
<*b('“rftilly and jimmptly 'olopl anv sound suo-i^t'-^f ion fiom the meduMl 
t)(lleer oi’ tin* ship, that would coiUnlmte to this end. He wa^ always 
paititmlai ly anxioiis to protei'f Ins men irorii unnecessary lahoin, and 

(lio-.e harassiiiLT duinw wliich always oroalo (lissatisractinn, uitliutil 

aecomplishnn^ an ('<(invalenl e^ood. 

''’Tin* AVI Iter has heard him rimiaik. that in Iliads men are wa)riied 
and e\hanst(‘d by a spuit of rivaliy vviiieli i> eneonr.ej^ed amon;^ ilie 
crews of tin. dillcient ships. He has seim men so exhaU'.ted and lieated 
by a violent eiloit at the cap>l<m in vvee^lniu; anchor, that in a cold eli- 
inale if has proved the excitinir caiisi' of catarrh, and in a warm one of 
lever. He w ris, tlieictore, in tin* [iractn'e <if din'i'tnn^ hl^ olliiu'i's to 
allow the crew to woik m moderation, unles-> impenous eii enmstances 
demanded an op])osiie i‘ouis(‘. 

“ He was so i(*markahle for ins indiisliy tluU In* never seemed dis- 
closed to e\eiis(‘ idleness III others. Ills inoiniiu,^s weie usually ocen{)n*d 
HI Ills (‘ahin in readini; or Avrjtin^', e,\ei*pt Avlieu called to the deck on 
duty, or for exercise. 

‘-He Ava:> always hospilabh*, and did the duties of tin* table with an 
iinaliVcted graci* ; s(‘Vi*ral of his yound olIu*a*rs, accoi diii'd to the ”ood 
old sociable custom, dined with him almost i-very day. 

‘•tie conciliated the esteem of almost every one with Avliom lie asso- 
ciated, and seldom, if ever, losi it. He may have had enemies, as few 
men of decided characters arc without them, yet certainly no one liad 
inori* or warmer friends. 

“(amimodore Hambndj^e thought soundly and ra]iidly on most stdi- 
jects, hut often experienced some ddliculty m expressin^^ himself, parti- 
cularly when speakiiii^ m that tone of vehemenci* in which lie sometimes 
indult,n*d. He would occasionally lose Ins (‘(pianiiniiy of teinjier, nor is 
this to be Avondert'd at, when avc roiisider the counties > annoyances to 
vvliieh a commaiuler at sea is exposed. 

‘Who can be wise, amazed, lenijierate and furious, 

Loyal and neutral, in a monmnt V 

“ He never, bowt'ver, lost si^bt of the lu'rfect gentleman ; if he di*eim*d 
it necessaiy to reprove an ollicer, however slioiu; tlie provocation, In* 
would relieve him from duty, invite him into his cahin, and say to him 
privately whatever hedeemeil the nature oi tin* Dlfence demanded. 

“Commodore Bainhrill'^e did not make a public profession of relii^ion, 
but be always entertained a profound veneration for it, and expressed a 
deep disgust lowaids those who treated this sacred subject sliglitingly. 
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“Ills exrcllciit widow hits infoniied the writer that slir iie\rr knew 
liim lo reliie lo re't, without liisi oiroriiiif 'ip a I’eiveiil pra\t’i lo his 
(Jod. DiiMiiLt hi' List illness he I’leijiienlly called on his aepliew^ the 
Uev. John M’Lean, to pray for and witli him. 

“ h'or a lew years lieforo hi^ death, his Miirerintfs heeame so severe 
that he was ohlii^ed to take opiiiin, ether, and other aiitisji.isinodies, to 
stjeli an e.xlent as to seriously all'eet his nervous system. So yreat was 
the alteration in the mind and eharaeter of this lonu admired ollieer, that 
ills iViends ohsorved the eliaime with leurei and disi|iiielnde. The 
dashin;;, warm-hearted, "eneroiis, ehivali'e eommauder ol lornier times, 
lieeame oarriilons, iiritahle, and in a "reat deifree withdrew rrum the 
society of which he had lieeii loni; the life and ornament. 

“The firmest mimU and sweetest disposiiiuus, are not exempt IVom 
this fati, when the nervous .sy^lem heeomes ihi' se it of dise,ise. IJolm”- 
hroke eorieetly rernaiked, that ‘the i^reatest heio is nothini; when under 
a certain stale of the neives; his mind hecomcs like a line rimf of hells, 
jangled and out of nine.’'’ ])p. :Jld — 1*^.

“During my intei view' with the pacha, although my conversation and 
attention we*re directed towairds him, J could not he*lp remaiking parti 
cularly his dragoman, Nuhar Bey, IJe Avas an Armenian, pe'fiiaps a 
year or two over thirty, Avith an olive comjilexion, and a countenance 
like marble. He stood up before us, about lialf way hefw(*en the pacha 
and me, his calm eye; fimdy contrasted Avith the* roving and unsettled 
glances of the pae'ba, a perfect picture of indiflerenee, standing like a 
mere machine to translate AAmrds, Avilhuut seeming to comprehend or 
take the least interest in their import ; and though J had been particu- 
larly lecorninended to him, he diei not give me a single glance to inti- 
mate that he had ever seen me before, or cared ever to see me again. 
He W'as an ambitious man, and Avas evidently acting, and acted well, 
a part suited to an Eastern court; tin* part necessary m his responsible 
and dangerous position, as the depositary of important secrets of govern- 
ment. He Avas in high favour Avith the pacha, and when 1 left was in a

My 
huatm{ 3 n w'cre all liiero. They were inv servants "aid the rai<\ and 
were hound to follow^ me every where. As I W'as a hiank. and, as "Ueli, 
<'xp<*cti‘d to pay U-n limes as much as anv one' eKc, [ liad the la'st phu'e 
in the hath, at (lie head of the i^reat re-eivoir ot‘ !ioi watu*. My white 
skin made me a rnaiketl ohje<*t aiiiouix tin* swarthy li'-Cines lyuiLi; Juound 
me; and hall a do/eu \)1 ihe opeialivt's^ lank, hon\ lellow^s, and pt r- 
leetly naked, eame n[) and claimed me. 'I'hev siuileil ii amone ilnun- 
selves^ how'ever, aiul iifave the iiri’lercmce to a dned np old nr.in, mon* 
ihan siKty, a ])erl(‘et liviiii!^ skelelon, wdif) h.id hemi mor*^ than forty 
years a sciuhher in (lx* hath. He t(/ok me thiou^h lln‘ hml pron^ss of 
luhhinq; with the :j^lo\e and brush ; and haviUL^Mhiown over im‘ a copious 
ablution of wuiriii water, lel’t me lo rtM’over al leisure. I lay <'u tlie 
marble that formt’d th(^ liordcrul the leseivoir, onI\ iwu or (luce mclics 

ahovr* the surface’ »)f the W’atc’r, inlo wdiich 1 jnit m\ hand and found it 
excessively liot ; hut th<‘ old man, satislied willi his c\ciiion in ruhhini,^ 
me, sat on tin* edi^e of the reservoir, A\ith liis feel and h’-^s liaiiLrim^ in 
the water, with every appearam*e of snlisfaotion. Ihcst-nily Ik* sluj oj]’ 
into tile water, and sinkin<T up to his dim, remained so a moment, drew 
a lone; brealli, and seemed to look around Inm witli a fediii’^ ofe’omfort. 

I iiad liardly raised mysi’lf on my elhow’ to h)ok at tins pticnomeriun, 
lielbie a iine hrawmy fellow^ avIio had been lyim^ for soriu’ tirm* torpid by 
my side, rose slow ly, slid olf likea turtle, and rontmued sinkini^ until 
he too had immersed himself up to his chin. I expres^od to him my 
astonishment at his ability to enduri’ such heal, hut he told me that lie 
was a boatman, had been ten days eominf^ uj) from C.'airo, and was 
almost frozen, and his onh n’f^n’lwas that the w'ater w'as not much hot- 
ter. Tie had hardly answered me before another and another followed, 
till all the dark naked fie^ures around me Jiad vinished. By tlie fitful 
i^limmeririir of the little lamps, all that 1 could see xvas a })arcel of 
sliaved iieads on the surface of the water, at rest, or lurnini^ slow’ly and 
iiuietly as on pivots. Most of them seemed lo he enjoy iiiji^ it with an ail 
of quiet dreamy satisfaction ; hut the man w'ith whom I had spoken first, 
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seemt'il to ho o:m u“d ht'yoiul tlio hounds of IMussulnnin :;iavity. It 
opcrntod njM)n him liki‘ ;i muid dinnor; U nnidi' him lo(|iiacioii nnd iio 
uiifod me to (’(Mile 111 , nay, ho i'\tai ljo<*.mio hulioksoun* ; and, makniL; a 
lionvy ^iirij<’, Ihicvv a laiL»o liodv of tin* walor ovi'r tin' maihh' on wliioh 
I was lyim^.

In I'aet, the w ml hy hntler of L\a\ eimw ood eon hi not have stood in tin* 
hall of Ills master m the days ot its i^lor\ , hetdie tlmndei hi olo' ehm.i and 
soured hutteriinlk, wath more sober and eoijs<-imis du'mly than did Paul 
stand on llie deek ol’my hoal to leeiuve ii'. A load was removed fiom 
my heart. I kiuwv that my ea'edit was savi'tl, and 1 led the way wath a 
proud ste]) to my little ealdn. Still I aski'd no ipu'-tioiis. and made no 
apoloi^ies. I simply told my eompaiiioiis u e W'eie ni IbiuTs hands, und 
ln‘ Would do with Us as seianed to Inm ttood.

TIn'y wer(‘ d(*tcnuiiied 
to stand liy Paul to the l<ist, and \\v laid in the macaroni pate with as 
much vigour as if we iiail not alieady eaten a sjieep. Paul wound us 
lip and pa(‘ke([ us down with pancakes. I nevei J:new a man that did 
not like jiancaki's, or who couhl not eat them (‘\en at the tail of a niiglily 
<linm‘r. And now’, feeling that luipiiy "(“iisalion of 1 *uI!h*'-s wdiieh puts a 
mail aho\ e king-, princes, oi ])ach.is, we lighted our long pipi*s and 
smokt'd. ()iir slomaeiii'- were lull and our liearK wane open. 'Talk ol*

‘•The poor are rominonly said to he irnj)i (>\ idrnt : and ( hild -nntli, hy 
all accounts, fail(.'d to manage liis scanty tinarje^'s with tlie ('are lliat Ins 
necessities required — an iinprudrnt benevolence, as it wcaild serin, to 
distressed object's pioviiiL^ the cause of serious Hi(‘ouveni(mcr to Inumell. 
Illustrative of this point of character, Mi. h^dwsnd MilK, ot Mount 
Prospect m lloscoiinnon, his relative, and who entried •■(jlh'f.ie ahuiit 
two years after him, fold a ludicrous sloiy wlmdi, though ohviou^(y 
exaggerated, may have had some foundation in truth. He was a pro- 
fes'/^d wit and punster, and therefore the anecdote probably lost nothing 
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in Oh* ruination; it ina^ likewise* owe somethiiii^ to the* wlum of the 
poet, Avhose huiiioiir was sonietiine^ sufficiently broail and practical. 

“Mills, whose I’auiily in Uoscoruniori was opulent, posses'-ini( a hand- 
some all(»wan<*e at the univ'ersity. occasionally furni hed his relative 
Avitli siiiall ^uj)[»lies, and rn'qnently invited him to liri'ak fast. On heini^ 
snminoned on one occasion to this repast, he dei'lared liuni within to the 
messeni,o‘i* his inahilily to rise; ami that, to miahle him to do so, they 
must come to his asNistanei*, hy rurcini^ o[)e“n llie door. 'This wa-^ ac<‘oid' 
ini^ly done by Mills; wdio found his cauisin, not ini lii'^ bed, but literally 
in It — liaviiipc ripped ])art ot the ticking and iimner^ed himself in the 
feathers, liom wdneh situation, as allegial, he lound difficulty in extri- 
cating hmiself. Hy his own account, iii cxplaiiittion of this strange 
scene, aft(‘r the meniiiient which it occasioned had suh^idi'd, it app(*ar(*d 
that, wliile strolling in tin* <uhuths the preceding evening, he met a poor 
woman with live, children, who told a pitiful story of her hu^haml being 
III tbe lin^pital, and lim^elf and oll-pring destitute of food, and of a 
place t.f sbelt(‘r for the night; and liial, being Iruiii llie countiy, they 
knew no portion lO Wlltim, until 1' SllClt Clieuilislaiieet, they < ouhi apply 
with hope of relief. d’b(“ a^rpeal to one ol bis sensitive dispiwitiun was 
iriesistibh* ; but, unforlunati ly, be liad no money. In ibis sihuaion he 
brought lier to the college gate, sent unt his blankets to i-over the 
wn*t<died group, and part of Ins elotbes in oidt*r to sdl loi their pii'si'iU 
siibsi^ience ; and, finding biinself cold dunug the night, lioni w'anl ui 
the usual covering, liad hit upon the expedient just leialed I’or supplying 
the place of his blankets.'’ p. Oli. 

H jiviog* abimdonod the iijiivorsily In* ndiirnod to Lissoy* tiiid 
dividi‘d his tinu*. for iihout two years, hedweini assisting Ins Iiro- 
(her Henry in (eacinng a school, visiting Ins tViiaids, tnid rural 
sports and oecnpadons. 'Idiis spofse(*nis to liavt* h(‘(ui d(M*ply 
iinprinfril njion his heart, and there to have been (dic*rished, 
transuiut(*d, and refined, willi the fondnt'ss, warmth, and fancy of 
a ])0(ff. He r(*enrs to it ihvongli hie, and d(*serih(‘s it in Ins let- 
ters and j)oeni wdtli all the g-low of poetical enthnsiasin. lint 
this ))lace and IJallymahon, to wliicli lie resorted for society, 
Avere. not distingnislied for the el(*gaiice and ndineineiit of th(‘ir 
iiihaintants. Celtic manners tmd pecnharilies prevailed to 

a great extent. mitigle<l with simplicity, pride, and hospitality. 
The jieople were marked with that iirnoranco whiclt resnlts from 
little intercourse with strangers; and, lM‘ing deji'ctivi' in (‘dnea- 
tion, tltey lield literature in contciiipt. "t'et, from the native

Poor ( ioldsinith, not witlistandini;- Ins inensisim^ n'pntation 
as a writer, was still not exemjit I'roin the visitation of jH'ciniiary 
distress, lie ovvanl a di^ht, and wais cnily saved jVoin jiiison 
hy the triendly inlm [jositioii of Johnson. 'V\\c MS. ol’ Ins 
laichantnii^ novel, tlu; Vicar of Wakel’a'ld, which Johnson sold 
for ,COO, removed the appreliension of duress, h'or some cause 
the nov(‘l was sn})pri*ssed by the Ijookseller, for two yc^ars alua' 
the purchase. 

At this time, though popularly conf(\ssed to he one of tlu' first 
authors of his day, (loldsmith had not pnMished his nami’ in a 
tille-pai^fs 1 1(‘ reservcid snch an announcement lor a work upon 
which Jie mielit conliderUly rest his Jaiiu^. It Avas formally 
l)lazoncd for tlu' first tiling m connection with Ins 'traveller. 
'Pins ('pic was at once* n'coipnsed as tln^ olisprini^' of poet a* 
^(‘inus. Lv<'ry one telt, and almost (‘vi'ry <aie at'knowlodoi'd, 
the forci* <d its m<'r;t and tlie ixreatuess of its heanty. 'The 
com])lnnentary notices Avith wJiich it was liaili'd, hnv(' bciai 
indnstnoiisly collectc'd and a|>pnn'me'ly ([uotcnl hy A[r. Prior. It 
at oma' ('staiilislu'd IIk^ (a‘!<‘hrity of its author. In pei li'ct con 
sist(‘ncy with tlie characti'rof the ])o<'t, was the dedua-ition to his 
brother, a clere-ymaii whose livin<r Avas forty [lounds a year.’' 
Nnch a (k'partnre. ifom ordinaryprac’tice, tilled Ins contenijioraric's 
with snrpris('. A man of more (‘.alculation and less heart, would 
have son<rhl the jirelix of an dlustrions name to o;ive it passjiort 
and protection ; hut avIkuc interi'st and fi'oling- were diverse*, 
there was little Ix'sitation as to whicli to obey. One of tlie 
noAvspajiors of the day, in mentioning' various instances of dis- 
interested noliilily of action, cites Dr. (Joldsmith, Avlieii he 
dedicated his l)eautifnl poem, the Traveller, to a man of no 
<(rixiter income than X. h) a year." 

The admiration wliieli the Trav(*ller excited, would have 
mad(‘. Dr. (ioldsmith a i'ortniK^, if he* had been intlnenced hy 
the motives Avhieh ;^n>vern ordinary mortals. Sir J(_dm ITaAv- 
kins relates an instance of prolleved assistance, Avhich lie a(‘com- 
panies hy remarks in liis usual strain of unjust seventy; — 

‘ Having one day,’ says Sir John, ‘a call to make on the late Duke, 
then Earl, of Nortliuniberland, 1 found (Joldsniitli wailing for an au- 
dit nee in an outer room : 1 asked him what had brought him there; he 
told me, an invitation from liis lordship. 1 made my business as short 
as I eould, and as a reason mentioned that Dr. Goldsmith was waiting 
without. The earl asked me Avheiher 1 Avas acquainted Avith him ; I 
told him I was, adding what I thought likely to recommend him. 1 
retired, and staid in the outer room to take him home. Upon his coming 
out 1 asked him the result of his conversation — “TIis lordship," says he, 
“ told me he had read my poem (meaning the Traveller) and avus much

Mdie ll*rvour ol its ri*eepthm was 
chilled by the ajipea ranee ol f'alse |)(dicacy, hy^ Kellv, a. 
})Opultir drama of tluj tinu*, of the, sentimental east, knit now 
lorgotten. '^Idieni was nothiuG^ howi'va r, it wiiidd appear, that 
induced the friends of the ])oet to coiisahr it a tad me, as its 
humour was relished ; the bailiff sf'cmo, after ndrenchment, was 
liked, and Croaker was a decided favourite. On tlu^ first ni^dit 
of performaneo, when the baihif scene was hissed, th(i cha;rnn 
and mortilioation of tlic author were extreni<\ Mrs. Ihoz/i 
retails an anecdote which shows how much this child of nature 
was the sport of his sensiljuhtKjs. f'ew dramatic writers hut 
would have had as acute feelings as lie uiidm' the. same eir 
ciimstances. and still fewer tliat would not liavc sujipn'ssed 
their unreserved exhibition.

(dlovtu', (dmrchill, and < ‘rahhe, hut omits any reh naua; to tin? 
author of the Travtdler, Deserted Vjlla^i*, and Hermit. Perhaps 
(Joldsrnith may be ri‘ganled hy x\Ir, Southey as a minor or mdil- 
lertait poet, as ('owper si’oms to have consideriid l\)p(*, and as 
demned ( ’owpi.T. If .so, m the (hspmisatiou ot* po(‘ti'*al 
justici*, the poet-laureate himsidf may m his turn he ruthlessly 
divspoiled, hy an unspariuir iuiud, of those bloommi»' laurels whieii 
now cluster so proudly and thickly around him. 

It is to he rei^^Tclted that a man who was eapabh? of writinic 
the 'rravcller, Deserted V^illa^e, and so many otlier works of 
standard eminence, sliould have been obliged by tiie peniny 
of his ciren instances to hrin^ out productions so lame aud 
imperfect as the lives of jlolmgliroke and I^arnell. lie was 
sensible of the Oi^casuuial eHects of his liastiq aud wrote to 
Mr. Lau^'ton witli relereiiet! to it m tlu' folio wine- strain : 

‘‘ Ciod knows I am tired of this kind of timshiii^’, which is 
but l)un^»‘lmi^ work ; and that not .so mucli my fault as the fault 
of iny scurvy circumstances.'’ To .some one else lie observed, 
“ 1 must write a book, while you are pondering' over a word 
or a phrase.” 

After the biographies alluded to, came out in quick sueei’ssion, 
the humorous and admirable frjf.v Retaliatioti, and 

the Haunch of Venison, the latter addressed to liis friiqid, Lord 
(ylare, and a History of England in four volumes. Tliis His- 
tory, as well as that of Rome which preceded, and the History 
of (Greece which followed it, povssesses all the graceful attrac- 
tiveness of his style, aud the usual ingenuity of his rellectioiis.

Gejod-Natund Man/’ and “ «he‘ Stoojis to reineptcr,” were not 
in liarniony with the prede^minatmi^e- taste, hut w(‘r(; boldly 
de.siiJfnod to alteu’ its comjiU^xion. Shortly^ hcTore; the lat((*r play 
appeared, Cmldsmith, with a vienv to conciliate itie public, com 
posed an a;:(recal)le essay, entitled **A (’omparisou bclwcein 
Lan^diing' and Sentimental Come-dy^” 

The time of representation at last arrived, and what with die 
dampemner etfects of the manae-eds well-known stmtiments and 
all-pervad?n^ inliucnce, tliere was an evident anticipation of 
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iiiiscarrinijfc*. Hut the public were so stujiid as to i)o amiiscMJ, 
(‘xhila rat<Ml, and drlio-lut'd, lo a dt'^nn' l)(.‘yond iliti liopcs ot llai 
aiillior. In short, it was rc'coivcd with tin* ino"<t emphatic 
ajiplansc, and the thriM; nights of the poet yielded liim belwetai

'Jdier(‘ is no endow inenl 
of Providence, mental or pliysical, of a more dangnnous iiatnn^ 
than tJiis same quality of jgen ins ; nom* wdiieli is mon‘ likely to 
perish in the using-,’’ or to produce fruits utterly at variance 
with the promise early held out. Witliout lixc‘d princij>liis 
we speak not merely of morals hut of order, restraint and mo- 
deration— genius is a curse instead of a Idessing ; for its vagaries 
nurture tliose erratic and evil projiensities of man which are, 
unfortunately, too apt of themselves to run riot and lead their 
possessors into the wilderness of infidelity and liccntioiisn(‘Ss. 

It must not be supposed from these grave introductory rv 
marks, that we hold this author eeiisurahlc* for any «\\trcmfi ol 
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misa})plicd talent, or as havin;^ coritribLited any considerable 
([uanlity of food to the more depraved appctit(*s of bis iollow'^- 
men. On the contrary, until the above work Icil into our 
hands we liad seen nothinij to warrant such an opinion. It 
was only when we read MartiJi f'aber'’ tluat we bejran to 
fear that he was entieed from the only allowable reo'ions of 
liction- vve jncian thos(i when' attempts artj made through her 
agency to call into exc*rcise tlu^ b<gt<*r te(*lmgs of our nailin', by 
engaging our interest and (‘xeiling onr siaisihilities — and had 
hiiguii to descfaid mlo (he far lowiir and less la^uoiaabk' pro\ iiic(^ 
of leeding a depravi'd tasUi or ])an(lc*riug to the siaisual inclina- 
tions of man. Jn the ibrnier of these departmcaits l\lr. Simms 
had gamed a deservc'dly high rejmtation, and we anticipati'd, 
what we trust will yi't be the result, a gradual development of 
improvi'd and imfirovirig [lowers exorcised with a view to tin* 
exaltation ol'onr national literature and thti anudioration of onr 
national morals. 

We look upon ‘-Marlin Faber’ as an imitation not indeed 
without talent ot some (10SCri])U011 — of the bad (icrmmi sc'bool 
- -a school whose tastes and jirinciples are totally div(‘rsc from 
the healthy and nativi*. propensities of tlio American character : 
and one wtiich can never he po]ni)ar h(n*e unless it he nndnly 
fostered and encouraged, and invested in thi' gail) ot l>eanty by 
th<‘ industry of dazzling and misdirei-tixl tali'iit. Wii hold lliat 
no greater curse (‘Oiild btdall (an* land, jiarlicnlarly in the infant 
years of her literature, tlian tlie growth among ns of works of 
iiotioii of tluj (ierinan — ^we should rathm- say ^Sahutir — ordi'r, or 
thos('. of kindred parentage, the modern I^b'encli romanc(\s, tales, 
novels, dramas, or by whatever nami'. it is deemed proper to 
designate the appeals which are constantly made in lliat couiu 
try to th(‘, unholy promptings of corrupted nature. We would 
raise an early and imwearicd voice against the first approacli 
of this moral pcstilenci' — for such we regard it- and emphati- 
cally would we do it when the poison is scattered hy an anther 
of our own. 

The present is a second edition of this story. The first, 
published two years ago, was severely criticised, and Mr. 
Simms, in a laboured preface, socks to deprecate censure. His 
claims to originalityj which he a[ipcars anxious to establish, we 
are not disposed to controvert ; hut wc consider him — however 
sincere inay^ have been his design of rendering the work “purely 
morar’ — as utterly failing in the atU'inpt to reach this high aim. 
J.et our author leave tlie imitation of unworthy foreign models, 
and devote his admitted powers to some nobler and worthier 
object.

This is u book wliich w»‘ faniiot coiiimoiKl highly — nor 
slioukl we bo disposi'd to rocoiiiiiioiKl it at all to oiir K-adors.

“ b'rankenstoin.'’ 

We. do not dispute that Mrs. Slu'lb'y has produced a tale of 
iinicli intere.st, and one containing many passi^e.s <»!' ( onsidcr 
able i’orci' and beauty- but, as a whole, the moral lone ol her 
story IS not a he.dtliy one. and the .sentiincnls aic pailially 
false and mneh e.\'ae:ieral(Hl. Her hero is by no means a, 
natural I'liaracter; and a palliation is .illcm|)tcd for his oliiaicc, 
-—to ap|)ly to it no stronijer term- -which morality and justice, 
could neve)' approve. There is a slilliu'ss, too, about much of 
the dialoifiK' which does not e.xlnbit the practised writer and 
the trial of k’nlkner is heavily manag'd ; iiri'seninn.^ no sinking 
ineident, and not handled by one laniih.ir with Mich details. 

\VV; confess oiirsolvas lltil ovei imliil;;ent tosncli produeiious, 
nor do we wish (o see a last!' for tbi'in encouraged. 'I'hey 
illustrate no portion of history — develope no new views of 
hiiinan nature and conduce in no jurlUMilar to the advanci* 
nient of’rehoion or morals. 'To a mere woik (d lielion, having 
no referenee to either of tlu'se (‘iids, we are not ihsposid to 
accord our approbation ; even thoiui'h we may reeoynise the 
hand of talent m some of the jioftraiinres. 

./As compared, however, with her piior and most eeleiirated 
work, “ Franki'iistein," b'alkner e.xhihits e\ idenee of a hmhiy 
improved taste. Indeed, we n'o-anl the Ibrni'-r as one of the 
most dis^ustiiifi; productions in the lanonas'e. Ave pity the 
man, much more the irooMo, who could dwell u|ion such 
scenes with other leelin<(s than those <d loathnp;:: and horror 
'Phis novel is worse than any of Matnrm ; for these e.xhihit none 
of the coarseness and indelicacy which are inherent in such 
Htale as Frankenstein. It is htit dehasnnr die liiyh attribute 
of jreniiis to call the authorship ol such works any evidence td 
that ipiality. 

If Falkner, therefore, be a gradation in the piooress ol Mrs. 
Shelley’s mind, we hail it as a decided improvement, and wotihJ 
urge her to proceed in the labours of her jien.

"Tins immiier contains lour lives, idj well written, vi/.- those 
ol vSir Wllhaill PiUjiSj Israel Pnlnaui, iiinnelui Maria Davidson, 
and David Kitlenlioiisi'. bkich, ('xcept tlie, third, has an ajipro- 
jiriato dignity in its subjc^el. In regard to it \vi\ may remark,

We h avc regarded Mr. (Jooper in most of his late works as 
merely playing with his iin(|uestioned abilities as not at all 
seriously putting forth his strength.

(as no literary man’s is) entirely above diminution or free from 
decay. The wisest may slip into dotage, and the hrigliU^st be 
darkened with a cloud. 

It is no small matter to tritlo witli a reputation however high 
A great man may readily outlive it. It is more cai5y still for 
one to write down his own fame. FiVen kSir Walter Scott was 
beginning to disparage his excellent repute as a novelist when 
death called him hence. Mr. Cooper should feel that it is still 
more in his power to do so than it was for the great Scotsman.
